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GRAND OFFICERS’ REPORTS 


GRAND MASTER 


To the Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, of the 

State of Illinois: 

Brothers — Conforming to the requirements of our laws, and in ac- 
cordance with the custom followed by preceding Grand Masters, I sub- 
mit herewith, for your consideration, a statement of my official acts 
during the year, so far as the same may be of general interest. Many 
things have been done, many questions answered, and many decisions 
rendered, which would be of no general interest, as they had reference 
only to special or particular cases. These will be omitted from this 
report. 

Looking back over the year, I am impressed, first, with the fact 
that much remains undone, which I had hoped might be accomplished 
under my leadership. While I sincerely regret that more could not be 
accomplished during this year. I leave the work in charge of those who 
will hold the leadership during the coming years, confident that success 
will crown their efforts. 

The year has been but little different from those which have pre- 
ceded it, and there has been no attempt to try experiments, or break 
away from the policies that have proven successful in the past. We 
have been content to follow in many ways, the precedents established 
in former years, and to hold fast to those policies and those actions 
which have proven worthy of our support in former years. At the 
same time, we have lost no opportunity to impress upon the minds of the 
membership at large, that “the institution of Odd Fellowship is pro- 
gressive in its character” — that we should not be content with what 
has been already done, but that we should constantly strive to add 
something to the sum total of the accomplishments of our great Order. 
During the year no effort, that could reasonably be expected, has been 
spared by myself or my associate officers, and we lay down our respon- 
sibilities, hoping that our efforts and actions have met the approval of 
the membership throughout the State. 
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COMMUNICATIONS TO LODGES. 

Soon after the close of the last session of the Grand Lodge I pre- 
pared and sent out to the Lodges of the State my first communication. 
At the same time I enclosed a roster of the officers and committees 
elected and appointed for the ensuing year. They were as follows:

I. 0. O. F. — Greeting: 

In assuming the duties of the office of Grand Master of the Odd 
Fellows of Illinois I desire, first, to express my sincere appreciation of 
the honor bestowed on me by your representatives.

Secretary. 


County Organizations. 

It is believed that the work of Odd Fellowship may be greatly bene- 
fited by the organization of Associations, composed of the members of 
the Lodges in one or more counties. These associations will be 
able to arouse a greater interest among the members, promote a larger 
acquaintance with the members in different parts of the county, by 
holding meetings, picnics, etc., and may assist the smaller and weaker 
Lodges to greater efforts and larger activity. In many of our counties 
will be found Lodges that are doing but little to advance the interests 
of our Order, while in other Lodges may be seen the evidences of 
earnest, active, successful work. It is hoped that each county in the 
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State may be able to arrange for at least one meeting at some central 
point during the year, and, if it is possible, we will arrange for some 
of the Grand Officers to attend. This meeting may take the form of a 
School of Instruction, or a public meeting, or a picnic, as may best 
suit. Arrange these meetings as soon as you can, conveniently do so, 
so the officers may be able to plan accordingly. 

Schools. 

Schools of Instruction are being arranged in various parts of the 
State, and it is hoped that they will be well attended. We should be 
glad to hear from any Lodge desiring a School or public meeting, ana 
if it is possible, the meeting will be arranged. Due notice of these 
Schools will be given from the office of the Grand Secretary, and also 
through the columns of the Odd Fellows’ Herald. 

Our Homes. 

The best exemplification of the worth of Odd Fellowship may be 
seen in our Homes at Lincoln and Mattoon. In one of these Homes 
nearly two hundred children are being cared for and educated, so that 
they may be able to “act well their part in life,” and in the other Home 
one hundred and fifty-five old Brothers and Sisters are quietly passing 
the last years of life, sheltered and protected from the storms of life. 

These Homes are well managed and deserve the hearty support, 
financial and otherwise, of the members throughout the State. Visit 
these Homes and see what they are doing, and you will return to your 
own home, more than ever determined to work for the advancement 
of our great Order. If you cannot visit the Homes, you can at least 
see the moving pictures, which can be; secured from the Grand Secretary. 

The Holiday Season. 

The holiday season, when the Christmas spirit is predominant, is 
fast approaching, and it is hoped that every Lodge may add to the 
joyousness of the season by acts of kindness and thoughtfulness. Don’t 
forget the widow and children of your deceased Brother. They may 
have but little of the good things of life, and your visit or remembrance 
may mean much to them. Don’t forget, too, the old folks at Mattoon 
and the children at Lincoln. Those Lodges, especially, who have rep- 
resentatives at these Homes should remember to send them something, 
small though it be, as a reminder that they are not forgotten. 

Grand Lodge Committees. 

With this letter will be found a list of the Officers and Committees 
of the Grand Lodge for the ensuing year. In making these appoint- 
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ments it was my purpose to secure that efficiency which comes only 
from experience, and at the same time to recognize some active Lodges 
that have not been recognized in recent years. I sincerely hope that 
the members of these committees, and the Lodges they represent, will 
be especially active during the coming year in working for the “good 
of the Order.” 


Our Papers. 

The Odd Fellows’ Herald, published at Springfield, and the Chicago 
Odd Fellow, 3301 North Clark Street, Chicago, have invited the Grand 
Master to make use of their columns during the year. It is my inten- 
tion to accept their invitation and contribute, from time to time, items 
of interest to the membership. Both of these papers are worthy of 
your support. 

In conclusion, let me say that the Grand Master, and all his asso- 
ciate officers, will be ready at any time to render such assistance as 
may be in their power to advance the interest of the Order in any part 
of the State. In return, we earnestly and confidently ask the hearty 
and loyal co-operation of the membership throughout the jurisdiction.

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DROPPING FOR NON-PAYMENT OF DUES. 

This question is one that has been before the G-rand Lodge for 
many years, and doubtless will be the cause of trouble for many years 
to come. It is bard to understand just why the loss in membership 
should be so large, but so long as men care more for money than they 
do for fraternity I have no doubt this loss will continue. In an effort 
to prevent the dropping of so many members, I sent out a letter on 
January 17, 1916. In this letter I asked the Secretaries to send me the 
names and addresses of those who were delinquent, and promised that 
I would send a personal letter from my office. This was done by many 
Secretaries, and several hundred letters were sent out, urging Brothers 
to make payment of their dues, and thus prevent being dropped. 
Letters received convinced me that many Brothers were savetl to the 
Order by this means. The following is the letter: 

Peoria, 111., January 17, 1916. 

To the Officers and Members of all Lodges of Odd Fellows of Illinois: 

Brothers — The most important question before( the Lodges of Illinois 
is that of suspensions for non-payment of dues. For years this question 
has engaged the attention of the best minds of our Order, but still no 
solution has been reached. During the last year almost as many were 
suspended in Illinois as were initiated into the Order. One hundred 
and forty-three of our Lodges reported ten or more suspensions, and 
231 other Lodges reported not less than five, nor more than nine sus- 
pensions. Brothers, this ought not to be so. Shall we allow this con- 
dition to continue? Will our next report show as large a loss as our 
last one? Will our Brothers continue to drop out of the Order through 
an unwillingness or inability to pay the small amount required annually 
to retain their membership? The answer to these questions is largely 
with you. Brothers, and to you I appeal for assistance in helping to 
answer these questions with an emphatic No. Will you make the effort 
in your Lodge? Will you see those Brothers who are in arrears now? 
Don’t wait until the last of March, but begin the work without delay. 

The following suggestions may be of some use to you: 

First — Appoint a committee of five or more, whose duty it shall 
be to assist the Financial Secretary, and see the members, especially 
those who are delinquent, and urge them to pay their dues, and also 
to attend Lodge. Don’t wait until a Brother owes a year’s dues, but 
see him before he is thirteen weeks in arrears. Ask him if he knows 
that in a short time he will not be in good standing. If a Brother 
cannot pay all that he owes, get him to pay a part of it, at least; or, 

Second — Pay your Financial Secretary a small percentage of dues 
collected outside of the Lodge room, so that he will ha,ve some incen- 
tive to see members at their residences or places of business. The 
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success of your Lodge depends largely on your Financial Secretary, and 
your best man should be selected for the place. 

Third — If a Brother is living in the jurisdiction of another Lodge, 
write to that Lodge and ask their assistance in keeping the Brother 
in the Order. Many non-residents can be retained as members if they 
see that their Lodge is interested in their welfare. 

Fourth — Make a list of those who have been suspended in recent 
years, and make an earnest, systematic, persistent effort to reinstate 
those who will be desirable members. 

If you fail in your efforts to collect a Brother’s dues, send me his 
name and address, and a personal letter will be sent from this office. 
Do this not later than March 1st. 

Action on the above lines may help present conditions, but I be- 
lieve that the final solution lies deeper. We must make our meetings 
more interesting and instructive, so that Brothers will attend more 
regularly. We must show members that we are interested in their 
welfare, especially when they are sick or out of employment. I believe, 
Brothers, that if we live Odd Fellowship more closely, others will be 
attracted to our Order. 

Make the first meeting in each quarter an especially interesting 
one, and secure as large an attendance as possible. Then ask them 
to pay a quarter’s dues. Get your members in the habit of paying in 
advance. It costs no more. Let every Brother adopt this sentence as 
his watchword: “First quarterly meeting attend.’’ (Note its useful- 
ness as a key.) 

Brothers, the Grand Lodge Officers expect each Lodge to do its duty. 
May we depend on you? Yours for the growth and advancement of 
Odd Fellowship.

1819— ANNIVERSARY PROCLAMATION— 1916. 

In compliance with the Proclamation issued by the Grand Sire, an 
Anniversary Proclamation was prepared and sent out to the Lodges of 
the State, under date of March 15, 191G. This Proclamation was as 
follows : 


Peoria, 111., March 15, 1916. 

To the Subordinate Lodges of Illinois, I. O. O. F. — Greeting: 

Dear Brothers — Our Order was established in the year 1819 in the 
city of Baltimore, and on the 26th day of April, 1916, we will celebrate 
our ninety-seventh anniversary. 
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The Grand Sire of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows, J. B. A. Robertson, has issued a proclamation, 
dated February 21, 1916, enjoining upon all Grand and Subordinate 
Bodies of the Order to take appropriate action for the due commemo- 
ration of the ninety-seventh anniversary of our Order on the 26th day 
of April, 1916, by suitable exercises in observance of the day and by 
public thanksgiving to Almighty God for His manifold mercies to us 
as individuals and as an Order. 

Now, therefore, I, John J. Crowder, Grand Master of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Odd Fellows of the State of Illinois, by virtue of the 
authority and power in me vested, do request and direct that all 
Subordinate Lodges within this jurisdiction observe this anniversary 
by suitable and appropriate exercises on the 26th day of April, or on 
some other date convenient for your membership. In commemorating 
this day, let us give thanks to the Great Author of the Universe for 
the blessings which we have received. On this day let us consecrate 
ourselves anew to the great work which we have undertaken in behalf 
of humanity. 

I hereby grant to all Subordinate Lodges which observe this anni- 
versary in accordance with this proclamation, a dispensation to wear 
the regalia of the Order upon this occasion. 

Done at Peoria, 111., this 15th day of March, A. D. 1916.

SEMI-ANNUAL LETTER. 

At the beginning of the semi-annual term, under date of April 5th, 
I sent out a letter to the Lodges, calling attention to matters that I 
believed to be of importance. This letter was as follows: 

Peoria, 111., April 5, 1916. 

To the Officers and Members of all Subordinate Lodges — Greeting: 

The first of the present month marks the beginning of a new term 
and year, and your semi-annual and annual reports are due: Let me 
urge you to send in these reports promptly to the Grand Secretary, 
with a draft for the amount of your per capita tax. The work in the 
office of the Grand Secretary will be hindered if these reports are not 
sent in promptly. 

The record of your Lodge for the year will be made up from the 
reports you 'will make April 1st, and you should compare this report

with the one published in the Grand Lodge Journal for 1915: Has 
your Lodge done as well this year as it did last year? Have you done 
as well as you should have done? Are you satisfied with the record of 
the present year? Are you willing that the record for the coming year 
shall be no better than that for the year just closed? 

Preparation. 

Let me urge you to begin preparations at once to make the new 
year the best one your Lodge has ever had. Don’t wait until September, 
or until after the next session of the Grand Lodge, to begin your year’s 
work. Begin at once, and keep at work throughout the entire year, and 
you need have no fear of the comparison that will be made with the 
year just closed. The summer season, which will soon be upon us, is 
usually considered a dull season in lodge work, and for that reason you 
should work the more earnestly to keep the members interested in the 
affairs of the Lodge. 


Anniversary. 

Every Lodge should hold a meeting, either of its own members or 
in conjunction with other Lodges, to celebrate the anniversary of the 
organization of our great Order. Make the meeting a public one, and 
invite your friends and neighbors who are not Odd Fellows, and let 
them become acquainted with the history, the aims and the purposes 
of our Order. 


Memorial Day. 

A little later, Memorial exercises should be held in every Lodge, to 
pay tribute to our honored dead. Let us not forget their lives, their 
services and their virtues, and show by our words and actions that they 
are not forgotten. 


Picnics. 

At least once during the summer the members of your Lodge should 
get together and enjoy an old fashioned picnic. Get out into the woods 
and groves, and renew your acquaintance with your friends and neigh- 
bors, and at the same time renew your own health and strength. You 
know the old adage about “all work and no play.” Don’t forget to 
make the Lodge a place of social activity during the months when the 
ordinary work of the Lodge is not so active. 

Endowment Funds. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge, Past Grand Sire E. S. 
Conway made a plea for the Endowment Funds, and suggested that each 
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member of every Subordinate Lodge in the State volunteer to con- 
tribute the sum of five cents each year, and send the amount to the 
Grand Secretary at the Grand Lodge session, in addition to the con- 
tribution made by the Lodge itself. This suggestion was approved by 
the Grand Lodge by a unanimous rising vote. I earnestly request each 
Lodge to take favorable action on this suggestion. Some Lodges have a 
“penny march” at every meeting, and the pennies or other coins con- 
tributed by the members are given as a donation to the Endowment 
Funds. I heartily recommend this practice, and hope that it may be 
adopted by other Lodges. The Endowment Funds amount to more 
than $80,000.00 at the present time, well invested in bonds and mort- 
gages, and the interest only can be used to assist in maintaining the 
Homes. If a large fund can be secured for each Home, the interest 
received will materially assist in keeping down the amount of the per 
capita tax that must be levied to pay the expenses of the Homes. 


Orphans’ Home Day. 

I recommend and ask that each Lodge in the State set aside the 
first meeting in May as Orphans’ Home meeting. Let some Brother 
prepare a paper or address, telling the history of the Home, and the 
work it is doing at present. Later in the year I will ask the Lodges 
to set aside a meeting for the consideration of the Old Folks’ Home. 
We cannot know too much about these Homes and the splendid work 
they are doing. 


Conclusion. 

I wish to thank the Lodges of the State for the active work they 
have been doing during the winter months, and again urge them not 
to permit the Lodge to become inactive during the months that are to 
follow. Let me assure you that the Grand Lodge Officers will be very 
glad to render any assistance in their power.

SOLDIER MEMBERS. 

When the President called out the National Guard of Illinois, 
with that of other States, to protect our Southern border, many of our 
members were called from their homes hurriedly, and I felt that 
some special action was necessary to see that these members were 
kept in good standing, and their families provided for. I accordingly 
issued a letter which was sent to all Lodges in this jurisdiction. In 
compliance with my request, I received the names of 75 of our mem- 
bers who had answered the President’s call. I am satisfied that many 
more of our members went with the National Guard of our State, but 
no notice was sent to my office. The letter was as follows: 
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Peoria, 111., June 24, 1916. 

To the Officers and Members of the Subordinate Lodges of Illinois: 

Brothers — On account of the troubles on the Mexican border, the 
President has called out the National Guard of the several States, 
including the greater part of the Illinois National Guard. Many of 
our members have been called to leave their homes hurriedly, in re- 
sponse to this summons, and “even now are under arms,” ready to do 
and to die, if need be, for our beloved country. God grant that the 
dark clouds may pass away, but if war must come, our members must 
be found standing shoulder to shoulder in the defense of the Flag, 
and the protection of our people. 

I believe that our Lodges should especially look after the inter- 
ests of our Brothers who have gone to the front, and to that end I 
make the following recommendations: 

First — That each Lodge shall keep its soldier members in good 
standing during their absence, paying their dues, if need be, from the 
special fund. 

Second — That each soldier member be furnished with an official 
certificate, that shall not only be an evidence of his good standing in 
the Order, but may also be used as a means of identification. 

Third — That the families of our soldiers shall be the especial 
objects of your fraternal care. 

In order that the burden may not fall too heavily on the individual 
Lodges, I will recommend to the Grand Lodge that no per capita tax 
be required for our soldier members, for the time they are in the 
service of our country. 

I hereby request that each Lodge send me the name and home 
address of each Brother who has responded, or shall hereafter re- 
spond to his country's call.

RESOLUTIONS, AMENDMENTS, ETC. 

Because of frequent complaints that business was transacted at the 
Grand Lodge so hurriedly that many of the Representatives were 
unable to make a clear report to their Lodges, I felt that it was im- 
portant that the membership, so far as possible, should know what 
propositions would come before the Grand Lodge for consideration. 
I, therefore, issued the following letter: 
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Peoria, 111., August 12, 1916. 

To the Representatives, Officers and Members of Subordinate Lodges 

of Illinois: 

Brothers — Complaint has been made in the past that the business 
of the Grand Lodge was conducted so hurriedly that many Representa- 
tives did not know the nature of the propositions that were under 
consideration; that important matters were referred to committees 
and the committee report was adopted without debate, so that many did 
not know what was being done. 

Whether these complaints were well founded or not, it is desired 
that there shall be no cause for complaint, and it is the intention to 
issue a circular letter to all Lodges about October 1st, giving a state- 
ment of the propositions that will come before the Grand Lodge for 
action. 

Any Lodge, or Representative, desiring to submit amendments to 
the Grand Lodge or Subordinate Lodge Constitution, or wishing to 
present any resolution for consideration at the next session, is ear- 
nestly requested to write out such amendment or resolution, and send 
same in duplicate to the Grand Secretary, not later than September 
15th. All resolutions or proposed amendments should be signed by 
your Representative. A synopsis of these propositions will then be 
prepared in circular form, and each Lodge in the State will have a 
chance to consider them and instruct its Representative, if desired. 

It should be remembered that the Constitution caunot be changed 
by resolution, and that amendments must be submitted in form, giving 
the section as it would read if amended. It Is hoped that Lodges will 
respond promptly. 

In the meantime Lodges and Representatives should be studying 
the amendments proposed last year, and which will be considered at 
the next session. A list of these propositions may be found on page 
546 of the Grand Lodge Journal for 1915, under the title, “Index to 
Unfinished Business for Consideration at the Session of 1916/’

In accordance with this request, a number of amendments and reso- 
lutions were sent to the Grand Secretary, and under date of October 3d 
the Grand Secretary issued a circular, which was sent to all Lodges, 
giving an outline of all unfinished and new business that would come 
before the Grand Lodge, so far as was known at that time. It is hoped 
that this plan may result in arousing a greater interest in the work 
of the Grand Lodge, and from the letters and the resolutions that I 
have received, I am satisfied that such will be the result. 
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SOLICITING AID BY LODGES. 

When I attended the dedication of the new Hall at Glasford, Peoria 
County, on June 17th, I learned that that Lodge had sent out a cir- 
cular letter to all the Lodges of the State, announcing their dedication 
and banquet. A ticket to the banquet was inclosed, and the Lodges 
were solicited to purchase the ticket for one dollar, in order to help 
the Lodge to pay its debt on the Hall. I was satisfied that this action 
was taken by the Lodge in ignorance of the fact that they were violat- 
ing the law, and after consultation with my associate officers, it was 
decided that the Lodge should not be permitted to retain the money 
obtained by unlawful means. The Lodge was accordingly advised to 
return all moneys received from outside Lodges, which they readily 
agreed to do. 

During the month of September I received a circular letter which 
was sent out by Pish Hook Lodge No. 810, of Pish Hook, Pike County. 
They had adopted the same plan used by the Glasford Lodge, and 
solicited Lodges to purchase their banquet ticket. About the same time 
I received notice that Breese Lodge No. 680, of Breese, Clinton County, 
had sent out a circular letter, enclosing a bond, with the amount in 
blank. The Lodges were solicited to purchase these bonds to aid Breese 
Lodge in paying its debt, and the Lodge agreed to pay back all moneys 
received from the sale of the bonds on or before ten years, without 
interest. 

Believing that other Lodges might feel encouraged to send out 
circular letters, I issued a letter to all the Lodges, calling their attention 
to the law, and asking that no further circulars or appeals for aid 
should be sent out. 

Fish Hook Lodge No. S10 lost its Hall by fire, together with all its 
contents, on February 10, 1916, and for this reason they might be 
permitted to retain the money received. If members or Lodges were 
willing to loan their money to Breese Lodge without interest, I presume 
they would have a right to do so, and therefore the Lodge might have 
the right to retain the money received. I will leave the question of the 
return of money by the Lodges to the decision of the Grand Lodge. 
I felt, however, that the Lodges should be made to understand that no 
further circular letters soliciting aid should be sent out without the 
approval of the Grand Lodge or the Grand Master. The following is 
the letter sent out: 

Peoria, 111., Sept. 28, 1916. 

To the Officers and Members of the Subordinate Lodges of Illinois: 

Brothers — Twice during the last month my attention has been 
called to circular letters sent out by Lodges in Illinois, soliciting 
funds for the purpose of paying a debt on the Lodge hall. One Lodge 
sent out a blank bond, and solicited Lodges and members to purchase 
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same, for any amount desired, the Lodge agreeing to repay same 
within ten years, without interest. In another - case the Lodge sent 
out tickets to a banquet to be held at the time of the dedication of 
their new hall, and Lodges were asked to purchase these tickets at 
one dollar each. 

Both of these plans were, in effect, nothing more than solicita- 
tions of donations. Lodges and members would not invest surplus 
funds in non-interest bearing bonds, and anything that might be sent 
in response to this appeal would be considered as a donation. 
Neither would Lodges or members expect to use a banquet ticket at 
a banquet to be served two or three hundred miles from their home. 

The attention of Lodges and the membership is called to the fact 
that it is against the law of Odd Fellowship in Illinois, for any Lodge 
to send out a circular letter of any kind, except to its members, with- 
out the permission of the Grand Lodge, or the Grand Master between 
sessions. It is also against the law for any Lodge to entertain any 
application for pecuniary aid, unless same shall be authorized in 
accordance with the form prescribed by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Our Grand Lodge has discouraged appeals for aid, except in ex- 
treme cases, where members of the Order have been rendered desti- 
tute by some great calamity. 

' It is believed that both of these Lodges sent out the circular let- 
ters in ignorance of the law, because they believed the plan adopted 
was not in conflict with the law. However, it is the unanimous opin- 
ion of the Grand Officers that the sending out of such circulars should 
not be permitted. It is hoped, therefore, that, there may be no fur- 
ther complaints, and that no more circulars will be sent out by any 
Lodge without first securing the approval of the Grand Officers.

OTHER COMMUNICATIONS. 

In addition to the foregoing letters to the Lodges, a number of 
communications were sent out to all Lodges announcing Special Ses- 
sions of the Grand Lodge, Schools of Instruction, and other meetings. 
It does not appear to be necessary that these letters should be given 
in full in this report. 

About May 15th the Grand Secretary, at my request, furnished me 
with a list of the Lodges that had not at that time made the annual 
report, and paid the per capita tax for the year ending April 1st. To 
each of these Lodges I sent a personal letter, calling their attention 
to their failure to report, and urging that this duty should be attended 
to at once. A number of the Lodges responded promptly, but others

failed to answer my letter, or send in their report. I am of the opin- 
ion that the Grand Lodge has been too lenient with delinquent 
Lodges. Some of them seem to think that the payment of per capita 
tax is not an obligation, and prefer to retain the money in their 
treasury for emergencies. 

Soon after the annual reports were received in April, I sent sev- 
eral hundred personal letters to Lodges, commending them for good 
work done during the year, as shown by the reports, or calling their 
attention to their failure to make as good a showing as during the 
preceding year. A large number of Lodges responded to this com- 
munication, and promised to continue their good work, and strive to 
make a better record for the coming year. 

About the first of October I sent a similar letter to all the Lodges 
in the State, changing the wording of the letters to fit the varying 
needs and conditions in each particular Lodge, and urging renewed 
activity and effort during the remaining months of the fiscal year. 
These letters cannot be given because of the many changes, hut the 
following is a sample. 

Peoria, 111., Oct. 10, 1916. 

To Lodge No , Illinois: 

Brothers — By the time this letter reaches you, the officers 'for 
the new term will be installed, and the Lodge will be in a position to 
begin in earnest its work for the winter months. The semi-annual 
reports should be made promptly, and sent with the per capita tax to 
the Grand Secretary. 

The summer time is not usually the time for very active work 
in the Lodge room, but now that the hot weather has passed, you 
should see that the Lodge becomes more active, and that its meetings 
are well attended. Let the Degree Staff get to work, and be prepared 
for its duties during the term. Let the members remember that the 
Officers alone are not responsible for the successful conduct of the 
Lodge affairs. Every member has a duty to perform and should 
assist the officers in every way, to make the term a successful one. 

You will remember that the annual report of your Lodge for the 
year ending April 1st last showed a decrease in membership during 
the year. Are you willing that you shall have a similar report this 
year? Are you willing to do your share in securing a better report? 
It is only by earnest, personal work that the Lodge will succeed, and 
1 urge you individually to do your part in advancing the interests of 
our Order in your community. 

There are doubtless many men in your jurisdiction who are not 
now Odd Fellows, who would be a credit to the Lodge and the Order. 
Why not see them personally and induce them to become members? 
Tell them of the good work the Order is doing. Tell them of our 
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Homes for the Orphans and the Aged. Show them that there is a 
mutual need; that they need the assistance the Order can give them, 
and that the Order needs their help in its great work. I shall be glad 
to hear from you, telling me of your plans for the term.

RELATIONS WITH OTHER JURISDICTIONS. 

During the year the relations between other jurisdictions and this 
office have been most pleasant and satisfactory. Early in May last 
the officers of this jurisdiction received a cordial and urgent invitation 
to attend the session of the Grand Lodge of Indiana, to be held at 
Indianapolis May 17-18. The invitation was accepted, and the Deputy 
Grand Master, A. Otis Arnold; Grand Warden H. M. Blood and Grand 
Secretary John H. Sikes were present at the session. At the last 
moment the Grand Master was detained at home by circumstances 
which could not be controlled. Those who were present reported a 
very pleasant and (profitable session, and their visit no doubt has done 
much to cement still more closely the friendly relations existing be- 
tween these neighboring States. In August the Grand Warden attended 
one day’s session of the Wisconsin Grand Lodge, and was received with 
all the honors due his station. At their urgent request he gave an 
address on the subject of “Ritualistic Instruction,” which met with 
hearty approval, as it has in Illinois. Invitations have also been re- 
ceived to attend the sessions of the Grand Lodges of Michigan and 
Iowa, but prior engagements nearer home prevented an acceptance. 
I hope that these inter-state visitations may be continued, for much 
can be learned in this way that will be of benefit to the Order in our 
own State. 

I have had considerable correspondence with the Grand Officers 
of Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Washington and New York, most of it being 
concerning* the care of a transient Brother or the payment of benefits. 
In every case courteous and prompt attention was given to the matters 
placed before them, and they deserve and receive the thanks of this 
jurisdiction for their actions. 

NECROLOGY. 

Mark Jardine. 

Mark Jardine, Grand Patriarch, and former mayor of Rockford, 111., 
departed this life September 5th, in Princeton, 111., while on official 
business in the promotion of Odd Fellowship. His death was caused 
by a stroke of paralysis. Funeral services were held September 8th 
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in the Hall of Social Lodge No. 140, Rockford, 111. 

Odd Fellows came from all parts of the State to pay their respects 
to his memory. Prominent men in all walks of life were present to 
do him honor, and listened with bow r ed heads to the eloquent testi- 
monials of his splendid character as a public official, and of his love 
and faithful devotion to fraternalism. 

The Rev. Frank Sheets, of Aurora, officiated. Rev. Sheets spoke 
feelingly of his acquaintance with Brother Jardine, and of his excellent 
service to the city of Rockford, as mayor, and said he performed his 
duties honorably and faithfully as a public servant, to the satisfaction 
of all citizens interested in good government. 

Grand Master John J. Crowder delivered a tribute to the memory 
of Brother Jardine, speaking of him as a most honorable, genial and 
true Patriarch, devoted to the principles inculcated in the precepts of 
Odd Fellowship. Brother Sam J. Baker, Grand Scribe, made a short 
address, and spoke feelingly of Brother Jardine’s many virtues. 

Mark Jardine was born September 24 r 1859, in Savanna, 111., and 
had resided for forty years in the city of Rockford. He served two 
terms as mayor of that city. He was a genial companion, a true fra- 
ternalist and an effective and enthusiastic worker in the cause of Odd 
Fellowship. His untimely demise is a great shock and an irreparable 
loss to the Order. 


REVISION OF THE CODE. 

At the 1915 session of the Grand Lodge, Grand Master Pease rec- 
ommended the revision and simplification of our Code, stating that 
there have been many changes in our laws, both in the Sovereign and 
in our Grand Lodge, during the past ten years, for the efficiency of our 
jurisdiction. 

A motion was introduced by Brother H. M. Blood that the Code 
“be simplified, bringing our laws down to date, and that they be pre- 
pared in pamphlet form and distributed to the Lodges at the earliest 
possible moment; that plates be made of the pages, and that the same 
be corrected after each session of the Grand Lodge, and new copies sent 
out, that the Lodges may know what our laws are all of the time, by 
reason of an up-to-date, simplified Code. Also, that in the compiling of 
this Code, it be borne in mind that it is not expected to last more than 
a year, and therefore be on cheap paper and inexpensively bound, and 
to be in size about the same as our present Constitution and By-Laws.” 

The Committee on Legislation considered this document, as intro- 
duced by Brother Blood, and heartily approved same. They recom- 
mended that the incoming Grand Master appoint a special committee 
to determine upon a definite report. This committee was appointed 
and at a special meeting held at the office of Grand Secretary Sikes, in 
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Springfield, on January 8, 1916, all members were present. They were: 
Grand Master J. J. Crowder, Deputy Grand Master A. Otis Arnold, 
Grand Warden H. M. Blood, Past Grand Master James Ewing Davis, 
Past Grand Master Owen Scott, Past Grand Master John E. Jennings 
and Grand Secretary John H. Sikes. Past Grand Master Fred B. Mer- 
rills and Grand Scribe Sam J. Baker were aTso present in an advisory 
capacity. The committee was organized by the election of the Grand 
Master as Chairman and the Grand Secretary as Secretary. 

Brother James Ewing Davis favored a general revision of the law 
as laid down in the Digest, along the lines of the Indiana Code. 

Brother Scott agreed with Brother Davis, and presented reasons 
why the Code should be simplified, and similar to the Indiana Code. 

After full discussion, Brother James Ewing Davis moved that it 
is the sense of the Committee that a simplified general revision of the 
Code should be made, the same plan and method to be used as is used 
in Indiana and Missouri Codes. This motion was seconded and carried 
unanimously. 

Brother Blood moved that in the compilation and revision of our 
laws the needs of the lay members of the Subordinate Dodges should be 
constantly kept in mind, as it is hoped and expected that this revision 
will find its way into the hands of a large number of the members. 
This motion was seconded by Brother Scott, and carried unanimously. 

Brother Davis moved that the matter of employing an Editor and 
completing the work of revision and issuing the Code be left in the 
hands of the Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Warden and 
Grand Secretary. This motion was carried unanimously. This com- 
mittee was authorized to employ one or more members of the Order 
to compile the laws in accordance with the instructions adopted by the 
Grand Lodge at the November session, 1915. 

At a meeting held in DeKalb January 24th, 1916, bids were con- 
sidered from Past Grand Master Owen Scott and Past Grand Master 
Fred B. Merrills, and after discussion, the following bid of Past Grand 
Master Scott was accepted: 


Decatur, 111., Jan. 18, 1916. 
John J. Crowder, Grand Master, Peoria, 111.: 

Dear Brother Crowder — Yours of the 15th at hand. I do not 
want to go into a scramble with Brother Merrills or anyone else for 
the work of preparing the new Code. In fact, I scarcely had consid- 
ered the possibility of my doing so until asked by the Committee to 
submit a proposition. I am situated so that I think I could find time 
to do this work. 

It appears to me that the time to have copy ready for the printer 
by July 1st is ample, if work can be begun by February 1st. I will 
—3 G L 
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agree to do that. The only books needed would be three copies of 
the present Code, the S.G.L. Code, and three copies of the pamphlet 
of laws issued under the administration of Brother Davis. I should 
expect these furnished me without charge. 

I propose to prepare copy ready for the printer by July 1, 1916, 
as agreed on at recent meeting, following plan of the Indiana “Gen- 
eral Laws,” 1916, furnishing everything except books as above speci- 
fied, for the sum of $400.00. For proof-reading and superintending 
the publication of the book the sum of $50.00, making a total sum of 
$450.00. 

I am decidedly of the opinion that the compiler should read the 
proof and supervise the printing. In fact I can hardly see how it 
could be done satisfactorily any other way. He knows better just 
what is meant in point of arrangement, matter, etc. Shall hope to 
hear from you as early as possible. 

In doing this work I should be very glad to conform to the 
wishes of the Grand Master and Committee, in making any minor 
changes in the plan as the w r ork went on. If I have not made all 
clear and specific let me know.

Upon call made by the Grand Master, a Special Committee ap- 
pointed to supervise the issuing of the simplified Code met at the 
Grand Secretary’s office June 30, 1916, at ten o’clock. This Special 
Committee, as designated at a meeting held Jan. 8, 1916, consisted of 
the following Brothers: Grand Master J. J. Crow r der, Deputy Grand 
Master A. Otis Arnold, Grand Warden H. M. Blood, and Grand Secre- 
tary John H. Sikes. The above named members were all present at 
this committee meeting. The Grand Lodge Finance Committee was 
represented by Brother Charles D. Brainard, and the Grand Lodge 
Printing Committee by Brother Wm. A. Munea, Chairman of Com- 
mittee. 

On motion the Committee determined to have fifteen hundred 
copies of the Code printed with instructions to the printer to hold 
the metal for future use if desired. 

Grand Warden H. M. Blood made a motion, which was duly sec- 
onded and adopted, that one copy of the Code be mailed to each Sub- 
ordinate Lodge as soon as it was ready for delivery, and that the 
Code be sold to Lodges and individuals following the next Grand 
Lodge Session. 

The Chairman of the Printing Committee, Bro. Wm. A. Munea, 
Grand Secretary John H. Sikes, and Brother Ow r en Scott, Past Grand 
Master, were instructed to let a contract for the printing. Galley 
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proofs of the editorial work were to be mailed to each member of the 
Code Committee. 

The contract was awarded to Phillips Brothers, of Springfield, 
111., for printing the revised Code. 

The work is now completed, and a copy of the new Code has been 
sent to every Lodge in the jurisdiction. After the session of Grand 
Lodge, 1916, a large edition of the Code is to be issued, such changes 
being made as may be necessary to include the laws adopted at the 
coming Session. 

I wish to thank Brother Scott in behalf of the Order, and for 
myself, for the splendid manner in which he has conducted this work, 
and the excellent results obtained. He has worked faithfully and 
earnestly, and given to us a work which fills a long-felt want, and 
will, I believe, be of lasting benefit to the Lodges and individual 
members of this jurisdiction. 

A FIELD MAN. 

In his report last year, Grand Master Pease used these words: 
“I believe that the Order should have a competent Field Man, to de- 
vote his entire time, for one or two years, in the building up of weak 
Lodges, and instituting new ones, always working under the direction 
of the Grand Master.” 

After the experience of the past year, I am prepared to heartily 
approve the above suggestion, except that I would not limit his 
activities to “one or two years,” but would make such an official a 
permanent member of the staff of Grand Officers. I sincerely hope 
that the Grand Lodge will take immediate action to authorize the 
Grand Master to secure such assistance. There are many Lodges in 
Illinois, that are now weak and practically dormant, that might be 
revived, and the membership be largely increased by the proper 
effort. When we remember that more than one-half of our Lodges 
lost in membership last year, that three hundred of our Lodges have 
reported a loss in membership each year for the past two years, and 
that two hundred and fifty Lodges have a membership of less than 
fifty each, we may begin to realize the serious condition that con- 
fronts us. If a competent solicitor were sent to one of these Lodges, 
with the assistance of the members, many new members could be se- 
cured, and the Lodge would again become prosperous. I believe that 
an active man. assisted by the members, could secure so many new 
members during the year that the increased per capita tax received 
by the Grand Lodge would pay the greater part of the expenditure 
necessary to pay his salary and expenses. The Grand Lodge has 
been paying five thousand dollars, each year for the past three years, 
to erect and furnish the Grand Secretary’s office, and that building 
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is now clear of debt. Why not use this amount, or a large part of it, 
each year, in building up those Lodges that are so much in need of 
our assistance? We have assumed large responsibilities in estab- 
lishing our Homes, and as the years go by the expense will increase. 
We must increase our membership or be prepared to increase our 
annual per capita tax. If no other method can be devised to pay the 
additional expense necessary to carry out this work, I suggest that 
Lodges might be authorized to secure the services of a Deputy, or 
solicitor, and pay him a part of the initiation fee of each new member 
secured. In this way the expense would not fall entirely on the 
Grand Lodge, and doubtless a number of men could be secured who 
would give all, or a part of their time, to the work. I earnestly urge 
that some action be taken without delay, as I believe that this is one 
of the most serious questions that confronts us in Illinois. 

BENEFITS. 

Much of the correspondence that has come to this office during the 
year has been concerning the allowance of benefits. This correspond* 
ence has shown very clearly that we have many members who joined 
the Order only for the sake of the financial gain that might accrue. 
Too often the Lodges are imposed upon by members who are out of 
employment, or who are too lazy to work when given the opportunity. 
Such men are the cause of frequent misunderstandings in the Lodges 
and their actions often cause dissensions that hinder the work of Odd 
Fellowship in the community. It is to be regretted that such men 
gain membership in our Order, and Lodges should use every precau- 
tion in admitting to membership men of that character. 

On the other hand, there are Lodges whose members do not seem 
to have learned the lessons of Odd Fellowship very thoroughly; too 
often complaints are made that the Visiting Committee does not attend 
to its duties as it should, and that benefits, both attentive and financial, 
are refused to those who are justly entitled to same. Frequently the 
claim is made that a Brother is not entitled to benefits because he is 
not confined to his bed by sickness. These misunderstandings occur 
most frequently in the case of members who have reached an advanced 
age. There seems to be a general idea that a Brother is not entitled 
to benefits if his disabilities are caused by the infirmities of age. 
Naturally, the old Brother, when unable to perform his usual duties, 
thinks that he is sick and entitled to benefits. I am satisfied that more 
dissensions are caused in our Lodges by controversies over such cases 
than by all other reasons combined. I think some easier method of 
settling such controversies should be adopted by our Grand Lodge than 
our present plan of appealing the case to the Committee on Judiciary 
and Appeals. 
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In Indiana such disputes are settled by a committee of Past Grands, 
which is provided for by their law. The claimant selects one Past 
Grand, the Lodge another, and the two select a third member, none of 
the committee being members of the Lodge interested. The Grand 
Secretary of Indiana, Hon. W. H. Leedy, wrote me, under date of 
October 14th, in which he says: “Our Committee of Past Grands works 
out well in practice. Disputes are settled quickly and in almost all 
cases permanently and satisfactorily. I think the fact that the Past 
Grands are all from other Lodges is absolutely necessary to have an 
exact adjustment of the appeal, getting it out from under the hands 
of a member who might be prejudiced for or against the member be- 
longing to his Lodge.” 

I believe that such a method of settling controversies would be 
of great value in our jurisdiction, and would prevent much ill feeling 
and wrangling in our Lodges. 


FUNERAL BENEFITS. 

Numerous complaints: have come to me during the year from Lodges 
and from relatives of deceased members, concerning the payment of 
funeral benefits in cases where the deceased left no beneficiary under 
the provisions of our laws. Lodges seemed to be in doubt concerning 
the law and uncertain as to the meaning of the word “dependent,” as 
used in Section 10, Article 10, of the Subordinate Lodge Constitution. 
The case seemed so important that I submitted the matter to the 
Grand Sire for decision, and received the following letter: 

Oklahoma City, Okla., July 12, 1916. 

Mr. J. J. Crowder, Grand Master, I. 0. 0. F., Peoria, 111.: 

Dear Grand Master — Replying to your inquiry of June 19th, I beg 
to say that the word “dependent,” as used in Section 39 of the Code, 
means a person who depends on, or looks to another, for support or 
aid. The words “relatives upon whom deceased was dependent,” as 
used in the Subordinate Lodge Constitution of Illinois, mean those 
relatives to whom deceased looked in his life time for support and aid, 
and a member (bachelor) living at the home of his niece, and leaving 
an estate, is not a dependent within the meaning of the word as used 
in said Constitution. The dependence intended by said clause means 
“financial- dependence,” not dependence for care and attention during 
sickness; and unless the niece looked to her uncle for financial assist- 
ance, she would not be entitled to death benefits. 

Fraternally,

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This decision of the Grand Sire was approved by the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, at its recent session, with a slight change, and is, there- 
fore, the law of the Order. In the case especially referred to, a well- 
to-do unmarried member of the Order was cared for in his own home, 
through a long illness, by a married niece, who was not dependent 
upon the member financially, and therefore was not entitled to the 
funeral benefit. The Lodge of which the Brother was a member thought 
the niece was entitled to the benefit because of her long and faithful 
care of the sick Brother, but under the terms of our law they could 
not legally pay it. 

I am of the opinion that more dissatisfaction is caused by this 
matter than by any other law or practice of our Order. The heirs 
who are not entitled to the benefit are frequently members of the Lodge, 
and they and their friends are dissatisfied and feel that they have been 
discriminated against. The benefit has been paid in other cases, and 
they do not understand why they should not receive the same treat- 
ment that has been given to others. I am of the opinion that the 
sooner this law is changed, the better it will be for our Lodges in 
Illinois. 


THE ORPHANS’ HOME. 

During the year I have attended several of the monthly meetings 
of the Orphans’ Home Board, and have visited the Home on other 
occasions in an endeavor to keep in touch with the business affairs 
of the Board, and the conditions and needs of the Home. Each visit 
has more fully impressed me with the unselfish devotion of the Direc- 
tors, the Superintendent, Matron, and employees of the Home. The 
members of the Board are all busy men, yet they spend two or three 
days each month in attending the meetings, and caring for the busi- 
ness affairs of the Home, although they receive no compensation other 
than the consciousness that they are doing a good work. 

The farm has been successfully operated during the year, and 
the crops have been above the average. About seventy acres of corn 
were raised, and it is conservatively estimated by competent men 
that the yield will be more than fifty bushels per acre. The garden 
has furnished a large yield of all the common products, and thus aided 
in reducing the cost of the maintenance of the Home. 

Early in the year it was proven by test that several of the cows 
kept at the Home were not furnishing the amount and quality of milk 
that they should, and the Directors determined to sell them and se- 
cure others that would prove of greater value. This was done, and 
it is known that the herd now at the Home is one of the best in the 
State, in producing milk of a high quality and quantity. 
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Three of the buildings have been re-wired to conform to the re- 
quirements of the Fire Commissioner, and it is believed that there 
can be no possible danger from fire from this source. 

During the year a system has been installed that makes it possible 
to keep an accurate record of the cost of maintenance, and at the 
same time prevents any unnecessary use of any particular article. 
Bach day and month can be compared with other days and months, 
and thus a check is kept on the expenditures. A store-room is pro- 
vided, and an accurate record is kept of all supplies purchased, and 
the amount of each article used each day. This system is being 
further developed and applied to the needs of the Home, and will be 
of much value in determining the cost of maintenance. Comparisons 
can be made with other Homes, and thus we will be able to detect 
the weak points, if there be any, and remedy them. During the late 
months this system is being extended and adapted to the require- 
ments of the farm, and when it is in full operation we will then be 
able to determine what crops are best adapted to the needs of the 
Home, and what will produce the greater income. 

The report of the Superintendent, Dr. Lucas, made to the Home 
Board on October 1, 1916, stated that there were present in the 
Home, at that time, 91 boys and 100 girls. Of these, 74 were full 
orphans and 117 half orphans. Of the 117 half orphans, 51 were chil- 
dren whose mother was living, and 66 were the children of 28 living 
fathers. Of the 28 Brothers now living, whose children are being 
cared for, clothed and educated at the Home, ten men, with 25 chil- 
dren, paid no part of the expense last year. Six other Brothers, with 
19 children, paid last year $497.00, an average of $2.18 per month per 
child. Seven other Brothers, with 13 children, paid during the year 
$648.00, an average of $4.09 per month per child. Only three fathers 
with five children contributed more than $5.00 per month per child, 
for the maintenance of their children. It seems to me that this is a 
matter that calls for action by the Board of Directors, or the Grand 
Lodge. I see no reason why the Grand Lodge should continue to bear 
the expense of feeding, clothing and educating these children without 
requiring the fathers to pay a reasonable sum each month for their 
maintenance. Of course there are some cases where this will be 
impossible, but I have reliable information that some of these men 
are as well able to pay for the care of their children as the average 
member who is now contributing for their support. 

The school house at the Home was built many years ago, and 
at present is inadequate for the needs of the Home. It is not only 
too small, but it is not constructed along modern lines, and is insani- 
tary as well. There is a pressing need for a new school house, or the 
complete remodeling of the present building. This work should not 
be delayed, and I urge that a sufficient appropriation be made at this 
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Session to enable the Board to begin this work, with the agreement 
that a further appropriation shall be made next year, to complete the 
building. 

The main building should be redecorated, and many of the rooms 
be refurnished during the coming year. The large double parlors 
especially require attention. The furniture and carpets now in use 
have been there for about fifteen years, and show the results of con- 
stant wear. All the social gatherings held at the Home are held in 
these rooms, and the children will look forward to these gatherings 
with more pleasure, and will secure greater benefit, if the rooms are 
well decorated and furnished. The appropriation for the Home should 
be large enough to permit this improvement during the year. 

In response to the appeal of the President, Sister Latham, suf- 
ficient funds were secured from the Rebekah Lodges of the State to 
purchase and install an electric dish-washer, which promises to be of 
great assistance in the work of the Home. Brother M. P. Berry, the 
Grand Treasurer, has continued his donations to the library, and re- 
cently purchased and sent to the Home six sectional book-cases, 
which are a valuable addition to the library room. For further de- 
tailed information concerning the Home, see the report of the Di- 
rectors. 

The State has recognized the fact that it is better to keep the 
family intact, rather than to let the children become public charges, 
or be scattered among strangers, so a mothers’ pension is provided. 
A small sum is allowed a mother for the care and maintenance of 
each of her children, and she is thus enabled to keep up her home, 
and provide for her little family. Why should we not adopt this 
plan? More than one-half of the children in the Home are half or- 
phans, and the living parent should provide a home for the children. 
If not financially able to bear all the burden, a small allowance for 
each of the children would enable the parent to maintain the home 
and keep the children together. Such a plan would not only lessen 
the cost of maintenance, but would enable us to care for children 
who cannot now be admitted to the Home at Lincoln because of lack 
of accommodations. 


THE OLD FOLKS’ HOME. 

I have also visited the Old Folks’ Home a number of times during 
the year, although not so frequently as the Orphans’ Home. Here, 
as in Lincoln, one cannot but notice the zeal and care with which 
duties are performed by the Trustees, the Superintendent, and all 
others connected with the Home. With them it is a labor of love to 
care for these aged Brothers and Sisters, yet it is work that requires 
the hardest labor at times, and demands the most patient and self- 
sacrificing conduct on the part of all in authority. 
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While there have been complaints, as might be expected, from 
some of the residents of the Home, yet there seems to be happiness 
and contentment in a larger degree than could reasonably be expected 
where so many old people are gathered together. Brother Sayler, the 
Superintendent, and his wife, are both ambitious to make this the 
‘’best Old Folks’ Home in the world,” and are doing all they can to 
realize that high standard. 

The report of the Trustees presents in detail all the information 
that is needed for a full understanding of the work that is being done 
at this Home, and it is hoped it will be carefully read by all who are 
in any way interested in this, the Order’s greatest charity. 

The by-laws for the government of the Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ 
Home, which were adopted by the Grand Lodge, provide that “This 
Home is not founded as a hospital for the care of persons temporarily 
disabled by sickness or accident.” This has been construed to mean 
that one who is a hospital patient cannot be admitted, even though 
he be more than “temporarily” disabled. At the time these by-laws 
were adopted, that was doubtless a wise provision, for there were no 
accommodations for those who required hospital services. Since that 
time, however, a hospital has been built and furnished at a cost of 
nearly $20,000.00, and there appears to be no valid reason now, why 
“hospital patients” should not be admitted. If a Brother be unable to 
earn a livelihood by reason of infirmities of age, he may be admitted, 
but if in addition to such age and infirpiity, he be sick and bedridden, 
he cannot be admitted under the rules adopted by the Grand Lodge. 
The Brother who most needs our care and protection is denied admis- 
sion, while others who are able to do a fair day’s work, and thus are 
able to support themselves, are admitted to the Home and supported 
m ease and comfort at the expense of this Grand Lodge. I am heart- 
ily in favor of more stringent rules concerning the admission of those 
who are physically able to support themselves, in order that we may 
have room to care for those who cannot care for themselves. Take 
the case of our old Brother Hankins, of Greenfield, who is paralyzed, 
and unable to leave his bed, and is now being cared for under the 
direction of this Grand Lodge at an expense of forty dollars per 
month, from the Special Relief Fund. 

. I believe he can be cared for at the Home at less expense than 
at present, and recommend that he be admitted by this Grand Lodge, 
as the Trustees feel that they have no authority to admit him, under 
the present rules. These rules were adopted by the Grand Lodge 
long before the hospital was erected, and should be changed to suit 
present conditions. 

I believe, too, that the Trustees should be given authority to 
render assistance to needy applicants in their own homes, instead of 
admitting them to membership in the Home at Mattoon. Often an 
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old member and Ms wife would prefer to remain in their home town, 
where they are acquainted, but are unable to do so because of lack of 
an -income to support themselves. A monthly contribution of a small 
amount would enable them to secure a little home, and live in com- 
fort among their friends and acquaintances. In this way the expense 
would be less than at present, and there would be more room for 
others at the Home. 

JOPPA LODGE NO. 135. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge, the Representative of 
Joppa Lodge No. 135 made an appeal to the Grand Lodge, for assist- 
ance in lifting the indebtedness on the hall of Joppa Lodge, and this 
appeal was referred to the incoming Grand Master, with power to 
investigate, and to extend relief to the'- extent of $250.00 or $300.00. 
See Journal of 1915, page 342. 

In compliance with this authority, I made investigations concern- 
ing the indebtedness of Joppa Lodge, and found that a mortgage of 
$2,500.00 was held by one of the local banks. Interest had not been 
paid, and foreclosure proceedings had been begun. Accrued interest 
and the costs of the foreclosure proceedings had made the total in- 
debtedness about $2/800.00. The mortgagee agreed to dismiss fore- 
closure proceedings and remit the costs if the Lodge could pay the 
accrued interest and a part of the principal. 

The bank also agreed to "renew the mortgage for the sum of 
$1,500.00, for five years, on condition that the debt be reduced to that 
amount. After considerable correspondence I came to the conclusion 
that more could be done by sending a Special Deputy to visit the 
Lodge. I accordingly appointed Judge L. M. Kagy, of Salem. He 
visited Joppa and tried to formulate a plan whereby the money could 
be raised, and promised them that the sum of $300.00 woiild be paid 
from the Grand Lodge fund if they would raise the balance. They 
agreed to do this, but evidently failed in the attempt. It is of course 
unfortunate that Joppa Lodge should lose its hall, but the opportunity 
is still open to them to redeem their property, and I recommend that 
the Grand Lodge renew its offer to pay $300.00 toward this debt, if 
the Brothers of Joppa will raise the balance within the year allowed 
for redemption. 

THE HARMON I A-KEN WOOD CONTROVERSY. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge a controversy arose between 
Harmonia Lodge No. 221 and Kenwood Lodge No. 288 over the adoption 
by the latter Lodge of a resolution relative to. the reported carrying 
of the banner of Harmonia Lodge in a “wet” parade in the city of 
Chicago, on November 7, 1915. This resolution was introduced into 
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the Grand Lodge by the Representative of Kenwood Lodge, and may be 
found on page 313 of the Journal for 1915, and is known as Document 
No, 4L It was referred to the Committee of the State of the Order, and 
their report, found on page 366 of the Journal, states that “nothing 
presented to this Committee tends in any way to support the allegations 
made in the preamble of said document against Harmonia Lodge.” The 
Committee recommended that the matter be referred to the incoming 
Grand Master, which was. adopted. 

Soon after returning from the session of the Grand Lodge this 
matter came before me, through the adoption of a resolution by Har- 
monia Lodge, denying the charges made in Document No. 41 as “abso- 
lutely false and malicious,” and condemning “such unmanly action on 
the part of Kenwood Lodge.” Also demanding that further investiga- 
tion be made concerning the truth or falsity of the charges. With the 
assistance of Grand Warden Blood, Past Grand Master James Ewing 
Davis and Brother Lloyd S. Bailey, Deputy of Kenwood Lodge, I made 
a quiet but careful investigation of the matter. Kenwood presented 
witnesses who stated that they were certain that the banner of Har- 
monia Lodge was in the parade, but this was vigorously denied by 
Harmonia Lodge, which claimed that the banner seen in the parade 
was the banner of a singing society, with a similar name. 

Harmonia Lodge also stated that it did not participate in the 
parade, nor authorize any of its members to do so; that the banner was 
not carried in the parade by the Lodge, and that the Lodge did not 
authorize or permit any of its members to carry the banner. 

With these facts before them, members of both Lodges were in a 
less belligerent mood, and resolutions were prepared and adopted in 
each Lodge which were satisfactory to all concerned, and a controversy 
which threatened to involve a number of Lodges was settled in an 
amicable manner. 

I wish to publicly thank Brothers James Ewing Davis, Blood and 
Bailey for their part in securing a settlement of this controversy, and 
to commend the membership of both Lodges for their action in agreeing 
upon a friendly settlement. In order that the same publicity may be 
given the final resolutions that was given to the first, I present them 
in full. They were ’'as follows: 

Resolution Adopted by Harmonia Lodge No. 221. 

Whereas, Kenwood Lodge No. 288, I. O. 0. F., through its Repre- 
sentative to the Grand Lodge of Illinois, at the session of said Grand 
Lodge held in the city of Springfield on the 16th day of November, 1915, 
caused to be introduced a certain resolution, adopted by said Kenwood 
Lodge and appearing in the Grand Lodge records, the Journal of 1915. 
as Document No. 41, page 313; and, 

Whereas, Said resolution contained the following: 
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“Whereas, An anti-temperance organization, known as the United 
Societies for Local Self Government, held a ‘wet’ parade in the city of 
Chicago on Sunday, November 7, 1915; and, 

“Whereas, Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. O. F„ participated in 
said parade with a banner of the Lodge and emblems of the Order; now, 
therefore, be it 

“ Resolved , That we, the officers and members of Kenwood Lodge 
No. 2SS, I. O. O. F., condemn in unmeasured terms the action of Har- 
monia Lodge No. 221, I. O. O. F., in participating in such parade as a 
Lodge of Odd Fellows, with banner and emblems of the Order. Such 
action on the part of Odd Fellows is a disgrace to the Order and tends 
to bring stigma and reproach upon Odd Fellowship. 

“ Resolved , That our Representative to the Grand Lodge be in- 
structed to present this resolution to the Grand Lodge of Illinois, at its 
next session, and urge that Body to take proper action in the premises.” 

And, whereas, Said resolution was referred to the Committee on 
the State of the Order, which Committee made its report to the Grand 
Lodge, which is Document No. 120, appearing on page No. 366 of the 
Grand Lodge Journal of 1915, which report is as follows: 

“To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I. O. O. F.: 

“Your Committee on State of the Order would respectfully report 
as follows: 

“That we have carefully examined Document No. 41, introduced by 
Brother W. E. Swain, of No. 288, as appears in Tuesday’s Journal, and 
respectfully submit that we have patiently listened to the statements 
made by the parties interested, and, after hearing such statements and 
the arguments of the Brothers, we found that there has been nothing 
presented to this Committee that tends in any way to support the 
allegations made in the preamble of said document against Harmonia 
Lodge No. 221. Nothing appeared before our Committee but the vaguest 
kind of hearsay and rumor as a foundation for the charge in the pre- 
amble of the resolution. 

“The matter of unlawfully displaying the banner and emblems of 
the Lodge is fully covered by present legislation, and we recommend 
that the matter involved in this resolution be referred to the incoming 
Grand Master.” 

Which was adopted by the Grand Lodge. 

And, whereas, The accusation was a mistake, and Harmonia Lodge 
No. 221, I. O. 0. F., has been deeply grieved at the stigma which has 
been placed upon its good name; and, 

Whereas, Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. O. F., has always prided 
itself upon being loyal to the principles of Odd Fellowship, and has 
always endeavored to teach and practice the principles of Odd Fellow- 
ship, as promulgated by the rituals and laws of the Order; and, 
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Whereas, Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. 0. F., did not participate 
in the parade referred to in said resolution with a banner of the Lodge 
and emblems of the Order; and, 

Whereas, Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. 0. F., did not authorize 
any member or members of said Lodge to participate in said parade 
with a banner of the Lodge and emblems of the Order: and, 

Whereas, Harmonia Lodge No., 221, I. 0. 0. F., did not participate 
in said parade in any manner whatever, and did not authorize any 
member or members of said Lodge to participate in said parade, and 
did not authorize any member or members of said Lodge to participate 
in said parade, using any flag, paraphernalia, regalia, or any property 
of the Lodge bearing the emblems of the Order; and, 

Whereas, Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. O. F., is proud of its 
long and honorable career, and is desirous of preserving untarnished 
the good name which it has borne in the State of Illinois for so many 
years, and is desirous of letting the Order in the State of Illinois know 
its position relative to the subject matter mentioned in said resolu- 
tion; and, 

Whereas, Said Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. O. F., is desirous of 
having the same publicity given to this resolution that was given to the 
resolution reflecting upon this Lodge; therefore, be it 

Resolved , That it reiterates its long-time devotion to the principles 
of Odd Fellowship and hereby declares that as an organization it is 
opposed to intemperance, is in favor of the enforcement of laws and 
wars against vice in all its forms, including Sunday parades of this 
character with the use of the emblems of the Order, and unequivocally 
condemns any Lodge of Odd -Fellows or any member of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows who would participate in such a parade using 
any of the emblems of the Order; and, be it further 

Resolved , That a copy of this resolution be sent, under the seal 
of this Lodge, to Kenwood Lodge No. 288, I. O. O. F„ with the request 
that said resolution be spread upon their records; and, be it further 
Resolved , That a copy of this resolution be forwarded to John J. 
Crowder, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, with the request 
that he embody said resolution in his report to the next session of the 
Grand Lodge. 

At a regular session of Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. O. F., held 
on the 17th day of February, 1916, the foregoing preamble and resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted.

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Resolutions Adopted by Kenwood Lodge No. 288. 

Whereas, Kenwood Lodge No. 288, I. O. O. F., adopted resolutions 
reciting that Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. 0. F., participated in a 
parade of an organization known as the United Societies for Local Self 
Government on Sunday, November 7, 1915, with a banner of the Lodge 
and emblems of the Order; and, 

Whereas, Kenwood Lodge No. 288 based its action upon the state- 
ments of one of its members, who stated that he witnessed said parade 
and that he saw a man carrying a large red banner in said parade, with 
the name of Harmonia Lodge No. 221 inscribed thereon in large gilt 
letters, with three liuks beneath said name and the letters F., L. & T. 
running up and down through the three links; and, 

Whereas, The statement of the Brother was corroborated by other 
witnesses, who were not members of the Order, who made statements 
to the same effect; and. 

Whereas, None of these witnesses was present at Springfield at the 
session of the Grand Lodge when the matter was presented to the 
Committee on the State of the Order; and, 

Whereas, Since the session of the Grand Lodge in November. 1915. 
Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. 0. 0. F., has passed a resolution reciting 
that it did not participate in the parade referred to in said resolution, 
and that it did not authorize any member or members of said Lodge to 
participate in said parade with a banner of the Lodge and emblems of 
the Order; and, 

Whereas. Said Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. 0. 0. F., in said reso- 
lution has declared that it is opposed to intemperance, is in favor of 
the enforcement of law, and wars against vice in all its forms, including 
Sunday parades of this character, with the use of the emblems of the 
Order, and has unequivocally condemned any Lodge of Odd Fellows or 
any members of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows who would 
participate in such a parade using any of the emblems of the Order; 
and 

Whereas, Kenwood Lodge No. 288, I. 0. O. F. holds in high esteem 
all lodges of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows which condemn the 
above practices ; and 

Whereas, Kenwood Lodge No. 288, I. 0. O. F. in presenting said 
Resolution to the Grand Lodge was not actuated by any improper mo- 
tive but was simply endeavoring to uphold the principles of Odd Fel- 
lowship and has no grievances of any kind or character against said 
Harmonia Lodge, or any of its members; and 

Whereas, Kenwood Lodge No. 288, I. O. O. F. is satisfied that 
Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. 0. 0. F. did not participate in said parade 
with a banner of the Lodge and emblems of the Order and did not 
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authorize any of its members to participate in said parade with a 
banner of the Lodge and emblems of the Order; and 

Whereas, Kenwood Lodge No. 288, I. O. 0. F. now believes that 
Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. O. 0. F., is entirely blameless of any of 
the matters complained of in said Resolution, 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That a copy of this Resolution be sent 
under seal of this Lodge, to Harmonia Lodge No. 221, I. 0. O. F., with 
the request that this Resolution be spread upon their records; and 

Be it Further Resolved, That a copy of this Resolution be for- 
warded to John J. Crowder, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Illi- 
nois, with the request tljat no further action be taken by him in this 
matter and that he embody this Resolution in his report to the next 
session of the Grand Lodge. 

At a regular session of Kenwood Lodge No. 288, I. 0. O. F. held 
on the 19th day of February, 191G, the foregoing Preamble and Resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted.

JAMES R. KEWLEY LODGE VS. DAVID WIENER. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge, the appeal case of James R. 
Kewley Lodge vs. David Wiener was before the Grand Lodge, and was 
referred to the Committee on Judiciary and Appeals. That committee 
reported, recommending that the case be remanded to the incoming 
Grand Master, with directions to have the charges docketed for hearing 
in some Subordinate lodge, other than James R. Kewley Lodge, which 
report was adopted — see Journal 1915, page 367. 

Soon after the first of the year, this matter came before me, to 
select a lodge that should try the case, but before a decision was made, 
an agreement was reached by the parties, by which Brother Wiener 
asked for a withdrawal card from James R. Kewley Lodge, and that 
lodge agreed to dismiss the 'charges. This agreement was carried out, 
and consequently no further action was taken. 


DORMANT LODGES. 

Prior to my election as Grand Master, I learned that there were a 
number of lodges throughout the state that were practically dormant. 
I felt that, unless something was done to help them, their membership 
would be lost to the Order. In order that I might secure accurate in- 
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formation, I prepared, with the assistance of my associate officers, a 
question blank. The questions asked were designed to secure informa- 
tion concerning the lodge, and the prospect of its being revived. The 
following were the questions asked: 


Information Desired by the Grand Master. 

1. How many members are now in good standing in the lodge? 

2. How many members, not suspended, are in good standing in the 
lodge? 

3. Has the lodge been holding regular meetings? 

4. Have the members been paying dues and receiving benefits? 

5. Does the lodge owe any claims for benefits? If so, how much? 

6. What fees are charged for membership? 

7. What are the dues of the members? 

8. What are the weekly benefits paid to members? 

9. About what is the average age of the members? 

10. Are the members men of good standing in the community? 

11. How many members reside in the jurisdiction of other lodges? 

12. How many members reside near enough to attend lodge? 

13. What property, real, and personal, has the lodge? 

14. Is there a Rebekah lodge in the town? If so, what is it doing? 

15. Is there any strong prejudice, religious or otherwise, in the 
community, against lodges, or the Odd Fellows' Lodge in particular? 

16. Do the members wish to retain their charter? 

17. If so, will they assist in an effort to upbuild the lodge? 

18. Is there sufficient population in and near your lodge, to main- 
tain a good working lodge? 

19. Is there another lodge near, with which the lodge might con- 
solidate? 

20. What reasons do the members give for the present condition 
of the lodge? 

21. Give the name, address, and business of three members who 
are prominent residents of the community. 

22. What other Orders have a lodge in the town? 

23. Are other lodges prosperous? 

24. Give any further information that you think would be of value. 

During the earlier part of the year I appointed Special Deputies to 
visit a number of the lodges, and report concerning their condition.

Each of the above named Deputies visited the lodge to which he 
was assigned, and made earnest effort to revive the lodge. The results 
were not in all cases, as satisfactory as we had hoped, yet we are 
satisfied that some good was accomplished. As a result of their work, 
Dieterich Lodge No. 280 was consolidated with Wheeler Lodge No. 130, 
and that lodge is now prospering. Eberle Lodge No. 497 was con- 
solidated with Winterrowd No. 869. 

Utica Lodge was closed by the Deputy, Brother E. E. Roberts, as 
the members refused to make another effort to revive the lodge. 
Ottawa Lodge No, 41 had made several attempts in the past to assist 
them, but without success. 

Gifford Lodge No. 278 surrendered its charter, and the Deputy, 
Brother John McIntosh, closed its affairs. 

Most of the other lodges named were stirred to action by the 
Deputies, and went to work to secure new members and reinstate 
those who had been dropped in recent years. It is a pleasure to record 
the fact that each one of these Deputies was ready and willing to do 
whatever was possible to assist the lodge, and the Order. Without 
compensation, and at considerable personal sacrifice, they did the work 
assigned them, and did it well. The thanks of this Grand Lodge is 
due them, for their services, and I am glad thus to make public ac- 
knowledgment, and thank them for their earnest and unselfish efforts 
in behalf of the Order. 
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SPECIAL RELIEF. 

No new cases have come up before me for Special Relief this year, 
but the Grand Lodge has been taking care of two which were receiving 
help last year. 


W. I. Ross. 

W. I. Ross, a member of Rose Hill Lodge No. 744, of Rose Hill, 
Jasper County, has been receiving ten dollars per month during the 
entire year, as Special Relief. Brother Ross is afflicted with paralysis, 
has been for several years, and there seems to be no improvement in 
his condition. I am leaving this matter in the hands of the Grand 
Lodge, for action, as I believe they are familiar with the case. 

John S. Hankins and Wife. 

Last year Grand Master Pease investigated the case of John S. 
Hankins, and wife, of Greenfield, and found them to be very much in 
need of special relief. In fact, at the time of the investigation, they 
were in the almshouse, Greenfield Lodge No. 195 having exhausted 
its funds, and being unable to do more for the old couple. The Grand 
Lodge recommended that I take up this matter, and see that this 
brother and wife be given proper care and attention, the expenses to 
be paid out of the Special Relief Fund. 

Past Grand Master Hubbard, of Carrollton, was familiar with this 
case, and has been most helpful in looking after it for me. He found 
a woman to care for Mr. and Mrs. Hankins, for $30.00 per month, one- 
half to be paid by the Conservator of the Hankins Estate, and the 
other half by the Grand Lodge. 

Mrs. Hankins died last December, and since that time Brother 
Hankins has been cared for, for the sum of $40.00 per month. One-half 
of this amount was paid by the Conservator until August 1st when the 
funds in his hands were exhausted. Since that time $40.00 per month 
has been paid by the Grand Lodge. Brother Hankins is 67 years old — 
37 years an Odd Fellow — was paralyzed in June 1914, and is speechless 
and helpless. Mrs. Edwin Griswold, of Greenfield, who is caring for 
the brother, writes that his general health and appetite are good, but 
he is in bed all the time, only sitting up long enough to eat his meals. 
While he cannot talk, he is able to make himself understood by signs. 

I believe that this is a deserving case, and recommend that Brother 
Hankins be cared for as he has been for the past year, or that he be 
admitted to the Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon. 

OFFICIAL VISITATIONS. 

The Schools of Instruction and Special Sessions of the Grand Lodge 
have been the occasions of many of my visits to various cities in Illi- 
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nois but they are only a small part of the trips that I have made. 
It has been my pleasure to attend many receptions, entertainments, 
etc., and also to witness work done by various Degree Staffs throughout 
the state. All of these social affairs have given me great enjoyment, 
and I only regretted that during the year I was obliged to refuse many 
kind invitations, on account of previous engagements, or because of 
stress of business. 

Occasionally I wa$ called out on missions which were not so pleas- 
ant, such as visiting the sick, or straightening out the troubles of some 
Subordinate or Rebekah Lodge. However I was glad to go wherever 
I could be of assistance, when circumstances permitted, and feel that, 
even though I have not answered the call of as many lodges as I would 
have liked, it was not from lack of desire, but rather from the in- 
ability to be in two or three places at the same time, or because busi- 
ness at home detained me. 


SCHOOLS OF INSTRUCTION. 

During the past year the plan of holding .Schools of Instruction 
in different parts of the state has been continued, and 27 regularly 
scheduled schools have been held. The Grand Master has attended all 
of these schools but four, and the Grand Warden, Brother H. M. Blood, 
has attended all but three. The Deputy Grand Master, Grand Secre- 
tary, Grand Chaplain, Chief of Examiners, and Assistant Chief of Ex- 
aminers have also attended many of these schools, and rendered valu- 
able assistance. The program as followed in these schools has been 
varied to suit the needs] or conditions in each particular place. In most 
of the schools, part of the time was spent in ritualistic instruction, usu- 
ally under the direction of the Grand Warden, or the Chief of Exam- 
iners. Frequently degree work has been a feature of the school, the 
work being done by some staff selected for the purpose, by the local 
lodge. At many of the schools a part of the time was taken up in the 
discussion of the needs of the Order in the particular locality, or the 
questions that arise in the conduct of lodge matters. At a number of 
places public meetings were held in the evening, in order that a 
greater interest in Odd Fellowship might be aroused in the community. 
I believe that this feature of our meetings is one that should not be 
overlooked. A public meeting to which the members may invite their 
friends and neighbors is frequently of more value to the lodge than if 
the time were spent in ritualistic instruction, and degree work. 

An inspection of reports made by those lodges in cities or towns 
where schools have been held in recent years, leads me to conclude 
that much good has been accomplished by holding these schools, and 
many lodges have been made active by reason of the fact that these 
meetings were held.

In these schools it has not been considered advisable or necessary 
to spend all of the time in the exemplification of the Ritual, and the 
manner of conducting the ceremonies of the Order. A part of the 
time of each school was spent in discussing questions that arise in the 
conduct of lodge business, and plans for arousing a greater interest 
among the membership. In the ritualistic instruction, great stress was 
laid on the lessons sought to be impressed on the mind of the can- 
didate, and the best method of imparting that instruction. We have 
felt that it was more important that the candidate should be fully im- 
pressed with the lessons taught in our Ritual, than that the Degree 
Staff should be perfected in the routine of lodge movements. For that 
reason, but little time w r as spent in drilling Degree Staffs, or teaching 
movements. While we did not discourage such drilling, or disparage 
excellence and precision in degree staff work, yet we felt that it was 
more important to spend our limited time impressing the lessons of 
our degrees and the teachings of the Order.

CHICAGO AND COOK COUNTY MEETINGS. 

During the year five union meetings were held on the South Side, 
Chicago, which were very successful, and added largely to the interest 
of the work in that part of the city. Brother Fred Mayer is authority 
for the statement that at the five meetings there was a total atendance 
of 2100, representing! 169 Illinois lodges, and 59 from other jurisdictions. 
Similar union meetings were held on the West Side, the Northwest 
Sides, and along the North Shore. It was my pleasure to attend four 
of these meetings and I can vouch for the statement that great in- 
terest and enthusiasm were manifested, and that much good was ac- 
complished. Arrangements are being made to continue these union 
meetings during the coming winter, and I have no doubt that they 
will be even more successful than heretofore. 

GRAND OFFICERS' VISIT TO COOK COUNTY. 

The brothers of Chicago planned for the annual visit of the Grand 
Officers to Chicago, during the first week in May, and arranged a series 
of meetings for four evenings, in different parts of the city. Owing to 
circumstances over which he had no control, the Grand Master was un- 
able to spend the four days as he had intended, but was present at the 
meeting held on the West Side on Wednesday evening, when he had 
been assigned as principal speaker. The attendance was small, but 
considerable interest was manifested. The Deputy Grand Master, 
Grand Warden, and Grand Secretary were present during the week, and 
held meetings each evening, which were not largely attended. A Special 
Session of the Grand Lodge was held on Tuesday evening, when more 
than 100 Past Grands received the Grand Lodge Degree. 

Various reasons were assigned for the small attendance at these 
meetings, but the real reason seems to be that the meetings were not 
well advertised. Then again, the Grand Officers have visited the Chi- 
cago lodges so often that their visit is not looked upon as an event, 
as it once was. 


OTHER MEETINGS. 

In addition to the regularly scheduled Schools of Insruction, and 
Special Sessions of the Grand Lodge, heretofore enumerated, I have 
attended many other meetings in various parts of the state. I gave 
anniversary addresses at LaSalle, Rockford and Wyoming, and Mem- 
orial day addresses at Moline, Urbana and Yates City. Attended the 
picnic at Bloomington, given by the McLean County Association, where 
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the children of the Home were the guests of honor, and that given by 
Peoria* County, at Chillicothe. I also attended the annual meeting of 
the Central Illinois Association at Cuba. All of these meetings were 
largely attended and created much interest among the members. I 
gave an address at a public installation of the officers of the three 
Springfield lodges, which was arranged in recognition of my initiation 
in Springfield Lodge No. 465. It was my privilege to attend the meet- 
ing of the Madison-Jersey Association, at Jerseyville, and the meeting 
of the Macoupin County Association at Girard, to assist those associa- 
tions to make the organizations more effective. Other meetings at- 
tended during the year were held at Pontiac, Galesburg, Ottawa, Vir- 
ginia, Gridley, Maroa, and other places. Wherever I have gone, I have 
been received with the utmost courtesy and consideration, and I am 
sure I will never forget the visits of the past year. 


DEDICATIONS. 

The Grand Master personally officiated in the dedication of new 
halls at Gilman, in Iroquois County; Lincoln, Logan County; Decatur, 
Macon County, and Glasford, Peoria County. Each of the buildings 
erected in these places is a credit to the Order, and to the city in which 
they are located. The building erected by Lincoln Lodge No. 204 is the 
best building in the city, and the same may be said of the new Home 
of Gilman Lodge No. 648, and Timber Lodge No. 906, at Glasford. De- 
catur Lodge No. 65 was the owner of a valuable lot, but did not have 
the funds to erect such a building as they desired, so they leased the 
lot to the owner of adjoining property, for fifty years, and the lessee, 
at his own expense, put up a splendid building, and fitted up the second 
story for lodge purposes, according to plans approved by the lodge. No 
lodge in the state has better quarters than Decatur Lodge No. 65, and 
they will have the use of the hall and adjoining rooms without expense 
to the lodge, during the lifetime of the lease. 

Deputy Grand Master, A. Otis Arnold, officiated as my Deputy in 
dedicating the new hall of Fish Hook Lodge No. 810, at Fish Hook, 
Pike County, and Brother C. L. Eby, of Monmouth, was my Deputy 
in dedicating the hall of York Lodge No. 153, at Little York, Warren 
County.

CONSOLIDATIONS. 

Subordinate. 

Mendota No. 293, of Mendota, Illinois, and Triumph No. 988, of 
Triumph, Illinois, were consolidated on February 21, 1916, taking the 
name of Mendota No. 293. These lodges were consolidated by Brother 
Henry of Mendota. 

Blue Island Lodge No. 327, and Walhalla Lodge No. 574, both of 
Blue Island, Illinois, were consolidated on March 10, 1916, by Past 
Grand Master, Wm. H. Pease. The new lodge is to be known as 
Harmonize Lodge No. 2. 

On June 3, 1916, Eberle Lodge No. 497, of Eberle, and Winterrowd 
Lodge No. 869, of Winterrowd, were consolidated, taking the name of 
Eberle No. 497. Brother C. Y. Cornwell was the Special Deputy for the 
consolidation. 


SUBORDINATE LODGES CLOSED. 

Utica Lodge No. 840. 

During the past year it has become necessary to close but few 
lodges. Utica Lodge No. 804, of Utica,, LaSalle County, had but 13 
members, and they felt that they could not longer retain tbeir charter. 
They had had but five meetings in 1915, had no cash, and owed about 
$35.00 rent. Ottawa Lodge No. 41 had made several attempts to re- 
vive this lodge, but without success. 

I appointed Brother Elmer E. Roberts of Ottawa as Special Deputy 
to look into the affairs of this lodge, and he reported as above. Ac- 
cordingly on April 25, 1916, Brother Roberts closed this lodge, having 
first received all unpaid dues from the members, which placed enough 
cash in the treasury to enable the lodge to pay off its entire indebted- 
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ness. The charter was recovered — also seal, rituals, etc., and all sent 
to the Grand Secretary, via American Express. 

Much praise is due Brother Roberts for the interest he took in 
this matter, and for the effective manner in which he handled the 
affair, and I feel that I can not thank him sufficiently for the work 
he has done. 


Compromise No. 278. 

On January 20th I appointed Brother John McIntosh of Rantoul, 
Illinois, my Special Deputy for Compromise Lodge No. 278 of Gifford, 
Champaign County, for the purpose of visiting this lodge, securing in- 
formation concerning same, and making recommendations for con- 
solidating, closing, or reviving Compromise Lodge. 

It was our earnest desire that these brothers either revive their 
lodge or consolidate with some nearby lodge, but the brothers refused 
to take such action, and accordingly surrendered their charter. Under 
these circumstances I instructed Brother McIntosh to settle up the 
affairs of the lodge, aiming to dispose of the lodge property, and collect 
past dues sufficient to at least clear the lodge from debt. Much credit 
is due Brother McIntosh for his conscientous performance of this 
duty. He recovered the charter, seal, records and five rituals, and 
shipped the same to the Grand Secretary, Brother J. H. Sikes, together 
with $1.35, being amount of cash left on hand after all debts were paid. 

REBEKAH LODGES CLOSED. 

Golden Gate Rebekah No. 702. 

On June 16th Sister Della Swan, Past District President, of Fair 
field, Illinois, closed Willow Leaf Rebekah Lodge No. 702, at Golden 
Gate, Illinois. All the lodge property and paraphernalia was lost in a 
fire which destroyed the hall and all its contents. There was a little 
money in the treasury, but nothing left after settling up the affairs of 
the lodge. It is to be regretted that this lodge had to be closed, but 
under the circumstances it seemed to be the only thing to do, and 
Sister Swan managed the closing of Willow Leaf Lodge in a very able 
manner. 


Abraham Lincoln Rebekah No. 85. 

Abraham Lincoln Rebekah Lodge No. 85 of Bloomington, Illinois, 
was closed on July 1, 1916. With but few exceptions the officers and 
members of this lodge had taken withdrawal cards, and joined Bethle- 
hem Lodge No. 32, also of Bloomington. It was desired by the former 
members of Abraham Lincoln Lodge that they keep their collars for 
use in the lodge which they were joining. This permission was granted. 
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subject to the approval of the Grand Lodge. They also wished to re- 
tain their charter, to hang in the parlor adjoining the lodge room, 
merely as a keepsake. Subject to the approval of the Grand Lodge, I 
granted them this request, with the proviso that a card be securely 
attached to the frame, reciting that the lodge was closed on July 1st. 

Sister Jennie Ross of Bloomington, Illinois, was the Special Deputy 
appointed for the closing of this Rebekah Lodge, and in behalf of the 
Order I wish to thank her for her services in this matter. 

Three Rituals in the German language were sent to the Grand 
Secretary. There were no funds to be remitted. 

Cooks Mills Rebekah No. 571. 

Cooks Mills Rebekah Lodge No. 571 of Cooks Mills, Coles County, 
was closed October 27th by Sister Floy B. Knerr of Mattoon, Illinois. 
Sister Knerr could find no members when she visited Cooks Mills, but 
the last three officers, who very kindly assisted her in every way pos- 
sible. The charter was recovered — the Rituals, seal, various supplies, 
etc., and all sent by American Express, to the Grand Secretary, on 
October 30th. This lodge has been practically dead for a long time, 
and it was only just and proper that it be closed. 

Much credit is due Sister Knerr for the prompt and efficient man- 
ner in which she closed Cooks Mills Rebekah Lodge No. 571, and I 
wish to acknowledge my appreciation of her work, and thank her for 
the same. 


New Hartford Rebekah Lodge No. 300. 

Sister Metta V. Cbllins of Barry, Illinois, was appointed Special 
Deputy to go to New Hartford, Pike County, to close the Rebekah Lodge 
at that place, as it was doing nothing, and had been doing nothing for 
some time. 

The charter, Rituals, seal, etc., were recovered, and sent to the 
Grand Secretary. All matters were properly disposed of, and the lodge 
was officially closed. 

Dr. Collins deserves the thanks of the Order for her work in clos- 
ing New Hartford Rebekah Lodge, as she gave both her time and serv- 
ices without expense, simply offering to do the work because she be- 
lieved it to be for the good of the Order. 

SOLICITING RELIEF FOR WARSUFFERERS. 

Early in the year I received letters from some of our lodges, asking 
that an appeal be made to the Order throughout the state for funds 
to relieve suffering among the victims of the European war. Believing 
that such action might lead to discussion of the war, and questions 
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growing out of the war, and thus lead to discord and trouble, I did not 
grant the requests. Moreover, I felt that if anything should be done, 
it should be under the direction of the Grand Sire. I therefore sub- 
mitted the matter to the Grand Sire, J. B. A. Robertson, for his con- 
sideration, and received a letter from him under date of March 2d, 
in which he stated that such action “could not be permitted under any 
circumstances.” 

APPEAL FROM DUNCAN LODGE, DUNCAN, B. C. 

« 

In the latter part of June last, I received a letter from a committee 
of Duncan Lodge No. 17 of Duncan, British Columbia, asking permis- 
sion to send circulars to each of the Illinois Subordinate lodges, asking 
for contributions to assist them in paying the debt on their hall. They 
further asked for a list of the lodges of Illinois, with addresses of the 
Secretaries. This appeal appeared to be sanctioned by the Grand Master 
of that jurisdiction, but was not under seal. 

I replied that the Grand Lodge of Illinois had refused permission 
to Illinois Lodges to send out such appeals, and has taken the position 
that appeals for aid should be made only in cases of great public 
calamity, where members had lost their all by fire, or other disaster. 
Under the circumstances, I did not feel that I had the power to grant 
their request, but offered to submit the matter to the Grand Lodge, if 
they so desired. I heard nothing further about the case. 

PROPOSED EXTENSION OF THE ORDER. 

On, or about August 24th, I received a letter from Brother Donald 
Grover of Central Park Lodge No. 328, stating that one of the mem- 
bers of that lodge was residing in India, and desired to establish the 
Order in that far off country. I at once referred the letter to the 
Grand Sire for such action as might seetn advisable, and at the recent 
session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge the matter was referred to one 
of the committees. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 

It has been the experience of every Grand Master for years, that a 
large part of his time has been taken up in attending to correspondence, 
and the last year has shown no change in this condition. Our law 
provides that a Grand Master shall not be compelled to answer letters 
that come from the individual members, and need decide only such 
points of law as are submitted to him by the Deputy or the lodge. But 
frequently questions arise in the lodge which are decided by the Deputy, 
or the lodge, in a way that does not suit individual members, and their 
only recourse is to appeal, or submit the matter to the Grand Master.

For the sake of peace and harmony of the lodge, the Grand Master 
should investigate and settle such questions, and this requires many 
letters. Then again, I have found that Deputies and lodges sometimes 
decide questions without paying much attention to the law, and in such 
cases the members certainly have the right to submit the matter to the 
highest authority, and their inquiries deserve consideration and answer. 
While the correspondence has been burdensome, and will continue to 
take up a large part of the time of the Grand Masters, yet I think it 
would be a mistake for that officer to refuse to answer individual 
complaints. The Grand Lodge furnishes a stenographer to the Grand 
Master, and so far as possible, I think every letter should receive a 
courteous answer. I suggest, however, that much of the correspondence 
concerning the Rebekah Branch of the Order should be referred to the 
President or Secretary of the Assembly. 

COUNTY ASSOCIATIONS. 

A number of county associations have been formed during the 
year, and others which were already in existence have continued their 
good work. I have noticed that in those counties where there was an 
active county association, the work of the Order has been most active. 
In Clinton County, for example, an association has been in existence 
for several years, and all of the lodges are members of the organization. 
They hold four meetings each year with the different lodges of the 
county. The result of these meetings has been shown in the large 
increase in membership, and the activity of the lodges of the county. 

Other counties that have done good work in the matter of county 
organizations are Marion, Madison-Jersey, Greene, Lake, Peoria, Pike, 
McLean, Fulton and Williamson. A number of counties are members of 
the Southern Illinois I. O. 0. F. Association, and eight counties are 
members of the Central Illinois Association. Both of these organiza- 
tions have been active, and have accomplished much for the Order by 
their activities. Nor must we forget the activities of the Cook County 
Picnic and Anniversary Association. This live organization celebrates 
the anniversary of the Order, and holds at least one picnic or field day 
each year, and as a result of these meetings has been able to con- 
tribute large sums to our Homes. Other counties have made a be- 
ginning, among which may be named, Randolph, Union, LaSalle, Will, 
Kane and Lee-Ogle. It is hoped that the work and influence of these 
organizations may be widely extended. In some of these counties, and 
in others, not named, the association confines its activities to holding 
a picnic each year. It is believed that the work of the associations can 
be made more effective by extending their operations throughout the 
year. In many of the counties of the state, there are lodges that are 
weak and dormant, and a county association can be of much assistance 
in helping them. I hope the time may soon come, when every county

will have an organization of its own, or will be a member of some 
association comprising several counties. 


DISPENSATIONS. 

During the past year I have had requests from many Subordinate 
and Rebekah Lodges, for dispensations, permitting them to give sup- 
pers, dances, entertainments, etc. In all cases I believe these dis- 
pensations were asked for with the idea of promoting general interest 
and arousing enthusiasm among the members and their friends, in the 
community. 

In a few instances I was obliged to refuse permission for some 
functions which were clearly in violation of our laws, but these were 
evidently proposed through ignorance, and not with an intent to secure 
the Grand Master’s consent to do that which they knew to be illegal. 

I am glad there has been so much activity among our members, 
manifesting the “get together” spirit, and becoming better acquainted 
with each other, and feel that still more such functions should be 
held, that we may let our friends and neighbors, who are not members 
of our Order, know what we are doing. In such a way can we best 
hope to increase our membership, and make Odd Fellowship prosperous 
throughout the state. 


REINSTATEMENTS. 

It has been my pleasure during the past year to permit several 
lodges to reinstate brothers, who for one cause or another have been 
expelled. I first satisfied myself as required by law, that they had 
made proper amends, and would become useful and desirable mem- 
bers of our Order.

STATE FAIR HEADQUARTERS. 

For a number of years the Grand Lodge has maintained an I. O. O. 
F. tent at the State Fair, at an expense of from $30.00 to $40.00. Last 
year, and several former years, the tent was not well located and was 
not well patronized. Some years the membership has made liberal use 
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of the headquarters. When this matter was considered this year, I 
asked Grand Secretary Sikes, and Acting Grand Patriarch M. B. Horn, 
both residents of Springfield, to take such action as seemed best. 
They secured an excellent location, and during the week of the fair, 
Brother Horn was in charge of the large tent. Many members of the 
Order visited the tent, and seemed to enjoy the opportunity to rest for 
a short time, or visit with other Odd Fellows. The thanks of the 
Order are due, and are hereby tendered to Brother Horn, and other 
Springfield members who assisted in maintaining these headquarters. 


RESIGNATIONS. 

On account of an extended absence from the state, Brother J. Parker 
Smith, chairman of the Committee of Railroads, resigned his place, and 
Brother A. B. Chadwick of No. 214, Chicago, was advanced' to the 
chairmanship. To fill the vacancy, Bro. A. H. Gardner of No. 192, 
Girard, was designated. 

On account of ill health, Bro. John C. Coffman of Lincoln No. 204, 
resigned his place as a member of the Committee on Printing, and Bro. 
W. B. Strang of Roodhouse No. 681, was named. 

Brother Duncan McDougall, of Ottawa No. 41, who at the last ses- 
sion was appointed as one of the Trustees of the Endowment Funds, 
presented his resignation on account of continued ill health, and con- 
sequent inability to discharge the duties of the office. His resignation 
was accepted with regret, and Brother F. D. P. Snelling of No. 601, 
Chicago, was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

At the last session, a committee of three was appointed on “Drop- 
ping for non-payment of dues/' but later investigation convinced me 
that there was no authority for appointing such a committee, and the 
members were so notified. 


THE PRESS. 

There can be no question that the cause of Odd Fellowship has 
been materially aided by the Odd Fellows* papers, not only in Illinois, 
but in other jurisdictions. The Odd Fellows Herald, published at 
Springfield, and the. Odd Fellow of Chicago, are well known and for 
years have contributed largely to the success of the Order in Illinois. 
During the past year, another paper has been added to the list, and 
The Egyptian Odd Fellow, published at Carlyle, has made a strong 
bid for the support of the membership in the southern part of the 
state. It is hoped that our members may fully recognize the debt we 
owe to these papers, and be liberal and generous in their support. All 
of them are worthy of our support, and are recommended to the mem- 
bership, as they have proven their value in many ways. 
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1 have given monthly letters to each of these papers, endeavoring 
to place before our members such subjects as were of general interest, 
and various matters which needed to be brought to their attention. I 
desire to thank each of the papers for the aid they have given me, and 
the service they have rendered to the Order, throughout the year. 

OTHER BRANCHES OF THE ORDER. 

During the past year the Subordinate branch of the Order has 
enjoyed most pleasant relations with the Encampment and Rebekah 
Branches of the Order. Whenever possible during the first part of the 
year, Brother Mark Jardine, Grand Patriarch of the Encampment, 
attended the Schools of Instruction, and other meetings, and addressed 
the brothers. In this way the Subordinate Branch and the Encamp- 
ment Branch became well acquainted, and we felt that the tie between 
these two bodies was very strong. The Subordinate Grand Officers and 
the Encampment Grand Officers have endeavored throughout the year 
to do all within their power to help each other, and the utmost harmony 
has prevailed in all our undertakings. 

I have endeavored in all ways possible, to be of assistance to the 
Rebekah Branch of the Order, and have always been ready and willing 
to assist them in the matter of dispensations, commissions for Special 
Deputies, etc. The first of the year I made up a list of towns where 
there were strong Subordinate Lodges, but no Rebekah Lodges, which 
I sent to the Assembly Officers. I believe this has helped to organize 
many new Rebekah Lodges, and thus bring the Subordinate and Re- 
bekah Lodges in closer activity and co-operation. At all times I have 
preferred to turn over Rebekah matters to the Assembly Officers, for in 
Sster Latham, the President; Sister Phillips, Vice-president; Sister 
Cooper, Warden and Sister Crowell, the Secretary, the Assembly has 
had the most efficient management, and were much better qualified to 
handle matters than I would have been. I wish to thank the Assembly 
Officers for their assistance in Subordinate matters, whenever the op- 
portunity to assist, presented itself. 

THE GRAND SECRETARY. 

Brother John H. Sikes, our Grand Secretary, has been a great help 
to me during the past year, and I feel that it is impossible to thank 
him enough. Brother Sikes has had many years of experience in this 
work, and has at all times been ready to render me assistance, — helping 
me at times in matters wffiere only an experienced person could assist. 
His familiarity with the laws of the Order has made his services in- 
valuable, and I take pleasure in acknowledging what he has done for 
me and assuring him of my deep appreciation of his kindness and 
ready willingness to help whenever called upon. 
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TRAVELERS' REST LODGE NO. 220 VS. TAYLORVILLE LODGE 

NO. 413. 

Early in the year I received a letter from Travelers’ Rest Lodge 
No. 220, of Gillespie, complaining that Taylorville Lodge No. 413 re- 
fused to pay to Gillespie Lodge the sum of $52.00, which had been paid 
by that lodge as sick benefits to Brother L. B. Day, a member of Tay- 
lorville Lodge. The charge was made by members of the Taylorville 
Lodge, that the visiting committee of Travelers’ Rest Lodge had not 
properly attended to its duties, and that benefits had been allowed and 
paid to Brother Day to which he was not entitled. That during the 
time for which benefits were allowed Brother Day had been able to 
work, and in fact had worked a considerable part of the time. This 
was denied by the officers of Travelers’ Rest Lodge. The statements 
from the two lodges were so conflicting that I finally concluded it was 
necessary to appoint a Special Deputj' to consider the case, and upon 
the recommendation of Brother W. E. P. Anderson, I appointed Brother 
F. B. Gore, of Carlinville, After consulting with members of both 
lodges he appointed a certain day for a hearing at Gillespie, but be- 
cause of the fact that the hearing was set for Sunday, the Gillespie 
Lodge refused to present its side of the case, although the Taylorville 
brothers were present. Later a hearing was heard by the Deputy at 
Taylorville, and the evidence taken so far as the lodges desired to pre- 
sent it. After consideration of the case, the Deputy recommended the 
payment of $36.00 by the Taylorville Lodge, in full settlement of the 
case, and his recommendation was approved by the Grand Master. As 
both lodges had insisted that a Special Deputy be appointed to consider 
the question, I felt that each lodge should pay one-half of the Deputy’s 
expense, and because of the fact that Travelers’ Rest Lodge had made a 
second hearing necessary, by refusing to present their case on the day 
first agreed upon, I decided that that lodge should pay $8.00 of the 
expense, and Taylorville Lodge. $6.65. 

I have received word from the Secretary of Taylorville Lodge that 
they will comply with the decision of the Grand Master, and pay the 
amount of the claim. I have also received notice from Travelers’ Rest 
Lodge that they are dissatisfied with the decision, and ask for an ap- 
peal from the decision of the Grand Master in assessing costs against 
that lodge. The report of the Deputy, together with letters, affidavits, 
physician’s certificates, etc., will be filed with the Grand Secretary for 
such action as.the Grand Lodge may see fit to take. 

OAK RIDGE MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION. 

I am submitting to you the report of the Oakridge Memorial As- 
sociation, as given me by Brother James E. Evans, its president, and 
Brother W. P. Irrman, secretary. This association deserves a great 
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deal of credit, for it has finally carried to a successful termination that 
which seemed to be impossible of completion, when started. Now that 
the splendid monument is erected and paid for, it will reflect credit, not 
only on the Order, but on each individual who has had anything to do 
with its erection, and the financing of the same. 

It was my pleasure to be present, and speak to the members of 
this association, at their memorial services, held at Oakridge Cemetery, 
Sunday, August 13th. Brother H. M. Blood, Grand Warden, spoke 
briefly, and the Austin Park Odd Fellows’ Military Band and the Ameri- 
can Lady Quartette furnished appropriate music. This monument is 
one of the most beautiful in the state of Illinois, and one of which all 
Odd Fellows may justly be proud. Following is the report: 

To John J. Crowder, Grand Master of the State of Illinois I. O v O. F.: 

We wish to report to you that the Oakridge Memorial Association 
have completed the task of erecting and paying for one of the finest 
monuments in the state of Illinois, the contract price of which was 
$3,190. 

The monument is in Oakridge Cemetery — some fifteen miles from 
the city of Chicago. It was erected and paid for by an association of 
west side lodges of the city of Chicago, and a Rebekah Auxilliary com- 
posed of Rebekah Lodges and their representatives. The task to finish 
paying for the monument was taken up during this year. We had at 
that time a balance due of $1,525 with 6% interest and we have paid 
at this writing all but a small amount, and that is all pledged and we 
are confident that it will have been paid in full before the next session 
of the Grand Lodge in November. 

We are all proud of our work and feel that no one who looks upon 
this monument can but feel proud of the Order, whether he is an 
Odd Fellow or not.

ODD FELLOWS' LEAGUE AND RELIEF BOARD. 

This association has continued its activities during the past year, 
and has again demonstrated the value of such an organization in the 
city of Chicago. One who is not familiar with the work that is being 
done by the league might not be able to see why such an organization 
should be maintained, but a careful reading of the monthly reports 
made by the secretary will convince the doubting brother that a work 
is being done that could not be dispensed with. The individual lodges 
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could not do the work so effectively, and it is hoped that the Cook 
County Lodges will continue to be liberal in their support, as they have 
been during the past year. The following is the annual report: 

Chicago, 111., Sept. 18, 1916.

Dear Bro. Crowder — In accordance with the Constitution and By- 
laws of the Odd Fellows League and Relief Board I take pleasure in 
submitting to you the following report, as the time passes so swiftly 
in an office such as ours, where we have so many calls from day to 
day, that we do not realize that another year has closed since the last 
report was made to the Grand Master. 

I will not attempt to give a detailed report as the calls are so 
numerous that we could specify them, such as some brother reports 
that he has lost his official certificate, another wishes to know about 
Lodge meetings and what Lodge is putting on some work, and ques- 
tions of all kinds that we are requested to answer. 

This year has been like other years full of anxious thought of how 
we could make the organization more efficient, the lodges of Cook 
County have been liberal in their support of the office at 54 West 
Randolph Street, Room 510, we have a record of 2,136 calls of various 
kinds, 130 sick of other jurisdictions have been reported to the office, 
and the nearest lodge has been requested to take charge of the case, 
74 hospital cases have been cared for in a like manner, 111 have ap- 
plied for and received financial aid, 13 have been reported missing 
and so far but four have been located, 22 cases of distress have been 
reported to their home lodges, 4 arrests have been cared for by some of 
the brothers in the legal profession, 14 have asked for legal advice, 
33 deaths have been reported and their lodges notified, 287 have applied 
for employment, and we regret to report that this is one of the hard 
propositions we have to deal with as a large number of the brothers 
are over fifty years of age, and number of the younger brothers have 
a case of wanderlust, so no employer will employ a transient. 

We have a number of complaints from brothers who hold their 
membership outside of Cook County, that they are unable to visit a 
lodge because the secretary of their lodge does not send them their 
official certificate, when they send in their dues. Six imposters have 
been reported and the lodges have been notified to be on the lookout 
for them, but there is one smooth proposition, that claims to be a 
member of a lodge in Mexico, he is well posted and travels under dif- 
ferent names, and enclosed you will find a copy of a letter that we have 
received from the Grand Secretary of Texas. 

Some of the cases mentioned have taken several days to conclude, 
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but the result we have had the satisfaction of seeing brothers and 
sisters benefited.

FRATERNAL HOMES ASSOCIATION. 

The Fraternal Homes Association held its annual meeting on Mon- 
day, September 4th, at the Eastern Star Home in Macon, Illinois. On 
account of illness, the Grand Master was not able to attend, but the 
Fraternity was represented by Brother J. W. Birney, and the Rebekah 
Assembly by its President, Mrs. Lura B. Latham. It is reported that 
the meeting was a very interesting one, and that several subjects per- 
taining to the management of our Homes were presented and discussed. 
There is no question that the work of this association has been of much 
benefit in extending better methods of management of our Homes, and 
it is hoped that our Fraternity will give the association proper support 
in the future. The meeting for next year will be held on Labor day, 
at the Pythian Home in Decatur. 

APPOINTMENT OF SUB-COMMITTEES. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge a number of recommenda- 
tions of the Grand Master, and other matters, were referred to the 
Committee on Legislation, but were not acted upon through lack of 
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time. In order that these matters might be properly prepared for pres- 
entation to the committee and to the Grand Lodge, I appointed several 
sub-committees to consider them, prior to the meeting of the Grand 
Lodge this year. 

Grand Master Pease recommended that the law be changed so as 
to require the Financial Secretary to notify every brother twenty days 
before he became thirteen weeks in arrears, and this recommendation 
was referred to the Committee on Legislation. I appointed Brother 
O. H. Richards of No. 53 to prepare and present the proper amend- 
ment. 

Grand Master Pease also recommended that a competent Field Man 
be secured who should devote his entire time for one or two years in 
the building up of weak lodges, and instituting new lodges. I ap- 
pointed Brother Howard Robertson of No. 645 to formulate the legis- 
lation necessary to properly present this matter to the Grand Lodge. 

Grand Master Pease also recommended that the Grand Lodge pass 
a law requiring a medical certificate to accompany every application for 
membership. Brother John M. Fling of No. 244 was designated to pre- 
pare the proper amendment. 

Bro. Robert H. Muir of No. 800 presented a resolution that the 
Constitution for Subordinate Lodges be amended to admit to non- 
beneficial membership, men over fifty years of age. This resolution was 
also referred to the Committee on Legislation, but no action was taken. 
I accordingly appointed Brother Philip Reitz of No. 29 to prepare the 
amendment. 

At the annual session for 1914 Past Grand Master James Ewing 
Davis introduced a resolution requesting the Committee on Legislation 
to “present such amendments to our Subordinate Lodge Constitution 
as will prevent members who are . in arrears from paying dues while 
they are sick, and thereby becoming beneficiary.” This resolution was 
referred at the time to the Committee on Legislation, who reported ad- 
versely, as the amendment was not drawn in proper form. The report 
was recommitted and laid over for one year, but no action was taken 
in 1915. Believing that this was an important matter, and one that 
should be considered by this Grand Lodge, I appointed Brother Willis 
Melville of No. 693, to present same to the Grand Lodge in proper form. 

At the last session, Document No. 90, found on page 391 of the 
Journal for 1914, referring to a proposed change in the management 
of the Orphans’ Home, whereby children might be adopted into private 
homes, was referred to the Committee on Legislation. That committee 
reported as follows in 1915: 

“Your committee are of the opinion that the subject matter of this 
resolution is of too great importance to be dealt with during this ses- 
sion. They would therefore recommend that the matter be laid over 
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until the next regular session of the Grand Lodge, and that during the 
interim the subject matter be referred to a sub-committee appointed 
from the membership of the new Committee on Legislation by the 
Grand Master, with instructions to the sub-committee to formulate and 
present suggested legislation covering subject matter embraced in 
said document.” This report was adopted by the Grand Lodge. See 
document No. 78, page 342, Journal of 1915. In accordance with above 
instruction I appointed a sub-committee consisting of Past Grand Mas- 
ter Fred B. Merrills of No. 650, Judge Dan W. Maddox of No. 742, and 
Representative J. Henry Debus of No. 540, to prepare and present pro- 
posed legislation, and their report will be before you at this session. 
I have recited the above action of the Grand Lodge in full; for the 
reason that the Grand Master has been severely criticised in certain 
quarters, for appointing such sub-committee, and charged with being 
favorable to, and working for, the adoption of said resolution. 

In making the above appointments I have had but one thing in 
mind, and that was that proposed amendments might he carefully con- 
sidered by competent persons before being presented to this Grand 
Lodge for action. I believed that the recommendations of the Grand 
Master were entitled to careful consideration, and should not be ignored 
or allowed to die without further action. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I recommend, first, that a sufficient sum be appropriated for the 
coming year to enable the Grand Master to employ a competent Field 
Man, who shall give his entire time, under the direction of the Grand 
Master, to the work of the Order throughout the State, his particular 
duty being to assist weak Lodges. 

Second — That a sufficient sum be appropriated to rebuild the School 
building at the Orphans* Home, the building at the present time being 
too small and in a very insanitary condition. 

Third — I recommend that the promise of a donation to Joppa Lodge 
of $300.00 be continued, on condition that the Lodge shall raise a suffi- 
cient sum to redeem their property within the year allowed for 
redemption. 

Fourth — I recommend that a section be added to our law to pro- 
vide for the appointment of committees of Past Grands, to consider 
controversies arising over the question of benefits between Lodges and 
between a Lodge and its members. 

Fifth — I recommend that the Orphans’ Home Board be authorized 
to establish and put into operation a system similar to the Mothers’ 
pension, whereby assistance may be rendered in worthy cases, in order 
that children may be cared for in their own home by the living parent 
or relatives, instead of being admitted to the Home at Lincoln. 
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Sixth — I recommend that a system similar to the Mothers’ pension 
be established by the Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home, in order that 
worthy old people may be provided for without being required to become 
residents of the Home. 


CONCLUSION. 

Brothers, the year’s work is done and the report is finished, if not 
complete. I submit the year’s work and the foregoing report for your 
consideration, hopeful that both may meet with your approval. During 
the year I have done what I could, to advance the interests of our be- 
loved Order, with what success it is for you to determine. 

I have had the most loyal support from my associate officers and, 
in fact, from the entire membership. The year’s work has been most 
pleasant, and I shall always remember and appreciate the many cour- 
tesies that have been extended to me. 

To my associate officers I extend my most sincere thanks for their 
assistance and advice, and hope that the future may bring to each of 
them the utmost success. To all others who have contributed to the 
cause during the year I also extend my assurance of hearty apprecia- 
tion. Where so many have given assistance, one can hardly name those 
who are most entitled to recognition, but my report would not be com- 
plete without making acknowledgment of the services of Brother 
H. M. Blood, who has given so freely of his time and talents; of our 
Grand Secretary, John H. Sikes, who is always ready to work for the 
“good of the Order”; of Brothers Hubbard, Arnold, Lucas, Sayler, Scott 
and Berry, who have all given valued assistance.

CHICAGO AND COOK COUNTY. 

It is not generally realized that there are more Lodges and more 
members in Chicago and Cook County than in many of our Grand 
Jurisdictions. With one hundred and fifteen (115) Lodges and approxi- 
mately 25,000 members, all within easy call, it is not surprising that 
I have had but few evenings during the past year to spend at home. 

I have tried to fill each request for my presence as it came to me, 
and the total is so great that I refrain from attempting to list them. 
It will be sufficient to say the occasions of my Chicago visits have 
been varied, ranging from regular Lodge meetings to memorials. 

Many of the Chicago meetings, at which I have been present, have 
been of unusual interest, because they were the result of a general 
plan of campaign; such, for instance, as the many Union Meetings held 
in different parts of the city. All of these Union Meetings were well 
attended and in each case the degree work was conferred by an effi- 
cient staff on good size classes of candidates. 
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It is expected that during the coming winter many Union Meetings 
will be held, and with the experience of last year as a guide, we hope 
to get even better results than we did last winter. 

VISITS TO OUR HOMES. 

May 8th and 9th I attended a Board session at our Old Folks’ Home 
at Mattoon. On this occasion I had an opportunity to make quite a 
complete inspection, not only of the Home as such, but the farm, and 
things generally. 

I was especially impressed with the great amount of detail work 
performed by the members of the Board. Verily, this is no monthly 
junket. From early morning until late at night these Brothers worked, 
giving every bill, every scrap of (paper, their close scrutiny before 
passing on the same. No man could more conscientiously work, if 
the business in hand was his personal concern. The Order generally 
will never know the personal sacrifice the members of our Home Board 
make, and the best of it is, there is no complaining, no bidding for 
popular approval. 

Superintendent E. R. Sayler is ambitious to make our Old Folks’ 
Home the best institution of its kind in the world, and if hard work 
counts for anything he will likely succeed. 

I found the members of the Home as happy and contented as could 
be expected under the circumstances. People in full health and vigor 
do not take up residence there. It is the lame, the halt and' those worn 
out in the struggles of life that go there, and the atmosphere of sadness 
is caused by the absence of youth. There is no doubt that our Old 
Folks’ Home is our greatest charity — surpassing, if possible, the charity 
of our Orphans’ Home. 


ORPHANS’ HOME. 

April 6th I was in Lincoln for the purpose of holding a School, 
but I took advantage of some spare time to visit the Home. I find that 
the “property” — that is, buildings, stock, etc. — is in much better shape 
than at Mattoon. Here was laughter and sunshine everywhere. Here 
Nature seems to have done her very best to make things pleasant. 
There is no question whatever that at Lincoln the Order has pro- 
vided liberally for the care of our orphan children. Doctor and Mrs. 
Lucas are the “heart and soul” of the Home, and as Superintendent 
and Matron, could not easily be duplicated. 

IND1 ANAPOLIS-RACINE GRAND LODGE MEETING. 

May 18th, in company with Deputy Grand Master A. Otis Arnold 
and Grand Secretary John H. Sikes, I attended the semi-annual session 
of the Indiana Grand Lodge at Indianapolis. I regard the trip as 
highly beneficial in many ways. Indiana is a great jurisdiction in 
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more ways than one. They are blessed with efficient leadership and 
directing heads in all branches of the Order, with the result that the 
interests of Odd Fellowship are well taken care of. 

The Grand Lodge meets under its own roof, which in itself is an 
inspiration. We were accorded every courtesy possible, and each one 
of us parted with the Brethren of Indiana with a large and better view 
of Odd Fellowship. 

June 6th it was my privilege to attend the Grand Lodge Session 
of Wisconsin Jurisdiction, which was held in the city of Racine. Here, 
again, I was received with brotherly affection. The Wisconsin Juris- 
diction is not as large as Illinois or Indiana, but the same spirit of 
Friendship, Love and Truth spurs them on in all their intercourse as 
it does here and elsewhere. As visitations to Lodges other than our 
own is helpful to Odd Fellows who are active at home, so here, again, 
in Racine I found many things of interest and profit. When I left 
the session and the city I felt that my time had been well spent and 
that I had acquired many helpful ideas which could well be worked 
out to our benefit in Illinois. 


JEWELS. 

During the year I have had the honor and pleasure of presenting 
many Veteran Jewels to members of the Order who have held member- 
ship continuously for twenty-five years. This I have done in various 
places as well as in Cook County. I hold that to be entitled to wear a 
Veteran’s Jewel is a great distinction, and that the wearing of them 
is a very impressive example to our younger members that Odd Fel- 
lowship is worth while, else these veterans would long ago have given 
it up instead of having grown stronger in the faith as the years 
accumulated. 


AN OBSERVATION. 

Last year I took occasion to point out to Grand Master Pease the 
evident need of a “Field Man” who could devote his entire time to the 
work in the counties where help is sorely needed, and to work under 
the direction of the Grand Master. Just how or by what means such a 
man could be secured I am not able to say, but that we allow our 
Lodges to run down and out without using ordinary business methods 
to prevent the same does not seem to me to be a wise policy. Some 
day some one will find the way and solve the problem of strengthen- 
ing the weak Lodges and setting them on their feet. 

CONCLUSION. 

This has been a year of wonderful experiences for me. I have 
come into close contact and touched palms with thousands of our mem- 
bers. Everywhere I have found sympathetic interest and encourage- 
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ment, which has acted as a tonic and spurred me on to do my level 
best at all times. I have enjoyed perfect harmony in my work with 
the other Grand Officers and highly appreciate the advice and assist- 
ance so freely given at all times. I lay down my office with sincere 
regret that I have not been able to devote more time and have not had 
the ability to serve the Order as well as I w r ould like. 

To you, Grand Master, may I express my personal esteem, and wish 
for you and yours many years of happiness and prosperity. You have 
worked hard and wrought much, and the hosts of friends you have 
made while serving the Order will abide.

REPORT OF GRAND CHAPLAIN. 

Office of Grand Chaplain, I. O. O. F., Illinois Jurisdiction. 

Peoria, 111., November 1, 1916. 

Hon. John J. Crowder, Grand Master, the Grand Lodge, I. 0. 0. F., of 
Illinois, Peoria, III.: 

Dear Grand Master — For the third time, as Grand Chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of Illinois, I. O. O. F., I present herewith my final report. 

All nature signals to the world the end of summer. We look, 
and find 


“November woods are bare and still; 

November days are clear and bright; 

Each noon burns up the morning’s chill, 

The morning’s snow is gone by night; 

Each day my steps grow slow, grow light, 

As through the woods I reverent creep, 

Watching all things lie ‘down to sleep.’ ” 

And with the month of November, the falling leaves, the Grand Lodge 
Session, comes the close of my official year. 

As usual, my Lodge year began by attending the reception given 
in your honor. Owing to the duties connected with my church, I was 
not able to attend the receptions to other Grand Officers. 

During the year I have attended and had some part in the Schools 
of Instruction held in Rock Island, Peoria, Robinson, Champaign and 
Freeport. I have addressed anniversary gatherings in East Peoria, 
Eureka, Moline, Vandalia, LaSalle, Greenview and Peoria. I delivered 
addresses at picnics held in Fisher, Champaign County; Buda, in 
Bureau County; Lewistown, in Fulton County, and Chillicothe, in 
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Peoria County. I preached the memorial sermon to the Rebekah and 
Subordinate Lodges of Peoria. I was the principal speaker at the 
Central Illinois Odd Fellows’ Association, which includes the Lodges 
of Fulton, Cass, Morgan, Greene, Jersey, Pike, Scott and Schuyler Coun- 
ties. meeting this year in Cuba, 111. Also, I spoke at the celebration 
of the fiftieth anniversary of Adar Lodge No. 334 in Pana, 111. Aside 
from the many calls for service from the Peoria Brethren, all of which 
were rendered, many calls for addresses were declined either because 
of a clashing of dates or of the press of duties at home. 

In my report of November 1, 1914, I “urged that the assimilation 
of members was more important to the conservation of the Order than 
large lists of applications for membership without thought of rendering 
service.” In my report, dated October 27, 1915, 1 observed “that our 
great losses in membership are largely due to our neglect of pursuing a 
definite and carefully studied program of assimilation.” And now, 
Grand Master, in what may be my last official statement to the 
Brethren, may I emphasize the suggestion of assimilation by the quo- 
tations above given, and also add that the Brethren in their several 
Lodges might do well to give more and still more importance to the 
place assigned to God in all of our dramatic lessons. 

We have had one hundred, years of lessons in Lodge law. In my 
opinion, it is time to begin teaching less of law and more of the fra- 
ternal ideals, placing the accent on the omniscience and trustworthiness 
of God. We cannot hope to assimilate and hold our members through 
the exercise of Lodge law and Lodge discipline. Men are normally 
social beings and essentially creatures of strong loves for all that is 
good and high and noble. Then, let Illinois Odd Fellowship at least 
strive to exercise these natural virtues among the Brethren, thus to 
assimilate and conserve the stream of thousands that leak at the spigot 
of disinterestedness as well as to pour in applications at the bung of 
entrance into our ranks. 

Grand Master, I have been very, very busy throughout all this 
year with the affairs of my ministry. But, with it all, I have given 
conscientious thought and much of my heart to the administration of 
the duties which devolved upon me for the good of the Order. And 
now, the year is gone. The weary hours were bought with the multi- 
tudes of pleasures and joys my service gave to me. In the beginning 
of the term the days stretched out, nor could I see the end. But, alas! 
how short, it now seems, were all those days. 


“E’en such is time! which takes in trust 
Our youth, our joys, and all we have; 
And pays us naught but age and dust, 
Which, in the dark and silent grave, 
When we have wandered all our ways, 
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Shuts up the story of our days. 

And from which grave, and earth, and dust, 

The Lord will raise me up, I trust.”

REPORT OF ASSISTANT CHIEF OF EXAMINERS AND IN- 
STRUCTORS. 

Carbondale, 111., October 10, 1916. 
Honorable John J. Crowder, Peoria, 111.: 

Dear Grand Master — Following the practice of my worthy prede- 
cessors, I have the honor of submitting to you for your consideration 
my first annual report as Assistant Chief of Examiners and Instructors 
of the Grand Lodge, I. 0. O. F., of Illinois. 

When our worthy Grand Master honored me by appointing me to 
this very important office, he informed me that he wanted me to help 
him in the southern end of the State, and I have endeavored to do so, 
taking as much time away from my work as I could possibly spare and 
answering all calls that I have received from Lodges for instruction. 

I have held several Schools of Instruction and exemplified the 
work of the several degrees in. Carbondale Lodge No. 233 during the 
year. 
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On January 29th I held a School of Instruction and exemplified 
the degree work in Alto Lodge No. 676, and plus the rain and mud, 
we had a good meeting. 

On January 31st and February 1st attended a two days' School of 
Instruction and Special Grand Lodge Session at Vandalia. Present: 
Grand Master Crowder, Grand Secretary Sikes, Grand Warden Blood 
and Grand Patriarch Jardine. The attendance was small on account 
of the rain and high water, but those that were there were much in- 
terested in the instruction given by Brother Blood, and we hope much 
good was done. I gave instruction in the unwritten work to a class 
of four. 

On February 17th I attended a School held by Grand Master 
Crowder at Mt. Vernon, at which I gave instruction in the un- 
written work.

This Lodge lost 
everything by fire except the lot a year or so ago, and they have had a 
hard time to keep going, but they are optimistic and say they will 
come out on top yet. I assisted in putting a candidate through the 
Second and Third Degrees; also gave the unwritten work and exem- 
plified the ritualistic work. The attendance was good and much in- 
terest manifested. 

I have an invitation to exemplify the degree work before the 
Williamson County Association, at Herrin, on October 21st, which I 
have accepted and am looking forward to a good meeting. 

I have recommended for commissions fourteen Past Grands and 
instructed a large number in the unwritten work of the several 
degrees. 

I am very grateful for the assistance and encouragement I have 
received from the Grand Officers, and especially our Grand Master, 
John J. Crowder, and Grand Warden H. M. Blood. I fully appreciate 
the assistance that they have been to me, and hope that under their 
direction I have been able to do some good for our beloved Order. I 
have enjoyed the work, and only wish that I was in a position to 
devote more time to it. 

On October 21st, on invitation of Williamson County I. 0. O. F. 
Association, I went to Herrin, where I found an enthusiastic bunch of

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INTRODUCTION 


To the Honorable John J. Crowder, Grand Master of Independent Order 

of Odd Fellows of Illinois: 

It is our privilege and pleasure to submit to you, to the Grand 
Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows of Illinois, and to all 
loyal members of the Order, the twenty-fourth annual report of your 
Board of Directors of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home at Lincoln, 111. 

General. 

This has been a year of development at the Home in improvements, 
and training of the children intrusted to our care along practical lines, 
which will be of benefit to them throughout the years to come. 

The work grows larger year by year, and you are advised that there 
are now living at the Home 91 boys, 100 girls, of which 74 have neither 
father nor mother, while 117 have either father or mother We have 
now on file 32 applications pending for admission and others waiting 
for advise. 

Financial. 

The year 1916 will go down in history as a most peculiar one in 
many ways. The season has been unprecedented in its rapid changes, 
and we feel that in view of these general conditions, that the outcome 
of our garden and farm under trained supervision is apparent. In 
view of conditions, this year, our crop report will show up exceedingly 
well, and all has been conserved for the use of the Home. 

We feel that we have advanced materially this year in working 
out plans for the better fitting of the children to take up their con- 
tinuing life work. 

A stock room for groceries and supplies was opened some months 
ago with a store keeper in charge. Supplies are issued each day for 
the use of the Home. An invoice is shown on the daily stock sheet, 
also goods received, stock is issued, prices carried out, totals carried 
forward, and expenses shown. The system being so simple the cost 
of meals are arrived at very quickly. A copy of invoice showing goods 
on hand and supplies used, is sent to the members of the Board daily. 
The advantage of this method, you can readily see, keeps the Board 
of Directors in closer touch with the working conditions of the Home, 
as well as, being a means of keeping in touch with daily markets. 

On October first of this year the Home management opened up a 
system of booking keeping with every department of the Home. By so 
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doing the Board realize that they will be better informed as to the 
conditions and needs of the Home. It will be a great help in deter- 
mining changes that may be necessary from time to time. 

Improvements. 

Your Board has not been expending as much in fixed improvement 
this year as was necessary heretofore. We have, however, made a 
number of permanent improvements, in the way of re-wiring and in- 
stalling electric fixtures in the Administration building and two of the 
Cottages, placed cement floors, in basement of Administration building, 
repaired the fire escapes to comply with state regulations, built cement 
walks, an arbor for roses, etc. 

We desire especially to call your attention to the improvement in 
the dairy herd this year. This has been brought up to a much higher 
standard by the purchase of several high grade and registered cows 
of the Holstein breed. Our Poland China hogs are not only of a high 
standard, but the returns from the sale of stock, as shown by the 
financial report of the farm, have been very satisfactory. 

Present Needs. 

In the opinion of the Board of Directors our school facilities are 
inadequate. The rooms are crowded and one basement room is now 
being used for a school room, the same being unsanitary and in many 
ways unfit for school purposes. The school rooms are not well lighted 
nor well ventilated. Therefore, we most earnestly urge that an ap- 
propriation be made for the erection of a new building or the re- 
modeling of the old building along modern and sanitary lines. 

Your Board have had plans drawn for the re-modeling of the old 
building, and we are of the opinion that such changes can be made at 
an expense of about fifteen thousand dollars. The Board would there- 
fore recommend that an appropriation of $15,000 be made for the re- 
modeling of our school building. 

The Future. 

Your Board of Directors again desire to bring before you most 
strongly, the necessity of rules governing the ‘eligibility for entrance 
of residents to the Home. 

We firmly believe that only those orphans should be taken into the 
Home whose father has been a member of the Order for at least five 
years, and a resident of the state of Illinois for at least three years. 
Under a recent ruling that the Home should take in children who had 
one living parent, the applications have very largely increased, and 
your Board see clearly the possibility of this representing so large a 
class that it will become necessary very largely to increase the facili- 
ties of the Home, not only would additional buildings for the protec- 
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tion and care of the children, be needed, but a larger outlay for more 
equipment and a vast increase in the expenses of operation. We ask 
the most careful and thoughtful consideration of this subject. 

Courtesies. 

From experience, your Board of Directors cannot too strongly 
urge upon the members of our Order, the advisability, and desirability 
of a visit to our Home. There has been at the Home during the year 
a number of visitors, both members of the Order and non-members, 
and without exception they have spoken in highest terms of the loving 
care, the discipline, the bright intelligent appearance of the children, 
their love of superintendent and matron, teachers and governesses, and 
have remarked that the evident result is shown by the complete, care- 
ful educational system. 

The Home management is endeavoring to train the mind of the 
child by directing their thoughts to work along right lines. 

In this day of world turmoil, it has seemed to members of the 
Board that we will be doing the will of the Order by assisting these 
children to attain to capable manhood and womanhood. Thus fitting 
them to be good, true, self-supporting citizens. 

We desire especially to thank you, Grand Master, for the interest 
you have shown in us and the Home during the year. The Board 
always appreciates a visit from the Grand Master. Your advice has 
been timely and wise, and our wish is that your interest in the Home 
will never grow less. 

We desire to express our appreciation for the advice and assistance 
given by the members of the Auxiliary Board. Their presence with 
us has always been harmonious, and their suggestions have been timely 
and always kindly received, and also given careful consideration. 

We, also, wish to especially call to your attention the interest 
taken in the Home by the Rebekah Assembly, who through the un- 
tiring efforts of their president, Lura B. Latham, has made it possible, 
among other things, to have installed in the children’s domestic science 
building an electric dish washer, gas range and electric fan. The 
domestic science building has been redecorated throughout. 

Many lodges and individual members of the Order have been very 
generous in remembering the Home throughout the year with sub- 
stantial gifts, and while the Board would like to mention each in- 
dividual donor, space will not permit. 

We especially wish you to know of the splendid gift from Past 
Grand Master M. P. Berry, who has recently sent to the Home modern 
book cases for the Berry Library, as well as many valuable books. 
The Board of Directors desire to express their appreciation to Brother 
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Berry for his generous donation, and to all others who have in any 
way helped to brighten the pathway of the children. 

Management of Home. 

Your Board feels that perhaps the Order should become better 
acquainted with the active management of your Home in order that 
you might be better able to judge of the very efficient services ren- 
dered and be in a position to fully appreciate, as we do, the loving, 
courteous and efficient care and management of your present Super- 
intendent and his wife, Dr. and Mrs. J. A. Lucas, and their splendid 
corps of teachers and governesses together with the other very able 
assistants. 

Our thoughts of appreciation for the splendid work done are per- 
haps best expressed by the children themselves, and we know, that 
you, the members of our Order when visiting the Home, cannot fail 
to see the loving trust of the children in, and their respect for. Dr. and 
Mrs. Lucas.

Domestic Science Building.

INTRODUCTORY 


To the Grand Master and Members of the Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F. 
of Illinois: 

The Board of Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon here- 
with submit our annual report for the year ending Sept. 30, 1916. 

We now have a family of 159 members. To care for these 
Brothers and Sisters it requires a number of employees in several 
capacities. 

The physical condition of the Home and farm, we believe, was 
never better than it is at the writing of this report. The buildings 
and rooms are kept clean and sanitary. There is a spirit of cheerful- 
ness among the members of the Home that is very pleasant to note. 
We are glad to report that the Home is at present under the manage- 
ment of a superintendent and Matron well fitted for the positions. 
The farm has never yielded better and has never been in better con- 
dition than during the year just closed. There is little dissatisfaction 
among the members of the Home. The help employed at the Home 
are pleasant, willing, well behaved and obedient to the rules of the 
superintendent. 

The Superintendent and Matron have the confidence, respect, sup- 
port and love of the members of the Home to an extent that renders 
life at the Home agreeable and makes the atmosphere of the Home 
as nearly like that of a family as can be attained in an institution. 

During the past year it has been necessary to make repairs upon 
the buildings, especially the roof; to rewire the main building for 
better protection from fire; to install fire doors between the main 
building and the annex, which was done under the direction of the 
Insurance Department. The board also installed a refrigerating plant 
which will be paid for by the Rebekah State Assembly, and which 
will enable the board to purchase supplies for the Home in larger 
quantities and with more economy. 

It has also become necessary to install a new steam boiler, the 
work of which is now in progress. This will require the enlargement 
of the building which covers the steam boilers. 

It was also necessary during the year to bore deeper in the 
ground for water. Some trouble is being experienced with the new 
well which was bored, but we hope to be able to supply the Home 
with good and sufficient water for drinking and culinary purposes. 

The Home is filled to its capacity and we have a waiting list of 
members who have been accepted by the board which varies from 
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month to month from fifteen to twenty members. Applicants are 
accepted and placed upon the waiting list to be admitted in turn as 
rooms are vacated. We often have cases which seem to demand Im- 
mediate action and immediate relief by the board, but the board can 
not make rules for the government of the Home nor the admission 
of members. It can only enforce the rules made by the Grand Lodge. 

During the year the board adopted the plan of making a personal 
investigation of each application. To that end applications are re- 
ferred to the individual members of the board for personal investiga- 
tion, and such investigation is made before final action of the board 
upon the application. 

In many cases Lodges feel the burden of dependent members, 
and sometimes feel that the board should make an exception in 
certain cases, but the board is powerless to do otherwise than enforce 
the rules and treat all Lodges and applicants alike. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the services and assist- 
ance of the Advisory Board during the year. We also wish to express 
our appreciation of the assistance of the officers of the Rebekah 
Assembly and the generosity of the Rebekah Branch of the Order. 
It requires the refining influence of woman in a home to make it 
complete. 

We respectfully refer you to the following detailed report of the 
business of the year:

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REPORT OF THE GRAND SECRETARY. 


To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I. O. O. F.: 

I herewith submit my report as your Secretary for the year ending 
October 31, 191G. 

In presenting this report to the Grand Lodge for the past year, we 
are compelled to admit that Odd Fellowship throughout the world has 
not prospered during this period of time. Both the Subordinate and 
Encampment branches of the Order have sustained a loss, which, how- 
ever, has largely been overcome by a splendid growth in the Rebekah 
branch. The record in Illinois compares very favorably, indeed, with 
other jurisdictions, due largely to the untiring efforts of Grand Master 
John J. Crowder and his associate officers. 

The net gain in Subordinate membership in Illinois during the 
past year has been 1,027 and the net gain in Rebekah membership 
1,154. This is, indeed, a splendid showing, in view of the fact that 
many Grand Jurisdictions show a loss during the same time. 

The demand for a practical organization for the relief of distress 
is even greater today than ever before in the history of the world, 
and we are admonished that Odd Fellowship is “to move onward in 
our work until misfortune has no want to relieve and sorrow no tear 
to dry.’* 

The Grand Officers confidently look forward to increased enthusiasm 
for the cause of Odd Fellowship during the coming winter months.

GRAND LODGE JOURNAL OF 1915. 

The Grand Lodge Journal for the session of 1915 consisted of 553 
pages. 

To arrange copy, read proof, and indext the Grand Lodge Journal, 
requires the entire time of a thoroughly competent person, whom we 
secured in the person of Bro. Past Grand Master Owen Scott. 

TRUSTEES OF THE ORPHANS' AND OLD FOLKS' HOMES. 

All bills allowed by the two Boards of Trustees are forwarded to 
me with an attached certificate signed by the President and Secretary 
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of the Board and countersigned by the Grand Master. These bills and 
vouchers are kept on file in my office for future reference, and orders 
on the Grand Treasurer are drawn for the several amounts. Upon 
these vouchers the Grand Master and myself have drawn orders on the 
Grand Treasurer for the sum of $42,842.83, to pay bills contracted by 
the Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home, and the sum of $44,086.34, to pay 
bills contracted by the Directors of the Orphans’ Home, making a total 
disbursement for these two charities of the sum of $86,929.17. 

JUDICIARY AND APPEALS COMMITTEE. 

As Secretary of the Judiciary and Appeals Committee, I report 
that four sessions of this committee were held, as provided by law, 
on the third Tuesdays of November, 1915, February, May and August, 
of the present year. At the November session four opinions were ren- 
dered and the By-Laws from 34 Subordinate and nine Rebekah Lodges 
were acted upon. At the February session, six opinions were rendered 
and the By-Laws from 38 Subordinate and 11 Rebekah Lodges were 
acted upon. At the May session three opinions were rendered and the 
By-Laws from 61 Subordinate and 17 Rebekah Lodges were acted upon. 
At the August session two opinions were Tendered and the By-Laws 
from 25 Subordinate and 11 Rebekah Lodges were acted upon. 

SIMPLIFIED CODE. 

Pursuant to action had by the Grand Lodge I. 0. O. F. of Illinois 
at its 1915 session, a meeting of the Special Committee was held in 
the Grand Secretary’s office January 8, 1916, at 10:45 A. M. The fol- 
lowing Brothers were present at this meeting, viz.: Grand Master, 
John J. Crowder; Deputy Grand Master, A. Otis Arnold; Grand Warden, 
H. M. Blood; Grand Secretary, John H. Sikes; Past Grand Master, 
James Ewing Davis of the Grand Lodge Finance Committee; Past 
Grand Master, Owen Scott of the Judiciary and Appeals Committee; 
Past Grand Master John E. Jennings, chairman of the Committee on 
State of the Order. In addition to the above members Past Grand 
Master Fred B. Merrills, chairman of the Committee on Legislation, 
was present and also Grand Scribe of the Grand Encampment Sam 
J. Baker. 

At this meeting it was resolved that a simplified general revision 
of the code should be made. It was also resolved that, in compiling 
the same, the lay members, Deputies and officers of Subordinate Lodges 
into whose hands it is to go should be constantly in mind. 

On motion a sub-committee consisting of the Grand Master, Deputy 
Grand Master, Grand Warden and Grand Secretary was instructed 
and empowered to employ one or more members of the Order to com- 
pile the laws of the Order as previously adopted. 
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At a subsequent meeting of this Special Committee held in DeKalb 
on Monday, January 24, 1916, a contract for the compiling of the law 
and proof reading the same was awarded to Past Grand Master Owen 
Scott. The proposition made by Brother Scott was to prepare all copy 
for the revised Code, read proof on the same and superintend the issu- 
ing of the Code for the sum of $450.00. 

At a meeting held June 30, 1916, in the Grand Secretary’s office 
it was resolved to mail one copy of the Code to each Subordinate Lodge 
as soon as it was ready for delivery, and that the Code should be re- 
vised following the session of 1916, at which time it is to be sold to 
the Order. 

Bids w r ere solicited on the printing of the Code from the following 
firms, viz.: Phillips Bros., The Illinois State Register Printing Co. and 
the Journal Printing Co. of Springfield. Upon comparing bids received 
from these firms, it was ascertained that Phillips Bros, were the lowest 
bidders and the contract was awarded to this company for 1,500 copies. 
The bill for printing these copies* amounted to $224.61. One copy was 
mailed to each Subordinate Lodge with instructions to permit the 
members to use the same and to indicate the approximate number of 
copies of the revised Code which would be ordered. Many Lodges have 


not responded to this request but on November 1st number of 

Lodges indicated they would desire approximately number of 

copies of the revised Code. 


The committee having this matter in charge followed closely the 
lines of the Indiana Code, which has proven popular in that jurisdic- 
tion for many years. It was not the intention of the committee to 
issue a Code which would supersede Merrill’s Code of 1906 but it was 
their desire to condense and simplify the law so that it answer the 
purposes of the Order and at a price which would induce many mem- 
bers to purchase them.

This case was begun in the regular way. Complaint was made by 
two brothers of Carlinville Lodge against Brother Fred Johnson of 
that Lodge. A committee was appointed, who investigated the mat- 
ters complained of, and four (4) charges were preferred against Brother 
Fred Johnson, the first one charging him with violating the principles 
of the Ord^r by keeping a cold storage, by which occupation he is 
injuring Carlinville Lodge No. 107, damaging its reputation, and scan- 
dalizing the Order at Carlinville. The second charge is that he re- 
sisted the civil law. The third charges him with opposing the execu- 
tion of the law, and the fourth charges him with fraud in obtaining 
membership in Carlinville Rebekah Lodge No. 689, I. O. O. F. There 
are three (3) specifications under charge one, and one (1) specifica- 
tion each under the other three (3) charges. Brother Johnson plead 
not guilty, and after some preliminary matters were disposed of, the 
trial was proceeded with. A large number of witnesses testified upon 
both sides of the case. At the close of the trial a ballot was taken. 
The record recites that “The ballot was then taken and was found to 
be twenty-four for Fred Johnson and two against/’ From this record 
it appears that no vote was taken on the various specifications of each 
charge, in their order, and then on the charge as a whole, and so on 
with each charge. That is the proper method of voting when there 
are charges and specifications as in this case. The method pursued 
by Carlinville Lodge No. 107 was erroneous, and is sufficiently so to 
justify a reversal of the case. There are a number of other errors in 
the proceedings more or less serious and vital to the case, but this is 
the only one of which we will make mention at this time. An appeal 
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to this Committee was taken from the decision of the Lodge by certain 
members thereof. Under our view of the case it is not neoessary to 
review the evidence, nor to comment upon the guilt or innocence of 
the defendant upon the charges and specifications. A review of the 
entire case discloses the various errors and irregularities spoken of, 
and especially the one above set forth. We deem it our duty to re- 
mand this case to Carlinville Lodge No. 107, that the Lodge may 
remedy the defects in the record of the procedings and trial, and 
especially in the irregular and illegal method of voting. This case is 
therefore reversed and remanded to Carlinville Lodge No. 107, with 
instructions to proceed in accordance with the views expressed in this 
opinion.

The charges against Brother Singdahlson wholly grow out of busi- 
ness transactions. The accused is charged with scandalizing the 
Order by a failure to pay his debts. There are but two charges that 
could in any sense furnish a foundation for discipline. 

It is alleged that the accused borrowed $5.00 from Mr. George 
Tuck, who is not a member of the Order. This he has failed to repay. 
It is claimed that he secured this money from Mr. Tuck in the name 
of Odd Fellowship. This is denied by Brother Singdahlson. The evi- 
dence shows that on three occasions Brother Singdahlson borrowed 
money from Mr. Geo. Tuck, each time in the sum of $5.00. Two of 
these loans were repaid, but the third remains due. A sworn state- 
ment of Mr. Tuck says that at one of these times the name of John 
Anderson was mentioned as being sick at his home and the $5.00 bor- 
rowed was for his benefit. There is no evidence to show that it was 
not so applied and none indicating any wrong doing on the part of 
Brother Singdahlson. 
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There is a charge and specifications that Brother Singdahlson left 
his infant child with Mr. Anthony Anderson and failed to pay for 
keeping the same. There is not a syllable of evidence tending to 
prove this charge. The facts appear to be that Brother Singdahlson 
was earning $12.00 a week at his trade and became unable to pay his 
debts. He made many personal loans, paid them off at times and bor- 
rowed again from the same people and that various amounts are still 
due. Brother Singdahlson lost his wife and had a family of children 
to care for. With his meager earnings he could not meet all his debts. 
Two of his children, aged 5 and 7, respectively, have been in the 
Orphans’ Home at Lincoln since July 25, 1914. He has paid $8.00 per 
month for each so long as he could do so. The other, an infant, 
charged as having been left with Mr. Anthony Anderson, he has cared 
for on the outside. 

The evidence in this case shows that the accused Brother has 
made a heroic effort to care for his children since death took from 
them their mother. 

The entire case has the flavor of business and little of the fra- 
ternal spirit. Odd Fellowship does not hold itself out as a collecting 
agency, nor does it condemn those who, through misfortune, are un- 
able to meet their financial obligations. 

Your committee find that the evidence is wholly insufficient to 
sustain any charges of conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow. 

It is, therefore, ordered that the action of the Lodge in expelling 
Brother Sigard Singdahlson be set aside and that he be restored to all 
his rights and privileges as an Odd Fellow.

This is an appeal by the defendant, Mary Myers, from the action 
of the Lodge in expelling her. 
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From the record it appears that on July 1, 1915, defendant made 
a complaint in open Lodge against Brother Ralph E. Crabtree, a mem- 
her thereof, charging him with being guilty of conduct unbecoming a 
brother of the Lodge and to the scandal of same, and that he has been 
guilty many times during the last two years of immoral acts, etc., 
including adultery; also, giving the names of three witnesses. An 
investigating committee was duly appointed by the Noble Grand, who 
conferred with said witnesses, two of them personally and with one 
in writing, the result of which was that they found nothing detrimental 
or in any manner reflecting Upon the good conduct or character of 
Brother Crabtree, one witness stating that he did not even know Ralph 
E. Crabtree. The committee reported to the Noble Grand that “they 
could not find anything objectionable to Mr. Crabtree/’ 

While we do not find them in the record before us, we assume, 
that the failure on the part of the defendant to substantiate her 
charges resulted in charges and specifications being brought against 
her by some member of the Lodge. At any rate the record does show 
that on September 2, 1915, an investigating committee to investigate 
the complaint against Sister Mary Myers reported to the Lodge, which 
report embodied two charges and specifications thereunder which in 
substance charge her with filing malicious information and complaints 
against Brother Ralph E. Crabtree, and also with attempting to 
maliciously defame the character of a Brother Odd Fellow, etc. 

On September 16, 1915, the time set for the trial of the case of 
Sister Myers, a motion was filed by counsel for defendant to dismiss 
the charges and in our judgment, assigning forcible reasons therefor, 
which, upon a vote of the Lodge, was lost. Counsel for defendant, 
however, instead of electing to stand by his motion and remain mute, 
as an appeal did not lie, not only joined issue, by stating that the 
defendant would plead not guilty, but also took part in the cross ex- 
amination of the witnesses in the case and objecting to certain testi- 
mony offered therein on the part of the prosecution, hence the renewal 
of said motion before this Committee for the reasons indicated, is 
denied. 

From a review of all of the testimony and evidence in the case, 
we find: 

First, that the charges preferred by Sister Myers against Brother 
Ralph E. Crabtree were wholly groundless. 

Second, that the charges and specifications against Sister Mary 
Myers are overwhelmingly sustained by the testimony and evidence 
taken; and in view of the fact that a vote on the penalty by sixty- 
four members present and in good standing was 63 for expulsion to 1 
against, we are not disposed to hold that the Lodge erred. 
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It is, therefore, ordered that the appeal of the defendant be and 
the same is hereby dismissed, and that the action of Caritas Rebekah 
Lodge No. 625, I. O. O. F., in expelling Sister Mary Myers, be and the 
same is hereby affirmed and sustained.

Opinion by Bro. Henry A. Stone, of No. 122. 

This case is brought to the attention of the committee in the form 
of an appeal from a decision reached by Crawford Lodge No. 124, 
wherein appellant, Palmer W. Bussard, a member of said Lodge, was 
expelled from membership on or about Nov. 5th, 1915, after due trial, 
for conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow. 

The committee finds upon due and careful consideration: 

1st. The proceedings were somewhat in error but sufficiently 
regular and the record is sufficiently clear to comply substantially 
with the laws of the Order. 

2d. Three charges were set up in the trial, all of which in the 
opinion of the Lodge were sustained by the evidence, and the vote 
both on the guilt of the accused and the penalty was decisive. 

3d. Charges Nos. 1 arid 2 are defective and in the opinion of the 
committee not sufficiently sustained to warrant the action of the 
Lodge. Charge No. 1 sets up an alleged verbal agreement wherein 
said Palmer W. Bussard obligates himself to stay away from all 
meetings of the Lodge for a specified time. His violation of this 
agreement is made the basis for the proceedings. The evidence is 
not conclusive, but seems to show that an indictment was found 
against the accused in the civil courts and pending its disposition it 
became necessary for him to secure sureties on a bond for his appear- 
ance. Certain of the brethren of the Lodge claimed that he verbally 
agreed that if they would furnih the surety he would “stay away” 
from Lodge until the disposition of the case. 

The whole proceeding so far as this charge is concerned is clouded 
and questionable, both in law and fact, and as it has no bearing upon 
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the more important contention set up in charge No. 2, is dismissed 
from further consideration here. 

Charge No. 3. Being based upon an alleged violation of a con- 
tract between a member of the Order, said Palmer W. Bussard, and 
certain parties who at the time of the making of the contract were 
not members of the Order, is not in the form in which it is brought 
a proper matter for adjudication in an Odd Fellow Lodge and is there- 
fore also dismissed from further consideration in connection with 
this case. 

4th. Charge No. 2 is far more serious and relates to threats to 
do bodily injury to a Brother. 

From the record it appears that the charge was only hypothet- 
ically denied in the trial and was virtually admitted in the appeal. 

The evidence shows that on two separate occasions the said 
Palmer W. Bussard, with an open knife in his hand, made vicious 
threats to do bodily injury to one Gen. Carey, a Brother of the Order 
and a member of the same Lodge, the threats being couched in the 
most vulgar and indecent language. Furthermore, that on a third 
occasion similar threats were repeated on the streets of the town. 

In the appeal to this committee we find these remarkable words, 
“as to the second charge and specifications under it, I hold that the 
provocations were such as to justify or warrant the implied threats, 
the Brother giving the provocation being physically a much stronger 
man and many years younger than I, the difference in our ages should 
entitle a man to some respect.” Singularly enough, however, there 
is not throughout the whole record a particle of evidence to indicate 
that the appellant was at any time threatened with bodily harm nor 
was he in iminent danger such as would justify the use of a murderous 
weapon on either of the occasions on which he appears to have made 
made the threats. 

The committee fails to find any justification for the immoderate 
actions and language used by the appellant and believes that the 
penalty of expulsion was none too severe for the violation of the laws 
and principles of the Order of which he was convicted. 

Under these circumstances, the committee does not feel justified 
in putting the Lodge to the expense of another trial, because of the 
errors mentioned as to charges Nos. 1 and 3. 

It is, therefore, ordered that the appeal be dismissed and the 
action of the Lodge sustained.

Palmer W. Bussard 
vs. 

Crawford Lodge No. 124. 

Opinion by Bro. Henry A. Stone, of No. 122. 

The above entitled case reaches this committee in the form of an 
appeal from a decision in which Crawford Lodge No. 124 refuses to 
grant sick benefits claimed by P. W. Bussard, a member of said Lodge. 

Appellant bases his application for relief on the statement that 
“the matter was not decided by the merits of the case, but through 
prejudice and evidence by parties who knew nothing of the condition 
of my health and made statements that were not true/’ 

The committee finds upon careful investigation that the proceed- 
ings were sufficiently regular and the records sufficiently clear to 
comply with the requirements of the laws of the Order. 

There is substantial agreement as to the material facts estab- 
lished in the evidence. It seems to be clearly shown that said P. W. 
Bussard had been afflicted for a period of three years with some 
chronic stomach trouble which at uncertain periods of time caused 
violent suffering and pain. That these violent attacks only lasted for 
a short time and that during the intervals between them he followed 
his usual vocation. 

No attempt is made to show that the attack which occurred be- 
tween June 4th, 1915, and July 9th, 1915, (the period of time for which 
benefits are claimed), was any more serious than those that had pre- 
ceded it, and no explanation appears as to why claim was made for 
this said attack to the exclusion of others. 

The evidence shows that in the Lodge trial appellant fixed the 
date of the serious attack as of June 6th, 1915, and on cross examina- 
tion admitted that he was up and around, and in point of fact actually 
served on the election board the following day. Furthermore, the 
contention on behalf of the Lodge that in a general way he went 
about his usual vocation during the period for which he claimed bene- 
fits was not seriously denied by the claimant. 

The committee fails to find any indication of the serious prejudice 
of which appellant complains and neither is there any verification of 
the charge that the evidence introduced by the Lodge was in any way 
unreliable. 

This committee believes that it is clearly the intent and purpose 
of the law that each Lodge is of right and should be the best judge 
of the relative value of the evidence introduced and it is unable to 
discover any material conflict with the laws and usages of the Order 
In the proceedings under consideration.

The only question involved in this case is the degree of punish- 
ment. On a plea of guilty by the accused for a misdemeanor, the 
nature of which is not disclosed in the record, the Lodge expelled 
him. In his appeal, Brother Stapleton says: 

“I wish to state that I take this appeal on the grounds that I feel 
that the penalty imposed is too severe for the offense committed. 

“While I fully realize my wrong doing and am perfectly willing to 
submit to the offended law, yet if I understand Odd Fellowship, its 
mission is to help build character rather than to tear down. This is 
according to the obligation we have all taken. With the best of 
feelings to Pontiac Lodge No. 262 and all its members, I am fra- 
ternally.” 

In view of his penitence and of the fraternal spirit shown, the 
committee holds that the severe penalty should be modified. It is, 
therefore, ordered that the action of the Lodge as to the penalty be 
set aside and that the same be fixed at a suspension for a period not 
exceeding six months.

CASE NO. 471. 

Peter Volker, j Before Committee on Judiciary 

vs. v and Appeals, May Session, 

Military Tract Lodge No. 145. ) 1916. 

Opinion by Brother Owen Scott of No. 186. 

This is a case purely of fact. No question of law is involved. The 
claim is for benefits by Brother Peter Volker against Military Tract 
Lodge, for a period of 12 weeks from April 20th to July 13th, 1915. 
Though the amount is nowhere stated, it appears to be for the sum of 
$48.00 or $4.00 per week. Brother Volker was reported sick July 28, 
1914. He was 'employed in the Pottery Manufactory at Macomb, Illi- 
nois. His disability resulted from an injury to his knee. Weekly 
benefits were paid to him from time to time from July 28, 1914 to 
April 20, 1915. The Lodge refuses to allow the claim for 12 weeks* 
benefits as given above. Appeal was taken from that action. There 
is considerable conflict in the testimony regarding the ability of 
Brother Volker to perform any kind of labor. 

The evidence shows that he was able to move about, perform 
some work in his garden and it is insisted that he was able to take 
up his position as a laborer in the pottery. On the other hand, he 
presents the doctor’s certificates that he was not able to perform 
physical labor. The evidence shows that during a trial of general, 
local interest, in one of the Courts at Macomb, Brother Volker was 
able to climb the stairs into the court room to listen to the hearing 
of the case as a spectator. It is shown that he did this a number of 
times, remaining at late as 10:30 or 11 o’clock at night. It is also 
represented that he was able to walk through the streets when they 
were in a very icy and slippery condition. It is also in evidence that 
he went to the doctor’s office frequently and in doing so, was able to 
go up and down the stairs leading to the doctor’s office. The facts as 
stated are so conflicting that it is difficult to reach a conclusion as to 
the justness of the claim. The length of time from July, 1914, to 
April, 1915, during which the Lodge paid all benefit, is considerable. 

Unless it appears that the brother is disabled so as to be unable 
to follow any lucrative occupation, it would seem that the Lodge had 
done its duty. 

In view of the uncertain and conflicting character of the testimony 
your committee does not feel justified in disturbing the action of the 
Lodge. 
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It is, therefore, ordered that the decision of the Lodge be approved 
and the appeal dismissed.

Opinion by Brother Chester M. Turner of Lodge No. 199. 


Charge was preferred in Nortonville Lodge No. 947, I. 0. O. F., at 
Nortonville, Illinois, against Brother Clarence Dalton, by a commtitee 
duly appointed to investigate a complaint made in said Lodge. The 
charge is as follows: 

“Charge 1. We charge Brother Clarence Dalton of this Lodge 
with an unprovoked assault on Brother John Britenstine by knocking 
him down, and willfully beating said Brother Britenstine over the 
head with a part of a brick. 

“Specification 1. That he committed this deed on the public 
highway in front of Brother Louis Sooy’s residence on the 16th day of 
August, 1915, between the hours of 7 and 12 o'clock A. M.” 

A commissioner was appointed and obligated and the testimony 
was taken by him, the hearing extending over a period of several 
weeks. Finally, on January 1st, 1916, the testimony having been 
completed, was submitted to the Lodge and a vote taken upon the 
guilt or innocence of the defendant. The record is rather meager, 
but from it we gather that separate votes were taken upon what are 
denominated Charge 1 and Specification 1, and it appears that in each 
case there were fifteen (15) in favor of conviction and seventeen (17) 
opposed, so that the defendant seems to have been acquitted. Ten 
members of the Lodge appealed from the decision of the Lodge, and 
the case is now before this committee for review, upon the testimony 
taken and the papers and records in the case. Briefly the grounds 
for appeal are that the Commissioner admitted evidence that was not 
proper on behalf of the defendant; refused to admit evidence pre- 
sented by the prosecuting committee that should have been admitted; 
and that the decision of the Lodge was not according to the evidence. 
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We are inclined to agree with the appellants that much evidence 
was admitted that was not strictly proper, but we are unable to find 
any evidence that was offered and not admitted that should have been 
admitted. Eliminating the evidence that was improperly admitted, 
and taking the testimony with reference only to what happened at 
the time of the alleged assault, we find this evidence is quite con- 
flicting. The complaining witness testifies that the assault was made 
on him without cause and unprovoked. The defendant testifies that 
the complaining witness assaulted him first. The only eye witness to 
the affair testifies that there was a fight. The Lodge seems to have 
been very evenly divided upon the matter, but a majority, though 
slight, favored the acquittal of the defendant. 

Where the testimony in matters of this kind is conflicting, and the 
exact truth hard to determine from the distance from which this com- 
mittee must look at cases of this kind, this committee is not inclined 
to disturb the action of the Lodge, inasmuch as the members of the 
Lodge are upon the ground and as a rule are in a better position to 
determine the truth of matters of this character than this committee 
could be. There are no matters of Odd Fellows' law or rules involved, 
and we are not disposed to interfere with the decision of the Lodge, 
and we must therefore sustain that decision. 


It is therefore ordered that this appeal be dismissed and the action 
of the. Lodge be sustained.

Opinion by Brother W. E. P. Anderson, of NO. 107. 

This is an appeal by three members of Decatur Lodge No. 65 
from the action of the fnembers of the Lodge, who by a two-thirds 
vote fixed the penalty of reprimand upon Brother Ross, on his plea 
of guilty to the charge of conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow. From 
the facts, as disclosed by the record, it appears that Brother Ross had 
been indicted by ihe Grand -Jury of Macon County, Illinois, for dis- 
orderly conduct, and that after pleading not guilty, he afterwards 
withdrew his plea of “Not Guilty” and pleaded “Guilty” to the charge 
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in one count of the indictment of disorderly conduct; whereupon, a 
fine of twenty dollars and costs was imposed upon him by the Court. 
It does not appear either in the record of this case nor in the certified 
copy of the proceedings of the Circuit Court of Macon County, 
attached to same, just what the disorderly conduct on the part of 
Brother Ross consisted of. We infer that the members of the Lodge 
were cognizant of the character of the offense at the time they fixed 
the penalty, and we are not disposed to hold that they erred. 

It is therefore ordered that the Appeal herein be and the same 
is hereby dismissed and that the action of the Lodge be sustained and 
that the case be remanded back to the Decatur Lodge with directions 
that Brother Ross be reprimanded in accordance with the laws of 
the Order.

M. Schmallhausen Before Committee on Judiciary 

vs. C and Appeals, August Session, 

Crawford Lodge No. 124, I. O. O. F. ) 1916. 

Opinion by Bro. Warren C. Darnall, of No. 746. 

This case reaches the Committee in the form of an appeal from a 
trial decision of Crawford Lodge No. 124, in which Bro. H. Schmall- 
hausen presents claim for sick benefits for disability covering the 
period from August 6, 1915, to November 12, 1915, amounting to fifty- 
six dollars, which said claim is not allowed. 

The trial fails to develop material points on both sides of the 
controversy, and the Committee is obliged to draw conclusions, at 
least in part, from inferences rather than established facts. 

Section 1 of Article 3 of the By-Laws of this Lodge contains the 
usual provision to the effect that no more than one week’s benefits 
may be drawn prior to notice to the Visiting Committee. 

No evidence is introduced by either side to show that the Visiting 
Committee was ever notified, although an adverse report is made a 
part of the record by mutual consent, showing that a visit was made 
on or about October 15, 1915. 

The inference is that if benefits were allowed at all they could not 
be collected for more than one week prior to October 15, 1915, or the 
established date of notice to the Visiting Committee, if there was one. 

However, the evidence shows that Brother Schmallhausen had 
retired from active labor at least two years prior to the alleged sick- 
ness, and that the indisposition was of long standing and not such 
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as to prevent him from following his usual avocation. He was not 
confined to his bed and did not require the services of a physician. 
There does not appear to be sufficient cause to interfere with the 
action of the Lodge, and the decision is therefore affirmed and the 
appeal dismissed.

Opinion by Bro. W. E. P. Anderson, of No. 107. 


This is an appeal by Bro. Fred E. Johnson from the action of his 
Lodge in refusing to allow him two weeks* sick benefits, to the amount 
of eight dollars. 

The facts, as shown by the records, are: That on December 21, 
1915, the Visiting Committee reported Brother Johnson sick, and that 
on December 28, 1915, they reported him off the sick list. 

At a meeting of the Lodge on April 3, 1916, he notified the Lodge 
that he claimed benefits for sickness from December 14 to December 
28. 1915. A motion was made that he furnish a doctor's certificate, 
which by vote of the Lodge was declared lost. 

That at a meeting of the Lodge on May 9, 1916, Brother Johnson 
was present and brought up the question of his claim for benefits 
against the Lodge, at which a motion was made and seconded that he 
be allowed one week’s benefits, which motion was declared out of order 
by the Noble Grand. 

That at a meeting of the Lodge May 16, 1916, the claim of Brother 
Johnson for benefits was made a special order of the next meeting, and 
at the next meeting of the Lodge a commissioner was appointed, etc. 

After numerous continuances by order of the Commissioner, the 
evidence was taken and on July 18, 1916, read to the Lodge; a vote was 
taken, which resulted in six white balls for the allowance of the claim 
to ten black balls against the same. On August 8, 1916, at a regular 
meeting of the Lodge, Brother Johnson was present and filed his 
appeal herein. 
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The evidence discloses that Brother Johnson has been a member 
of this Lodge since 1905, and that on December 12, 1915, he was taken 
sick with a carbuncle upon a certain portion of his body, which re- 
sulted in his having to lie flat on his back for a week, during which 
time he was cared for by his wife, under the instructions of a trained 
nurse, and that he was not able to work the week following; that in 
pursuance of a notice he had sent to the Visiting Committee of his 
disability one member of the Committee visited him on December 24 
and two members of the Committee visited him on December 27. On 
this occasion the testimony of one of the Committee discloses that 
Brother Johnson was apparently well, and when asked if he could 
work, replied that he could if he had work to do. At this time it is 
true he had practically recovered, which visit was followed up by the 
Committee reporting him off the sick list. 

To our minds, the evidence shows conclusively that Brother 
Johnson’s ailment was of such a character that it would for at least 
two weeks prevent him from attending to his ordinary vocation. To 
deprive Brother Johnson of his claim against the Lodge would, in our 
opinion, according to the evidence taken as a whole and the attending 
circumstances surrounding the case, inflict upon him an unjust hardship. 

It is therefore ordered that the appeal herein be sustained and 
that Military Tract Lodge No. 145, I. O. O. F., be and is hereby ordered 
to pay Bro. Fred E. Johnson the sum of eight dollars, two weeks’ sick 
benefits, from December 14, 1915, to December 28, 1915.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

A Proposed Change in the Law in the Matter of Caring for Our 

Orphan Children. 

(Grand Lodge Journal 1914, page 391.) 

DOCUMENT NO. 90. 

Whereas, The Grand Jurisdiction of Illinois have erected many 
beautiful buildings upon grounds owned by them in the City of Lin- 
coln, Illinois, for the purpose of caring for the children and for their 
custody and education; and 

Whereas, The purpose of this Institution is to give to the young, 
who have been bereft of their parents, the best advantages in life; and 
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Whereas, Every Odd Feliow in the Grand Jurisdiction of Illinois 
desires not only that the Institution may be managed economically 
and humanely but that the children who have been given into their 
care shall receive the highest education possible in said Institution, 
which shall prepare them for the duties and responsibilities of this 
life; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Judiciary Committee of the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, or the Committee on Legislation, prepare a statute to be pre- 
sented to the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois in 1915 at its regular 
session, which shall cover distinctly, precisely and legally the fol- 
lowing: 

First. That each child shall be received into said Institution in 
accordance with the- rules and regulations laid down by the Board of 
Trustees, who have been duly appointed by the Grand Masters and 
their appointment approved by the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois. 

Second. That each child shall be kept in said Institution for the 
term of one year and not longer than three years, and at the end of 
said term of years the Superintendent, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Board of Trustees of said Institution, shall find a home 
for said child or children given into their care. 

Third. That when any child ha& been placed by the said Super- 
intendent, by and with the consent of the said Board of Trustees, that 
it shall be the duty of the Superintendent of said Institution to visit 
said child twice each year, or said Superintendent may, by and with 
the advice of the Board of Directors, select the Matron of said Insti- 
tution to visit said child or children, and that the person in whose 
home the child shall have been placed shall report to the Superin- 
tendent of said Institution monthly concerning the health and gen- 
eral condition and progress of said child, which report shall be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Directors at the regular or special meeting, 
and a record kept of the same. 

Fourth. That the said Board of Trustees shall have full power 
to direct the Superintendent when any child has been mistreated, who 
has been admitted into the Institution, or who has been thrown upon 
the charity of the world, to take said child back into the Institution 
and to care for it until another home has been secured for said child 
or children. 

Fifth. It shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees to see that 
each and every child so placed in a home by them shall receive a 
liberal education as well as being properly cared for during its stay 
with the person with whom it has been placed. 

Sixth. That at the expiration of the term for which said child 
has been placed, namely, 18 years for girls and 21 years for boys, that 
the person to whom said child has been given and in whose home it 
has been placed, shall, when said girl arrives at the age of 18, pay to 
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her the sum of $150.00 and to each boy who has been placed in the 
home of said person by said Board of Trustees, shall pay to said boy 
the sum of $150.00. 

Seventh. That a record shall be kept showing the name, age, and 
full description of said child; also the name of the person with whom 
said child is given, and a general history of the character and ability 
of the individual in whose home the said child has been plaecd. 

Eighth. That whenever said Board of Directors find a person who 
is willing, able and capable to take care of the child in said Institu- 
tion and adopt the same, under the statutes of the State of Illinois, 
that the said Board of Directors shall have full power to take a re- 
lease from the parents or parent of said children, or the guardian of 
said children, either by order of the court or otherwise, providing the 
same is legal, and that it shall be the duty of said Board of Directors 
to see that whenever said child or children are adopted into a family 
that every proper legal step be taken for the purpose of the protection 
of said child. 

That the said Judiciary Committee or the Committee on Legisla- 
tion, to whom this Document is referred by order of the Grand Lodge, 
shall prepare a* statute in accordance with the above mentioned sug- 
gestions, submitting the same to the Grand Lodge of the Grand Juris- 
diction, I. O. O. F., of Illinois, at its next Grand Lodge convention in 
the year 1915, and if the Grand Lodge so orders and directs, after the 
consideration of said law so presented by said Committee, that it be 
referred to the Subordinate Lodges of the State of Illinois to act upon, 
and that said Subordinate Lodges shall report their action to the 
Grand Secretary, and he to report the vote upon said proposition to 
the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois in the year 1916.

Election of Grand Officers by Past Grands in Subordinate Lodges. 

(Grand Lodge Journal 1915, page 302.) 

DOCUMENT NO. 18. 

Resolved, That sections numbered eighteen, nineteen and twenty 
of Article IV. of the Grand Lodge Constitution be repealed and in lieu 
thereof the following sections be adopted: 

“Sec. 18. The nomination of candidates for Grand Lodge office 
shall be made in the following manner: At the regular 'installation 
of officers in April the Past Grands of any Subordinate Lodge may, by 
a majority vote, nominate one candidate for each Grand Lodge office 
to be filled at the next regular election. Such nomination or nomina- 
tions, if made, shall be immediately certified by the Secretary of the 
Lodge to the Grand Secretary. 

“Sec. 19. Any Past Grand who has received a nomination for a 
Grand Lodge office from no less than fifty Lodges situated in no less 
than five counties shall be notified of his nomination by the Grand 
Secretary, and, unless he declines such nomination within ten days 
after such notification, his name shall be placed upon the election 
ballot by the Grand Secretary. But no Past Grand shall be a candidate 
for more than one Grand Lodge office. That Grand Secretary shall, 
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not later than the first day of May of each year publish to the Lodges 
the names of all Past Grands who have been nominated for Grand 
Lodge offices, and shall prepare the election ballots and forward them 
to the Secretaries of the Subordinate Lodges in time for them to be 
used at the election. 

“Sec. 20. Grand Officers shall be elected by a plurality vote of 
the Past Grands and the Past Grand who receives the highest number 
of votes for any office shall be declared elected to that office. Elec- 
tions for Grand Lodge officers shall be held in the Subordinate Lodges 
at the first stated meetings of each Subordinate Lodge held in July. 
All Past Grands who are members in good standing shall be entitled 
to vote in their respective Lodges for Grand Lodge officers. The 
ballots used at such elections shall be prepared by the Grand Secretary 
and forwarded to the Lodges. Immediately after the vote has been 
taken in the Lodge the ballots shall be counted and a record thereof 
shall be entered upon the minutes of that meeting. The Secretary of 
the Lodge shall then seal up the ballots and transmit them to the 
Grand Secretary, together with a report by the Secretary under seal 
of the Lodge of the result of the count in that Lodge. 

“Sec. 21. The Grand Master, after his installation, shall, when 
he appoints the regular standing committees of the Grand Lodge, 
appoint a standing committee, which shall be known as the Committee 
on Elections and Returns, which shall consist of five Past Grands in 
good standing, who are members of the Grand Lodge. This Committee 
shall meet at the office of the Grand Secretary on the first Tuesday in 
August and open and canvass the returns from the Subordinate Lodges, 
count the ballots for Grand Lodge officers and report to the Grand 
Master. Upon the receipt of the report, the Grand Master shall 
announce the result. 

“Sec. 22. When two or more Past Grands shall receive an equal 
and the highest number of votes for a Grand Lodge office, they shall 
appear at the next Annual Session of the Grand Lodge, and, in the 
presence of the Grand Lodge determine by lot which of them is to be 
declared to be elected. 

“Sec. 23. In case of a vacancy in any Grand Lodge office occurring 
during the recess of the Grand Lodge, such vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment by the Grand Master ad iterim, until the next regular 
session of the Grand Lodge, when the vacancy shall be filled by elec- 
tion upon the floor of the Grand Lodge at which election all Past 
Grands may vote.” 

Resolved, further, That the present sections numbered twenty-one, 
twenty-two and twenty-three of Article IV. of the Grand Lodge Con- 
stitution be numbered as sections numbered twenty-four, twenty-five 
and twenty-six respectively.

Dear Brothers — I respectfully submit the following proposed 
amendment to the Grand Lodge Constitution, to be considered in full 
accordance with the existing laws which govern such amendments. 

The section which it is proposed to amend now reads: 

326. Election — Sec. 20 (Merrills’ Code, 1906) — All elective Grand 
Officers shall be chosen separately by a majority of the valid votes cast 
by the duly accredited Representatives of this Grand Lodge. When 
there are but two candidates for the same office, in the event of a tie 
for two successive ballots, the election shall be decided by lot. When 
there are more than two candidates in nomination, and neither re- 
ceived a majority of votes cast at a balloting, the one receiving the 
fewest number of votes shall, after the result of the ballot has been 
announced, be, by the Chair, declared dropped from the nomination, 
and the balloting shall proceed. 

It is now resolved by this Grand Lodge that the section above re- 
ferred to shall be amended to read as follows: 

Article IV, Section 20. All elective Grand Officers shall be chosen 
separately by a majority of the valid votes cast by the duly accredited 
members of this Grand Lodge.

When there are more than two can- 
didates in nomination, and neither receives a majority of the votes 
at a balloting, the one receiving the fewest number of votes shall, after 
the result of the ballot has been announced, be, by the Chair, declared 
dropped from the nomination, and the balloting shall proceed.

DOCUMENT NO. 50. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I. O. O. F.: 

The following is offered as an amendment to Article IV of the 
Grand Lodge Constitution, relating to the election of Grand Lodge 
officers; and, if adopted, will read as follows: 
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Section 1. The officers of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illi- 
nois shall be: Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Warden, 
Grand Secretary, Grand Treasurer, Grand Chaplain, Grand Marshal, 
Grand Conductor, Grand Guardian and Grand Herald; and the first 
five of whom shall be elected in the manner hereinafter described, 
and the others shall be appointed by the Grand Master. 

Sec. 2. If any officer shall neglect or refuse to attend the Grand 
Lodge, his office may be declared vacant, and the same shall be filled 
by the officers and members present; provided, that should such 
absence be caused by sickness or disability, the officer may be ex- 
cused by a majority of the members present. 

Sec. 3. Should such vacancy occur, by resignation or otherwise, 
in any of the elective offices of the Grand Lodge, not otherwise pro- 
vided for, the Grand Master, or, in his absence, the Deputy Grand 
Master, shall appoint a member of the Grand Lodge to fill such 
vacancy until the next regular session of the Grand Lodge, and he 
shall be entitled to all the honors and emoluments of the office, as 
though elected by the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 4. Nominations of candidates for Grand Officers may be 
made by any Past Grand transmitting tbe name of any Past Grand 
elegible for office, to the Grand Master, stating the office for which 
he is nominated, at any time prior to the first day of May. The 
Grand Master shall, immediately after the first day of May, transmit 
to each Past Grand nominated, a notice of his nomination, requesting 
his acceptance or declination of the same; and, if he accepts, he shall 
furnish the Grand Master with the notice of his acceptance, and a 
certificate of good standing in his Subordinate Lodge; failing to do 
so, the Grand Master shall not place his name on the ticket. On the 
first day of June the Grand Master shall transmit to the Grand 
Secretary the names of all Past Grands who have accepted nomina- 
tions; and the Grand Secretary shall, before July 1st, transmit to 
the several Lodges, together with suitable election blanks, the names 
of all of the nominees who have accepted the nominations, and the 
location of the respective Lodges in which they hold membership, 
stating the several offices for which they were nominated; provided, 
that no Past Grand can accept the nomination or be a candidate for 
more than one office at the same time. 

Sec. 5. At the last regular meeting of each Subordinate Lodge 
in the month of July, the Past Grands in good standing of such 
Lodge shall be entitled to vote by ballot for Grand Officers. The 
tellers shall be furnished by the Secretary with a list of all the Past 
Grands of the Lodge who are not more than thirteen weeks in arrears 
for dues, and no Past Grand shall be permitted to vote whose name 
does not appear in said list; provided, if any Past Grand whose name 
has been omitted shall pay his dues so as to make him less than 
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thirteen weeks in arrears for dues at the time, he shall be allowed, 
on presenting a receipt to that effect, to have his name added to said 
list and to cast his vote. Immediately after the reading of the 
minutes the Noble Grand shall appoint two tellers from among the 
members of the Lodge, and thereupon declare the ballot open, and the 
same shall remain open until the order of business “Good of the 
Order” shall have been reached, when the ballot shall be declared 
closed; whereupon the tellers, assisted by the Secretary, and under 
the supervision of the Noble Grand, shall count the votes in open 
Lodge and announce the result, and a record thereof shall be entered 
upon the minutes. The Noble Grand, Secretary and tellers shall, on 
the same evening, make an abstract in triplicate of the votes cast 
for each candidate, attach their signature and the seal of the Lodge 
to same, and immediately transmit a copy of said abstract to the 
Grand Master, and one copy to the Grand Secretary (and the Grand 
Secretary shall retain these abstracts unopened until after the last 
day upon which abstracts may be sent in, or August 1st). The 
Secretary of the Lodge shall retain the remaining copy thereof in 
said Lodge, and deliver the same to the Representative of the Grand 
Lodge, who will delive it to the Committee on Returns at the next 
session of that body. The Grand Secretary shall, at the following 
session of the Grand Lodge, deliver the said abstracts received by 
him, to the Committee on Returns for comparison with the report of 
the Grand Master. 

Sec. 6. The Grand Master shall, on the second Tuesday in August, 
call to his assistance three disinterested Past Grands, residents of 
the city in which the Grand Master resides, and proceed to open and 
count the votes for Grand Officers. If any of the returns shall be 
irregular, or want any of the requisites prescribed in Section 5, the 
Grand Master shall immediately transmit said irregular returns to 
the Lodge or Lodges making said irregular returns, and call attention 
to the irregularities, and request the corrections of the same. After 
having canvassed all correct returns, and transmitted (if there be 
any) said irregular returns as above described, said board of can- 
vassers shall adjourn to a future date, not less than fifteen nor more 
than thirty days, when they shall meet and complete the canvass. 
The Past Grands having the highest number of votes shall be declared 
duly elected to the offices for which they were respectively nominated, 
in the event of a tie vote, the candidate receiving the votes of the 
largest number of Subordinate Lodges shall be declared elected. 
In the event of the death, removal or declination of the candidate 
otherwise to be declared elected, the candidate receiving the next 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected. The Grand 
Master shall, immediately after the vote has been canvassed, certify 
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the results of the count to the Grand Secretary, who shall notify the 
candidates of their election. 

Sec. 7. The returns from the several Lodges, together with the 
tally sheet, properly asserted to by the Grand Master and his assist- 
ants, shall be sealed up and returned to the Grand Lodge at the 
commencement of its next session, for revision and the correction of 
errors, if any be found therein. Such returns, together with dupli 
cate returns held by the Grand Secretary, shall be referred to the 
Committee on Returns, who shall carefully examine the same, and 
report to the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 8. Representatives of the Sovereign Grand Lodge from this 
Grand Lodge shall be nominated and elected in the same manner 
as is provided for the election of officers to this Grand Lodge. At 
the election of officers in the month of July, of odd-numbered years, 
there shall be elected one Grand Representative to serve for a term 
of one year, and, at the election of officers in the month of July, in 
the even numbered years, there shall be elected two Grand Repre- 
sentatives, one to serve for a term of one year, and one to serve for 
a term of two years. In making nominations for such officers to be 
voted for in even numbered years, the Past Grand making the nomi- 
nation shall state for which term the Brother is nominated, and the 
election blanks furnished by the Grand Secretary shall designate one 
class of candidates as '‘Grand Representative for one year/’ and the 
other class of candidates as “Grand Representative for two years,” 
provided that in case a Past Grand shall be nominated for both the 
one year and the two year terms, he may not be a candidate in both 
classes, but he must state in his acceptance the term for which his 
acceptance is filed. 

Sec. 9. It is further resolved, that no candidate for any of the 
above offices shall be permitted to send any letters, photographs or 
literature to, or be permitted to visit Lodges advocating their election, 
or permit it to be done by others. Should any candidate violate this 
resolution, and in the event of having received the highest number 
of votes, and upon proper proof brought before the returning board, 
the returning board shall declare him not legally elected, and he 
shall not be installed into the office for which he was a candidate, 
but the candidate having received the next highest number of votes, 
if he shall be free from any of the above charges, shall be declared 
elected, and installed into the respective office.

Nineteenth report of Committee on Legislation, by Brother 
F. B. Merrills. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , L O. O. F.: 

Your Committee on Legislation, to whom was referred Document 
No. 63, would respectfully report the following proposed amendment 
to the Subordinate Lodge Constitution, and recommend that it be not 
adopted: 

Financial Secretary — Section 6. The Financial Secretary (if any 
be had) shall be chosen at the election in March. He shall keep the 
accounts between the Lodge and the members. He shall pay over to 
the Treasurer immediately all moneys received by him, and shall in- 
form the Treasurer from time to time, or at the last payment in each 
term, how much of the money paid to him belongs to any special fund 
of the Lodge. He shall notify every brother twenty (20) days before 
he becomes thirteen (13) weeks in arrears for dues. He shall notify 
all members who are at any time in arrears for eleven months' dues, 
delivering the notice in person, if practicable; but if not, then mail- 
ing it to the member’s last known address; and at the expiration of 
the next succeeding month, if said member’s account is not settled in 
whole or in part, sufficient to reduce his arrears to less than one full 
year’s dues, he shall present the name of such member to the Lodge, 
prior to the last meeting in March, June, September and December, 
respectively, he shall notify all members who are in arrears for one 
quarter's dues. He shall, at the close of each term, make to the Lodge 
a detailed report of the business of his office, and have his books written 
up for the Finance Committee, whom he shall meet prior to the first 
meeting in the next succeeding term, to exhibit his books and papers, 
and to aid them in the examination thereof; and at the first regular 
meeting of the new term he shall present his report to the Lodge, with 
a statement of the balance of account of each unsuspended member. 
He shall make out the annual report to the Grand Lodge, as required 
by Article XI, and shall deliver it to the Recording Secretary for 
record and for forwarding to the Grand Lodge. He shall be exempt 
from all dues and receive such further compensation as the Lodge may 
have fixed prior to his election. He shall give bond, as is provided for 
the Treasurer in the following section.

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GRAND REPRESENTATIVES’ REPORT. 


To Hon. John J. Crowder, Grand Master: 

Following the beaten path of a time honored custom, it becomes 
our pleasant duty as Representatives to the Sovereign Grand Lodge to 
submit herewith a brief report of the acts and doings of that Supreme 
Authority during the past year, together with such observations and 
excerpts from official reports as may appear of interest and service in 
these records. 

NINETY-SECOND ANNUAL COMMUNICATION. 

The ninety-second annual communication of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge I.O.O.F. was held in the city of Chattanooga, Tennessee, com- 
mencing Monday, September 18th, 1916, and continuing in daily ses- 
sion up to and including Friday, September 22nd, 1916. 

OPENING SESSION AND ORGANIZATION. 

Promptly at the hour of 9 o’clock a., m., pursuant to previous 
announcement, on Monday, September 18th, 1916, the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge convened in the High School Building in Chattanooga with the 
following members present:

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OPENING PRAYER. 

Rev. J. A. Lucas, Grand Chaplain, addressed the Throne of Grace 
in these words: 

“O Lord, our Lord, how excellent are Thy ways in all the earth; 
Sovereign of the Universe, Almighty, Everlasting God, we importune 
Thee to hear us while we pray. If we were infinite, it would be use- 
less to ask of Thee, but since we are finite and Thou art Almighty 
we want to implore Thee to listen to our pleadings. 

“Thou art past finding out, yet ever ready to help in time of need. 
As Thou knowest us all, for we are Thy creatures, we are convinced 
that Thou art intensely interested in all we say and do. 

“We thank Thee for the preservation of our lives. We bless Thee 
for the care of our Grand Sire, Deputy Grand Sire, Grand Secretary, 
Grand Treasurer and all the Grand Officers and Grand Representa- 
tives. Bless, we pray Thee, our hosts in Tennessee and in all the 
jurisdictions here represented. Let the heavenly benedictions in end- 
less profusion descend upon our loved ones in our homes all over the 
broad domain of earth. 

“While we deeply deplore the disastrous conditons in the old 
world on account of the carnage of war, where human life is so rapidly 
going out and where human suffering beggars description, we do 
thank God that our beloved land — the land of the free and the home of 
Lhe brave — is at peace with all lands. May this peace ever so remain 
is our prayer. 

“We render thanks for this splendid body of representative men. 
Give them great wisdom in all the deliberations of this session. Let 
harmony prevail in the essence of Friendship, Love and Truth. 

“Some of our brothers have fallen since last we met. The sorrow 
has been deep, the burden has pressed down hard, the scalding tear 
has furrowed its way deeply into the flushed cheek, but out of it all 
comes the sweet thought that we are never alone. 

“Bless the widow and the orphan. Care for our homes. 

May all that we do be done in the sweetest fellowship for the 
Redeemer’s sake. Amen.”

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 

The official reports of the Grand Sire, the General Commanding, 
the Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer were submitted and re- 
ferred to proper committees. 

ILLINOIS ASSIGNMENTS. 

In the appointment of standing committees the Representatives 
from Illinois were assigned as follows: 

Darnall was returned to the Committee on Finance. 

Pease went to the Committee on Constitutions. 

Mourer went to Committee on Unfinished Business. 

Waltrip went to Committee on Patriarchal Branch of the Order. 

FRATERNAL PRESS. 

At the table prepared for the fraternal press were seated the rep- 
resentatives of twenty-one Odd Fellow papers and periodicals. A 
splendid bunch of wide awake fellows, entitled to much of the credit 
for the diffusion of the principles of Oddfellowship. 

Prominent among them were the men from Illinois: John H. 
Sikes of the Odd Fellows Herald: M. H. Spier of the P.M. Monthly; 
and Jac La Grave of the Three Links Bulletin. 

ELECTION. 

The new constitution provides that the election of officers must 
take place on the second day of the session and so it happened that 
much of the attention and interest on Tuesday was given over to that 
order of business. 

Having disposed of the usual preliminary motions, the following 
officers were duly elected without opposition: 

Frank C. Goudy of Colorado, Grand Sire. 

John E. Goodwin of Maryland, Grand Secretary. 

William H. Cox of Kentucky, Grand Treasurer. 

For Deputy Grand Sire eight names were proposed for considera- 
tion. On the third ballot, after all names except Henry V. Borst of 
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New York and Joseph Oliver of Toronto, Ontario, had been withdrawn, 
Rep. Borst was duly elected Deputy Grand Sire for the term of two 
years. 

APPEAL. 

Only one appeal case was considered at this session. Effa G. 
Young appealed from an order of the Grand Lodge of New York re- 
versing the action of the Rebekah Assembly of said State and re- 
manding the cause for further proceedings. 

This appeal involved only technical objections to the mode of 
procedure ordered by the Grand Lodge of New York. The guilt or 
innocence of the accused was not a matter for consideration. As a 
matter of fact the offense to which the accused plead guilty was 
merely trivial and the penalty fixed was to be a reprimand. 

In due course appeal was taken, first to the President of the 
Assembly, thence to the Rebekah Assembly, thence to the Grand 
Lodge of New York, and finally to the Sovereign Grand Lodge, where 
after due consideration the action of the Grand Lodge of New York 
was sustained. 


NEXT PLACE OF MEETING. 

Three cities were proposed for consideration in the matter of 
selecting a place for the Annual Session of 1917, Louisville, Ky., 
Omaha, Neb., and Fort Worth, Texas. 

On vote being taken, Louisville was the favorite and was duly 
declared chosen by the Grand Sire. 

LEGISLATION. 

The 1916 session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge will probably go 
down in history as the most stupendous effort of a legislative body to 
avoid legislation in the annals of this or any other Fraternal Order. 

Every proposed amendment to the constitution was voted down and 
only one bill referred to the Committee on Legislation succeeded in run- 
ning the gauntlet of adverse criticism and drawing a favorable report. 
The single exception was not a bill of general interest but one that 
afforded relief to certain jurisdictions having an unalterable consti- 
tution. 

It might be well to direct attention to three measures of especial 
interest in this Grand Body, all of which were killed in committee or 
died on the way. 


BONDING OF OFFICERS. 

Representative Logan, of Kentucky, introduced a resolution as 
follows: Resolved, That the various Grand Jurisdictions be re- 

quested to enact such legislation as will enable them to provide 
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schedule surety bonds covering all officers of Grand and Subordinate 
Bodies required by any law to give bond for the faithful discharge of 
official duty. 

The Committee reported careful consideration of the proposition 
and recommended that it be not adopted, and their report was ap- 
proved by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

NATIONAL FLAG. 

Bill No. 2 as presented by Rep. Darnall following instructions 
from the Grand Lodge of Illinois, proposed an additional section to 
Chapter 7 of the Code of the General Laws to be known as Section 
808%, entitled and to read as follows: 

Sec. 808%. National Flag. The flag of the country in which a 
lodge is located shall be considered an integral part of the furniture 
of the Lodge and shall be required to be displayed in every Lodge, 
Encampment, Rebekah Lodge, or Canton while open for the transac- 
tion of business. 

The debate on this bill in the Committee on Legislation, to which 
it was referred, was spirited. A lengthy majority report written by 
Rep. Huddleston, of Alabama, was returned with the recommendation 
that the bill do not pass. A minority report, shorter but equally posi- 
tive in sentiment and signed by three members of the Committee, 
Reps. Pond, of Connecticut, Thompson, of Michigan, and Wagner, of 
Iowa, was also returned. 

Under the rules the adverse report of the majority killed the bill 
without further action unless certain counter moves were made. Rep. 
Darnall moved the consideration of the measure notwithstanding the 
adverse report of the committee, which was agreed to. 

However, notwithstanding this small measure of success it was 
plainly apparent that the necessary two-thirds vote to pass the bill 
could not be mustered and after paving the way for future action by 
a lively discussion in which Past Grand Sire E. S. Conway joined with 
a strong plea for the passage of the bill, the vote was taken and the 
majority report of the Committee was finally approved. 

LADIES' AUXILIARY. 

Resolution No. 9 introduced by Reps. Waltrip and Mourer on in- 
struction from the Grand Encampment of Illinois, providing for a 
social auxiliary branch to consist of the wives, daughters mothers and 
sisters of Patriarchs, was referred to Committee on State of the 
Order. 

No special opposition to this measure developed on the surface, 
nevertheless the measure was peacefully laid to rest by the Commit- 
tee report that “in the opinion of this Committee no additional legis- 
lation is necessary."

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ENCAMPMENT AND PATRIARCHS MILITANT. 

For a long period of years it has been realized by close observers 
that the Encampment Branch and Patriarchs Militant of our Order 
have not measured up to the influential place in our propaganda to 
which they have aspired and to which it would seem that their 
exalted ideals and beautiful ceremonies entitle them. 

An earnest attempt to better the conditions was started in San 
Francisco last year and a committee was appointed at considerable 
expense to prepare a plan of action. However, the universal deter- 
mination to leave matters just as they are prevailed and no considera- 
tion was given to the elaborate propositions of the committee. 

GRAND BODIES NOT REPRESENTED. 

The Committee on Grand Bodies not represented stated in their 
report (No. 33) that all Grand Bodies on this continent were repre- 
sented and expressed the deep regret universally felt that Foreign 
Bodies could not be represented because of the great European war. 
The report closed with an expression cf sympathy for our Brethren 
across the seas and prayer that peace may soon be restored among the 
nations. 


CHATTANOOGA. 

We have read in our childhood days the soul-stirring poetry and 
have listened with rapture to the sweet melody of the old plantation 
songs of “Sunny Tennessee." The traditional hospitality of the 
Southland and the beauty and granduer of its scenery have long been 
matters of common report, but for all that we were not at all pre- 
pared for our happy introduction to the flourishing city of Chatta- 
nooga, the peerless city of the land of Cotton and of Corn. Hidden 
away in a beautiful valley through which the sunny Tennessee winds 
like a silver thread through shady glens at the feet of towering 
peaks, the beautiful city of Chattanooga lies like a sparkling gem in 
a field of emerald green, just now tinged with autumn’s brown and 
purple and gold. 

Yonder to the South and East through the world-famed battle- 
ground of Chickamauga may be traced the trail that leads through 
the gateway in the hills to the cotton fields of Georgia and the tropical 
fruits of Florida. To the Southwest the iron trail of the Queen and 
Crescent leads to the industries of Birmingham and on to New Orleans. 
From the North and West Chattanooga draws the foodstuffs from the 
harvest fields of the great Middle West. Small wonder that since the 
census of 1910 Chattanooga has more than doubled in population and 
has multiplied many times in commercial importance and financial 
strength. 
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Here the tourists, wanderers and globe-trotters of the earth 
gather at all seasons of the year to travel over the historical battle- 
fields of Chickamauga and Missionary Ridge and scale the heights of 
Lookout Mountain, from whose towering summit may be seen the 
fields and forests, the mountains and valleys echoing the busy hum 
and industrial life of seven States. 

In this environment and with the development of all these ad- 
vantages Chattanooga certainly may look forward with confidence to 
splendid accomplishments in the future. 

SOCIAL. 

The local committee and civic authorities demonstrated their 
ability to make good in every emergency, but nowhere did they ap- 
pear to better advantage than in their constant endeavor to please and 
entertain their guests. 

First it was a trip down the river, all day Saturday with noon 
and evening lunch, on the steamer Chattanooga. On Sunday special 
services and a splendid sermon by the resident pastor of the Baptist 
church. From that time during* the remainder of our stay there was 
a continual round of scenic trips, entertainments, receptions, reunions 
and balls that kept everyone busy every minute of the time, when the 
Lodge was not in session. 

The hosts of the occasion certainly deserved the words of com- 
mendation and appreciation which they received in the resolutions 
prepared by the Committee on Courtesies. 

EXCERPTS FROM GRAND SIRE’S REPORT. 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows: 

Representatives: Pursuant to the requirements of the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the Order, I beg leave to submit for your consid- 
eration, this my annual and final report of the doings in the office of 
the Grand Sire. 

The past year has been one of great interest, not alone because 
of the importance of the regular work of our world wide organization, 
but also because of the unusual and extraordinary events, which have 
arrested and held in rapt attention the minds of thoughtful men 
everywhere, and which have been occasioned and brought into exist- 
ence by the dreadful and regrettable European war. Never before in 
the worlds history has such wealth of blood and money and happiness 
been uselessly expended: never before have such gigantic armies 
been assembled to kill and be themselves destroyed; never before has 
earth witnessed such dreadful carnage and such untold misery and 
unhappiness. What it is all about we do not know. When it will 
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end is purely conjecture. The sad fact remains that, so long as it 
does continue, the minds of men everywhere must of necessity, and, 
undoubtedly will, be kept to a very great degree away from the chan- 
nels of love and happiness and forced, involuntarily, to contemplate 
those things that lead to selfishness and hate. 

Such a cause can have but one result. Already the church and 
other peace loving institutions, such as ours, have to a slight degree 
felt tbe disquieting touch. They have been put to a severe and cruel 
test, as to whether or not (at a time when practically the whole civil- 
ized world, seemingly bereft of reason and apparently crazed with a 
desire to kill and destroy and to overturn the very foundation stones 
of civilization), the spirit of friendship, truth, toleration, and brotherly 
love could live, much less flourish. The evil effect of war upon the 
minds of men can easily be seen on every hand by the true fraternal- 
ist. Ordinarily we are loath to believe that the teachings of fraternity 
and all the gentler arts and sciences have not been of sufficient per- 
manency to withstand the united assaults of selfishness and greed and 
the other baser passions to which the human mind seems heir, and 
while at times the influence of fear and doubt invite us to despair, yet 
thanks to the Father of all men and our faith in the ultimate triumph 
of right over wrong, we have been enabled to view the present world- 
wide conflagration with a firm and abiding conviction that in the end 
(soon to come, as all devoutly wish) a universal, world-wide, everlast- 
ing peace will come to bless mankind and heal the open wounds of 
war and carnage; that love will take the place of fear and hatred; 
that happiness and joy will rule instead of misery and woe; that inno- 
cence and contentment, unafraid and undisturbed, will grace this old 
world of ours once more; that the groans and wails of human suffering 
will be forever banished from the hearing of mankind and that the 
poor, the weak, and the defenseless will find refuge and respite from 
heavy burdens imposed upon them by the war lords of this earth. 

Notwithstanding the disturbed conditions, everywhere apparent, 
our Order is in better condition than ever before; we are better organ- 
ized; there is more real genuine interest manifested; our Homes 
were never supported better, and the amount of relief disbursed never 
greater than at the present time. 

The Order is being recognized, as never before, as a world-wide 
positive force for good and the opportunities now presenting them- 
selves are such as to warrant the belief that we have just fairly 
started on our mission to make men happier and better. 

Let us renew our supplications, to the Creator and Preserver of 
the universe, that He may continue His approving smile upon us as 
an Order and as individuals. 
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DECISIONS. 

Under the power conferred by the constitution, vitalized by Sec- 
tion 630 of the Code, I have been required to make the following de- 
cisions: 

1. A member of the Order becoming sick while serving his 
country as a soldier in France is entitled to receive sick benefits from 
his lodge notwithstanding the fact that he receives pay from his gov- 
ernment for his services as a soldier. (Saskatchewan.) 

2. A member of the Order, injured while in the employ of a rail- 
road company, is entitled to receive the regular weekly sick benefits 
allowed by the by-laws of his lodge, notwithstanding the fact that the 
railroad company paid his salary during the time he was incapaci- 
tated, provided, of course, he is otherwise entitled to receive sick 
benefits. (Saskatchewan.) 

3. The law of the Sovereign Grand Lodge requiring an examina- 
tion of candidates before they can be advanced 'in the Order was not 
brought over by the adoption of a new Code and after January 1, 
1916, the matter of examination of candidates will be subject to the 
laws of each Grand Body. (Ontario.) 

4. Since 1892 there has been no distinction, in British Columbia, 
between felonies and misdemeanors, all crimes being denominated 
“indictable offenses”; prior to that time an agent who misappropri- 
ated money of his principal was guilty of a misdemeanor. A member 
of the Order in that Jurisdiction was indicted and convicted for the 
crime of embezzlement and while undergoing sentence was charged 
in his lodge with conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow. Held, that 
Section 927 of the Code does not apply in his case, the crime charged 
not being a “felony.” (British Columbia Code, Sec. 927.) 

5. There is no provision in our laws whereby the losing party 
in an appeal to the Sovereign Grand Lodge can collect his costs from 
a subordinate body. (West Virginia.) 

6. It is competent for a subordinate lodge that owns its hall to 
charge an admittance fee for the use thereof when same is permitted 
to be used occasionally for public musicales or literary entertain- 
ments. For the purpose of preparing a hall, or lodge room, for the 
purposes above named, the lodge may erect a stage therein and the 
fact that the hall or lodge room has been formally dedicated for lodge 
purposes will not prevent such use. (Vermont.) 

7. The schedule of minimum weekly benefits, as fixed by the 
1915 Code, takes precedence over any Grand Lodge or Grand En- 
campment law, or subordinate lodge or Encampment by-law in conflict 
therewith, and must be recognized. A by-law of a subordinate lodge 
which provides that, “no benefits shall be paid for the first week’s 
sickness; thereafter he shall receive the sum of $6.00 per week until

he shall have received twenty-six weeks’ benefits, and for the re- 
mainder of such sickness he shall receive $2.00 per week, if a third 
degree member,” does not contravene Sections 3 and 5 of the 1916 
Code, and is therefore valid. 

8. Section 457 of the Code which provides that a District Deputy 
snail not be eligible to hold any office in his subordinate lodge, unless 
the Grand Body having jurisdiction over him shall enact otherwise, is 
applicable to, and binding upon, a subordinate Rebekah lodge. 
(Louisiana.) 

9. A Rebekah lodge may not, lawfully, appropriate money out of 
its contingent fund to purchase a gold watch or silverware as a gift 
to the retiring President of a Rebekah Assembly. (Texas.) 

10. A Rebekah lodge may not, lawfully, use its funds to pay for 
a “Mexican” supper given after the lodge adjourns where only mem- 
bers are present. (Texas.) 

11. The word “dependent” as used in Section 39 of the Code 
means a person who depends on or looks to another for support or 
aid. The words “relatives upon whom deceased was dependent” as 
used in the subordinate lodge constitution of Illinois, means those 
relatives to whom deceased looked in his lifetime for support and aid, 
and a member (a bachelor), living at the home of his niece, and 
leaving an estate, is not a “dependent” within the meaning of the 
word as used in said constitution. The dependence intended by said 
clause means “financial” dependence and not dependence for care and 
attention during sickness, and unless the niece looked to her uncle for 
financial assistance she would not be entitled to death benefits. (Illi- 
nois.) 

12. A by-law of a Subordinate Lodge which reads: “A brother 
being on the sick list of this lodge, who shall be declared off the sick 
list, and later shall again be taken sick or disabled from the same 
complaint, shall have his case investigated and, if proper cause be 
found, he shall again from the later date be again placed on the sick 
list as for a continuation of the original or previous sick list, at the 
continuation rate and not begin again at the maximum rate, and 
nothing shall be paid for the intervals between the sickness or dis- 
abilities,” is not, unless in conflict with Grand Lodge laws, repugnant 
to the provisions of any constitutional provision or general law of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. (Connecticut, 1915 Code, Chap. 1, Art. 1.) 

13. The Grand Lodge Constitution of Iowa contains the following 
section: “Qualifications of Representatives. The representatives 
provided for in Section 3 shall each have received, or be entitled to 
receive at the time of his nomination, Past Official and Grand Lodge 
degrees, and be elected on the first meeting night in June bi-ennially. 
They must be residents of the district in which they are elected, or 
within the territorial jurisdiction of a subordinate lodge within said 
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district and of which he is a member, and, after election removal from 
the district or from the territorial jurisdiction of the lodge of which 
he is a member and from the district from which elected creates a 
vacancy.” Held: That a member of a lodge living in Missouri who 
was admitted to membership in an Iowa lodge after permission of the 
Grand Masters of Iowa and Missouri, and who resides nearer to the 
lodge to which he belongs than any other lodge in either Iowa or 
Missouri, and who is otherwise qualified, is eligible to election as 
representative to the Grand Lodge of Iowa. (Iowa, 1915 Code, Sec. 
417.) 

14. It is unlawful for a subordinate lodge to enact a by-law re- 
quiring all applicants to pass a medical examination and to pay for 
same out of the lodge funds. (Ohio.) 

15. It is unlawful for a subordinate lodge to pay weekly premi- 
ums out of its treasury to any insurance company for the purpose of 
providing a funeral benefit for its members. (West Virginia.) 

16. In a Jurisdiction where subordinate jurisdictional lines have 
been abolished, members desiring to change their membership from 
one lodge, encampment, or Rebekah lodge, to another, must observe 
fully the laws relative to such subject and cannot change their mem- 
bership under the transfer certificate plan unless they actually change 
their residence. Where a member desires to change his membership, 
but not his residence, he may make application upon his official cer- 
tificate paying the necessary fee; if elected, he must obtain a with- 
drawal card and deposit same in his new lodge. It is competent in 
such jurisdiction for a subordinate lodge, encampment or Rebekah 
lodge, unless prohibited by the Constitution of their Grand Lodge, to 
provide by by-law for a member to join by unexpired withdrawal card 
without fee, other than the fee required for the purchase of the with- 
drawal card. (Illinois.) 

17. In the absence of legislation by a Grand Body to tbe con- 
trary, a member of a subordinate body, who is more than thirteen 
weeks in arrears for dues, but who has not been suspended for non- 
payment thereof, and is otherwise in good standing on the books, has 
a right to vote, subject to the restrictions enumerated in the Code. 
(New Mexico, 1915 Code, Sections 286, 983 et seq.) 

18. A subordinate encampment cannot, even by unanimous con- 
sent of its members, adopt a by-law which reduces its membership to 
a non-beneficial basis, unless the constitution or general law of the 
Jurisdiction authorizes such action. (Iowa, 1915 Code, Sec. 2.) 

19. When a member changing his place of residence makes appli- 
cation for membership in another lodge, encampment or Rebekah 
lodge, on his official certificate and is elected, it immediately becomes 
the duty of the secretary or scribe of the new lodge or encampment 
to notify his old lodge or encampment of his election to membership 
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in the new lodge or encampment and to send his old lodge or encamp- 
ment 25 cents to pay for a transfer certificate. The old lodge or en- 
campment is not bound to issue a transfer certificate until both the 
notice of election and receipt of the fee, and if, by reason of a con- 
troversy, the transfer certificate be not issued, the brother cannot 
acquire full membership in the new lodge, but on the contrary remains 
a member of the old lodge which will be entitled to all dues properly 
chargeable until the due issuance of the transfer certificate. (Texas.) 

20. Where a patriarch applied for and was granted a withdrawal 
card in order to become a petitioner for a charter for a new encamp- 
ment, and his name appears on the petition for such charter, and when 
the encampment was instituted he was present and assumed the obli- 
gation provided for in the ceremony of institution, but did not sign 
the constitution, and now refuses to do so but demands the with- 
drawal card which he deposited for the purpose of assisting in the 
institution of the new encampment, he does not thereby become en- 
titled to the return of the withdrawal card or to the issuance of a new 
one as a matter of right, blit must make application therefor by the 
usual and regular method. If he refuses to sign the constitution he 
thereby wilfully prevents the completion of his membership. When 
his withdrawal card was applied for, voted and issued by his old en- 
campment and accepted and deposited by him in the new encamp- 
ment, his membership in the old encampment terminated (unless at 
the time of issuance he had paid a quarter year’s dues in advance and 
took sick and died before his membership in the new encampment had 
been completed, in which case he would be entitled to benefits and 
his beneficiaries to death benefits) and he is no longer a member 
thereof. Membership begins when the candidate is initiated and signs 
the constitution. Signing the constitution is a pre-requisite to full 
membership. (Texas.) 

21. No Subordinate Lodge, Encampment or Rebekah Lodge can 
circularize their membership, without the consent of the Grand 
Master, unless it be on matters directly pertaining to the business of 
the Lodge, and in such case no extraneous or unnecessary matter can 
be embodied in the circular; nothing but the business existing be- 
tween the member and the Lodge can be included therein. (New 
Hampshire, 1915 Code, Sec. 925.) 

22. In a jurisdiction where the Rebekah Assembly has not been 
given full legislation authority by its Grand Lodge, it is necessary 
for the President of the Rebekah Assembly to obtain consent of the 
Grand Master before she can circularize the Lodges or members in 
her jurisdiction. (New Hampshire, 1915 Code, Sec. 925.) 

23. When in a Subordinate Encampment an amendment to By- 
Laws was under consideration, which required two-thirds vote of all 
members present to adopt, and seventeen voted for the amendment 
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and eight voted against same, but before the result was announced, 
the Chief Patriarch claimed the right to and did vote and voted in the 
negative, thus making the vote stand seventeen to nine: Held, that 
the amendment was lost and the Chief Patriarch had a right to vote 
on said amendment the same as any other member and the section of 
said Encampment’s By-Laws which reads as follows: “To give the 
casting vote on all questions before the Encampment in which there 
may be an equal division of members, except in the election of officers 
and on appeals from his decision,” does not prohibit the Chief Patri- 
arch from voting 011 said proposed amendment. (Tennessee.) 

24. Section 144 of the Code entitles a member to receive and re- 
quires (all things else being satisfactory) the presiding officer of a 
Subordinate Lodge or Encampment or a Rebekah Lodge to com- 
municate the A. T. P. W. or A. P. W. if the holder be in a jurisdiction 
other than his own, or the semi-annual pass word (or check word) 
if the holder is in his own jurisdiction, and this even though payment 
of dues is to but one day in advance of the day the official certificate 
is presented. (Oklahoma, 1915 Code, Sec. 144.) 

25. Neither a Grand Master, or other Grand Officer, nor any other 
person is entitled to visit a Rebekah Assembly unless he is a member 
in good standing of a Rebekah Lodge in good standing. (Mississippi.) 

26. Grand bodies may by legislation provide that in lieu of other 
regalia a ribbon may be worn of the color of the highest degree the 
member has attained. It is optional whether or not a jewel be at- 
tached thereto. (Mississippi.) 

27. A Grand Lodge has not the power to enact and enforce a law 
authorizing a Rebekah Assembly to levy, collect and disburse a per 
capita tax of ten cents on each member of its Subordinate Rebekah 
Lodges for the purpose of holding district meetings. (Arkansas, 1915 
Code, Sec. 302.) 

28. It is permissible for a Subordinate Encampment which pays 
sick benefits to provide for the admission of non-beneficial members. 
(Maritime Provinces.) 

29. A Lodge, by motion duly carried, voted the sum of $25.00 
from its general fund for the benefit of “The Patriotic Fund”; war- 
rant was issued an money paid notwithstanding objection was made 
thereto to the Noble Grand and Secretary; the By-Laws of the Lodge 
required one week’s notice in writing before any motion could be en- 
tertained which had for its object the expenditure of any money from 
the funds of the Lodge (except contracts for current expenses) in 
excess of $10.00; the By-Laws also provided that no part thereof 
should be repealed, altered, suspended or amended unless a proposal 
therefor be presented in writing, to the Lodge and lie over for two 
regular meetings, when if two-thirds of the members vote in favor of 
the same, it would be adopted, no attempt to comply with these re- 
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quirements having been made, Held: The By-Laws was illegally sus- 
pended; the money was illegally voted; and Noble Grand, Secretary 
and Treasurer are liable to the Lodge for the misappropriation. 
(Maritime Provinces, 1915 Code, Secs. 302-304.) 

30. Where a member of the Order, married and father of two 
children, both minors, becomes insane and is committed to the state 
hospital for treatment and after he became insane his wife secured 
a decree of divorce and was also awarded the custody of the two chil- 
dren, it is the duty of his Encampment (in this case) to keep him in 
good standing on the books and to pay him his benefits according to 
the By-Laws of his Encampment, and the provision of the Code; first, 
for the relief of the personal needs of the Patriarch, if any; second, 
for the relief of the personal needs of his minor children (the wife 
not being entitled to participate therein unless so provided for in the 
decree of divorce) and any benefits belonging to him and not ex- 
pended, shall be held in a separate fund to be accounted for to him in 
the event of his recovery or in the event of his death to be paid to 
his orphans or dependent relatives, and if there be none such, the 
unexpended benefits shall revert to the general fund of the Encamp- 
ment. If no guardian has been appointed for the minor children, it 
will be the duty of the Encampment to exercise due care to see that 
the interests of the minors are properly conserved. (Washington, 
1915 Code, Sec. 30.) 


CONCLUSION. 

I trust the present session of this body may be productive of much 
good, not only to the fraternity itself, and its entire membership, but* 
for humanity as well. Time was when Odd Fellowship stood for Odd 
Fellows only: happily that time is past and we have become more 
truly altruistic and our Order is now known and recognized through- 
out the earth as the voluntary advocate of the rights of all men and 
the foe of all wrong and oppression. We are now the representatives 
of an institution that has become a world wide positive force for good 
and in order to maintain our present high standard it behooves us to 
be vigilant, aggressive and unselfish. God grant that we may be 
blessed with knowledge, wisdom and understanding hearts, to the end 
that we may make good use of our talents and continue to make Odd 
Fellowship loved and respected by men and women everywhere: may 
His richest blessings be showered upon the poor, the ignorant, the 
weak, and the oppressed, and may the coming of the happy day be 
not delayed when one law shall bind all nations, tongues and kindreds 
of the earth and that law shall be the law of universal brotherhood.

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 

It is not the intent or purpose of this report to chronicle details 
except insofar as may be required in conveying a fairly good under- 
standing of the method of procedure in vogue in the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge in the discharge of its functions. 

In the very near future a printed copy of the proceedings will be 
placed in every Subordinate Lodge for the benefit of any Brother who 
may desire to thoroughly investigate any action of individual interest. 
Hence it is not profitable to burden these records further than in- 
dicated. 
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THE YEAR. 

Across the tablet of the years the record of another period in the 
history of the development of the fraternal relation in the human 
race has been written. 

Into the crucible have been thrown the hopes and ambitions of 
warring nations where hands are already dripping red with human 
blood, and jealousy and hate and lust have not yet burned out, as they 
must and will burn out eventually in preparation for the dawning of 
the glorious day when our law, the law of Universal Brotherhood, will 
bind all nations, tongues and kindred of the earth. Until that day 
and hour we can only hope and work and pray. 

As the giant oak only reaches the summit of its sublime grandeur 
after years of varied experience, years in which are mingled the days 
of balmy sunshine and beauty with the days of winter’s chilling blast 
and the wild pandemonium of the storm, so fraternity, the ideal of 
God’s desire, can only be reached through the vicissitudes of human 
joy and sorrow. While our progress, universally, during the past year 
has not been all that we could have desired, yet “sustained and 
soothed by an unfaltering faith,” let us turn our eyes resolutely to 
the land of the rising sun and press forward for greater and better 
things in the years to come. 

THE EIGHTEEN YEAR AMENDMENT. 

The annual 18 year amendment was considered and this time it 
was killed by the decisive negative vote of 114 to 90. 

As it requires a three-fourths affirmative vote to change the laws 
of the Order in regard to this matter it would seem that as this bill is 
now dead it would be just as well to let it stay dead for a few years 
at least. 

" BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 

An amendment introduced by Hep. Christenson, of Utah, providing 
for biennial instead of annual sessions, was laid over for one year, 
under the rules, and will come up for consideration next year. 

SISTER TANDY’S APPOINTMENT. 

Sister Myrtle W. Tandy, Past President of the Rebekah Assembly, 
is receiving the congratulations of her friends on her appointment to 
the office of Grand Marshal in the Association of Rebekah Assemblies. 

Sister Tandy is an efficient and earnest worker and richly merits 
this distinction.

Past Grand Representative Sayler received many well deserved 
compliments on his work as reading clerk. He not only manifested 
an unusual degree of efficiency, but the carrying qualities of his well 
trained voice was a happy surprise to those who had never heard 
him. 


THE NEW CODE. 

The adoption of the Code of 1915 at San Francisco marked an 
epoch in the legal machinery under the guidance of which we labor 
and should be a lesson for future generations in the matter of revision 
of law. 

Among other things it plainly demonstrates that laws should be 
flexible and adapted to the changes of conditions which are sure to 
occur. Neither should they be ambiguous in form or substance. Life 
is too short to waste in useless discussion as to what a law means 
or how it is to be altered or amended. 

A great deal of the time of the session was taken up in discussing 
parliamentary practice. This was explained in a measure by saying 
that the new laws had not been in force long enough to be in smooth 
working order and it was the desire to wait for a season before at- 
tempting much change. 

REPRESENTATION IN THE SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE. 

A careful survey of the statistics of the Order will reveal some 
interesting facts concerning the basis of representation in the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge which it might be well to consider. 

For instance, only three Grand Jurisdictions have over one 
hundred thousand Subordinate members: Pennsylvania, New York 
and Illinois. Seven more fall in between fifty thousand and one 
hundred thousand. Thirty jurisdictions have less than twenty-five 
thousand members and twenty-one have less than ten thousand. 
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When we reflect that there are altogether fifty-seven Grand 
Jurisdictions it appears that a very small portion of the membership 
of the Order is really making the laws for all. 

Nearly 20 years ago Past Grand Sire Cl. T. Campbell, in the St. 
Paul Review, voiced the injustice of this standard of representation, 
and while it is not profitable to burden the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
with numbers, yet we believe it only fair that the membership should 
be more equally represented than it is at present, and we would 
recommend that instructions be given to the Representatives from Illi- 
nois to bring this matter in the proper way to the attention of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge with a view of eventually getting the relief 
which fairness suggests. 

Any action along this line in order to bring results should begin by 
instructions at home. 


CONCLUSION. 


May. we again express our sincere appreciation for all favors 
we have enjoyed through the courtesy of the Grand Lodge of Illinois. 

Our services are always at your disposal. It shall ever be a 
pleasure to serve you.

DOCUMENT NO. 4. 

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT BY GRAND SECRETARY. 
Appeal. 

Case No. 465 was heard at the November session, 1915, and follow- 
ing the Grand Lodge session was appealed to the Grand Lodge. 

CASE NO. 465. 

Ashmore Lodge No. 792, I. O. O. F. ) Before Committee on Judiciary 
vs. i and Appeals, November, 1915, 

P. O. Carrico. \ Session. 

Opinion by Brother W. E. P. Anderson, of No. 107. 

This is an appeal on the part of the defendant from the action 
of his Lodge in expelling him. 

The record is quite voluminous and much of it mere surplusage 
and not germane to the issue, but when boiled down to a concise

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statement, it appears that on September 22, 1914, a complaint was 
filed with the Noble Grand, charging the defendant with making im- 
proper advances and asking improper and obscene questions of Flossie 
Gilbert, a little girl who was eleven years old at the time of the 
offense. 

A committee was appointed by the Noble Grand to investigate the 
charge, which reported on September 29, 1914, as follows: 

“We charge Brother P. O. Carrico, of this Lodge, with insulting 
and making improper advances and asking improper and obscene 
questions of Flossie Gilbert, who was eleven years old at the time of 
the offense.” 

A commissioner to take and report the testimony was duly ap- 
pointed and obligated. On August 17, 1915, at a meeting of the Lodge 
the testimony was read and arguments were made by counsel for both 
the Lodge and the defendant, the defendant representing himself. 
There being thirty-seven members present who heard the testimony 
read and the arguments, the defendant then leaving the room, a 
ballot was ordered and resulted in twenty-eight votes to sustain the 
charge, to nine against, whereupon the Noble Grand declared the 
charge sustained. A ballot was then ordered and taken as to the 
penalty, which resulted in twenty-seven votes for expulsion and ten 
against. Thereupon the defendant was declared expelled. 

The defendant gave notice of appeal in due time, assigning his 
reasons therefor. About forty-three pages of typewritten testimony, 
pro and con, were taken in the case. Most of it, however, being im- 
material, irrelevant and not pertinent to the issue involved, although 
the Lodge and defendant were each represented by counsel. And 
right here we will digress from the main subject to suggest that much 
expense to the Lodges and litigants and also the unnecessary incum- 
brance of the records, would be avoided if the testimony is confined 
to the charge in issue by counsel conducting the examination of the 
witnesses; these remarks are prompted from the fact that the record 
before us discloses that on May 15, 1913, another charge was made 
against this defendant in that “he made indecent proposals to a 
woman (naming her) ; that he embraced her and acted in an un- 
gentlemanly way.” But the proceedings of the Lodge relative to same 
reached a period at which the defendant was expelled for contempt, 
from which he appealed to this committee and which at its February 
session, 1915, in an opinion written by Brother Henry A. Stone, and 
concurred in by the other members of the committee, who were 
present, the action of the Lodge was set aside and the appeal sustained 
and the case remanded for trial, according to the laws and rules of 
the Order. The record further shows that on June 23, 1914, at a 
meeting of the Lodge, after the case had been remanded and received 
by the Lodge, by a majority vote this charge was dismissed and no 
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appeal taken therefrom by the Lodge. So that under Section 1587, 
Merrill’s Code 1906, all of the proceedings as to that charge came to 
an end and the defendant was put in the same position as before the 
charge was brought. Whereupon, a new charge, the one in issue, 
was filed. Notwithstanding the action of the Lodge, several pages of 
the testimony were taken in the trial of this case in order to prove 
or disprove the dismissed charge upon which the defendant was not 
on trial. 

As to the charge upon which the defendant is now being tried, 
we are confronted with the proposition that it contains no specifica- 
tion stating the time, place and in what manner the offense charged 
was committed; from the testimony relative thereto we conclude that 
its ommission was purposely made by the committee in view of the 
fact that the specification would necessarily embody language too 
coarse and unchaste to put in print. 

The charge, however, in our judgment, was sufficient, “to fully 
inform the defendant of the particular transaction concerning which 
he was to be tried.” If so, is not the intent of the law of the Order 
thereby subserved? While the defendant objected to the charge as 
too indefinite in failing to set any date or place, he did not object to 
it on the ground that it contained no specification, an error, if one, 
which he waived and as the record shows his presence at the taking 
of the testimony, and his participating with his counsel in examining 
some of the witnesses and also the fact that the time, place and cir- 
cumstances surrounding were disclosed by the testimony of one wit- 
ness, we do not deem that the rights of the defendant have been 
prejudiced by this informality. 

The charges are sought to be sustained on the testimony of one 
Flossie Gilbert, who was past fourteen years of age. at the time she 
testified, and who was past eleven years of age at the time of the 
offense charged was committed, and also that of her brother, Loren 
Gilbert, twenty years of age. 

The testimony of the girl in substance is that in the month of 
April, 1913, her parents and their children, including herself, were 
residing on a farm of tbe defendant about four and a half miles from 
Ashmore; that on the day the offense charged was said to have been 
committed, no one was at the home, except her and her sister, seven- 
teen years of age; that the defendant was at the farm engaged in 
burning brush piles, some distance from the house in a hollow; and 
he asked her to bring him some matches; that upon her doing so and 
while there where the defendant was working, her statements of the 
occurrence as to the questions he asked her, what he requested her to 
do and what he did and the language used by him are so repulsive 
that we refrain from quoting w T hat she said. We deem it but fair to 
the defendant, however, to here state that in our opinion the character 
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of the offense as disclosed by the testimony of this girl is not of such 
enormity upon which the defendant could be indicted and convicted 
criminally, but it is of such a character, if sustained, as to convince the 
most technical mind that it is gross misconduct and unbecoming an 
Odd Fellow. The brother, Loren, Gilbert, testifies that the defendant 
told him to go home and tell the folks not to let the girl come over 
here and tell what she knows. 

The testimony on the part of the defendant is substantially as 
follows: The defendant testifies that he is a practicing physician of 
about twenty-four years’ experience; that he has been a member of 
this Lodge about eighteen years, and denies that he said the things 
or that he committed the acts testified to by Flossie Gilbert or that he 
made the statements testified to by her brother, and that he had a 
conversation with Robert Gilbert, the father of Flossie, in October, 
1914, at Charleston in the presence of the mother and Flossie and 
one William Beaubout, in which he asked the father if he ever acted 
immoral in the presence of the family, to which the father answered 
“No,” and that Mrs. Gilbert and Flossie said the answer of the father 
was true. William Beaubout testified only to the extent that Robert 
Gilbert stated that the defendant had never insulted him or any 
member of his family. 

A statement in writing, dated June 17, 1915, appears among the 
papers, purporting to be signed by Flossie Gilbert and her mother, 
which says: “that this day and date I swear that Dr. P. O. Carrico 
never insulted me in any way and always treated me good and all of 
us. He even brought us ‘close’ and his wife made them and Dr. Allen 
‘tryed’ to make me say things about him that ‘ain’t so.’ I write and 
sign this myself.” 

A typewritten statement also appears among the papers dated 
October 5, 1914, signed by ten persons which in substances certifies 
“that they have been intimately acquainted and near neighbors of 
Dr. P. O. Carrico for a term of years ranging from eight to twenty 
years, to our knowledge he has always been truthful, honest and 
upright.” 

Another typewritten statement dated August 27, 1915, signed by 
thirty-four persons, which we do not consider relevant, appears among 
the papers, but only mention it to show that it had not escaped our 
observation. Eight other witnesses were examined on the part of the 
defendant, but the testimony of nearly all of them was relative to the 
charge which was dismissed. The testimony relevant to the charge 
in issue tends to show that the relations of the Gilbert family to the 
defendant have been friendly since the charge was made and also 
that there had been trouble between the defendant and the Lodge, or 
some of its members, on several occasions; and also that there has 
existed on the part of probably four members of the Lodge a con- 
spiracy against the defendant. 
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From a careful examination and consideration of all of the evi- 
dence in this case we are frank enough to say that the arriving at a 
proper conclusion has given us no little concern. We fully realize 
that this defendant has been convicted of a grave offense on testimony 
that would cause the average mind at first blush to hesitate before 
adopting it as true. We appreciate the serious position in which he 
is placed at the evening time of his life, and yet the testimony of this 
girl, as related by her, three years after the occurrence, is of such a 
character that an imagination or a “frame-up” by a most fertile brain 
and ingenious mind could not supply and put into her mouth; and 
also in view of the fact that twenty-eight members of his Lodge, a 
considerable number over two-thirds of the members present, who 
know the defendant and all of the witnesses, and who are acquainted 
with all the facts and circumstances surrounding the case, have voted 
the defendant guilty of the charge preferred and fixed his penalty at 
expulsion. We therefore, are not disposed to decide that they erred 
and set aside the action of the Lodge. 

In cases of doubt, where the evidence is conflicting, much weight 
should be given to the findings of a Subordinate Lodge, which is 
familiar with the witnesses. Merrills' Code, 1906, Section 440. 

It is therefore ordered that the action of Ashmore Lodge No. 792 
in expelling P. O. Carrico be and is hereby affirmed and sustained 
and that the appeal of the defendant therefrom be and the same is 
hereby dismissed.

DOCUMENT NO. 5. 

Brother George A. Johnson, Representative of No. 583 in- 
troduces the following bill. viz. : 


A Bill. 

Funeral Benefits. Be it enacted by the Grand Lodge of the State 
of Illinois of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, that Section 10 
of Article 10 of the Subordinate Lodge Constitution be amended by 
adding thereto the following words: “and provided, further, that this 
Lodge may provide by By-Law, that in the event of the funeral benefit 
not being expended as above outlined, a sum equal to the amount of 
the funeral benefit shall be paid to the estate of the deceased brother,” 
so that the section when amended shall read as follows: 
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Sec. 10. In case of the death of a beneficiary member of this 
Lodge there shall be allowed fifty dollars ($50.00) as a funeral benefit 
to the beneficiary or beneficiaries entitled there to, unless the Lodge, 
by its By-Laws, shall provide for the payment of a larger amount: 
Provided, however, the Lodge may, with the written consent of the 
beneficiaries, expend the funeral benefit toward the payment of the 
funeral expenses. The beneficiaries of the funeral benefit are the 
widow, orphans (under the age of 21 years, members of and residing 
with the family of the deceased), or the dependent relatives of the 
deceased, or relatives upon whom the deceased was dependent at 
the time of his death. In the event of the death of a beneficiary mem- 
ber of this Lodge not leaving surviving him any of the above named 
beneficiaries of a funeral benefit, and leaving "either no estate or in- 
sufficient estate to pay the expenses of a funeral, the Lodge shall pay 
the funeral expenses, not to exceed the amount of the funeral benefit 
provided by the By-Laws of this Lodge. And, provided, further, that 
this Lodge may provide by By-Law, that in the event of the funeral 
benefit not being expended as above outlined, a sum equal to the 
amount of the funeral benefit shall be paid to the estate of the de- 
ceased brother.” 

Not adopted. 


DOCUMENT NO. 6. 

Robert H. Taylor, Representative for Englewood Lodge 
No. 858, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, presents the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois : 

That Section 1 of Article VI of the Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois be amended to read as follows: 

Article VI. — Standing Committees — Section 1. The Grand Mas- 
ter, at each annual session, shall, within twenty days after his in- 
stallation as such, appoint the following committees to serve one year: 
viz: (1) On Credentials, three members; (2) on State of the Order, 
fifteen members; (3) on Legislation, fifteen members; (4) on Finance, 
three members; (5) on Rebekah Degree, ten members; (6) on Mileage 
and Per Diem, fifteen members (said committee may appoint a clerk, 
who shall receive the compensation to which a Representative is en- 
titled;) (7) on Railroads, three members; (8) on Printing, three mem- 
bers. In the Order of Business, the reports of these Committees shall 
be called and have precedence in the order in which they are herein 
named. The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall continue as it 
now exists, consisting of five members, the term of office of one of 
whom shall expire each year, the present members holding office for 
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the terms expiring one, two, three and four years, respectively, in 
accordance with their previous appointments; and at each annual 
session the Grand Master, immediately after the installation of the 
Grand Officers, shall appoint one member of said Committee for the 
full term of five years; and shall, whenever a vacancy exists in the 
membership of said Committee, occasioned by death, resignation, re- 
moval or otherwise, fill such vacancy by appointment, and such ap- 
pointee shall fill out the unexpired term of his predecessor. 

The Committee on Judiciary and Appeals shall have appellate 
jurisdiction to hear and determine all questions arising by appeal from 
the action or judgment of any Subordinate Lodge, or otherwise, which 
may be referred to them by the Grand Master or Grand Lodge or 
which may be presented to said Committee by virtue of any legislation 
of this Grand Lodge, now or hereafter in force; and shall have orig- 
inal jurisdiction to hear and determine all other cases which may arise 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, subject to such rules and 
regulations as may be adopted for that purpose; and shall examine 
and approve or reject the By-Laws of all Subordinate Lodges in this 
Jurisdiction, and may so approve or so reject the same in whole or in 
part, but shall have no power to change any part thereof in any other 
manner. Provided, that nothing herein contained shall be so con- 
strued as to prevent the Grand Master from bearing and determining 
any question that may arise by petition or complaint of any grievance, 
by the wrongful act of any Lodge, officer or member, or otherwise 
interfere with the Grand Master in the exercise of his authority as the 
executive officer of this Grand Lodge.

DOCUMENT NO. 7. 

Robert IT. Taylor. Representative for Englewood Lodge, 
No. 858, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, presents the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution for Subordinate Lodges 
of Illinois : 

That Section 10 of Article 10 of the Constitution for Subordinate 
Lodges of Illinois be amended to read as follows: 

Article 10 — Funeral Benefits and Expenses. — Section 10. In case 
of the death of a beneficiary member of this Lodge there shall be 
allowed not less than twenty dollars as a funeral benefit to the bene- 
ficiary or beneficiaries entitled thereto, and such further sum as may 
be actually incurred under the laws of the Order, for funeral expenses, 
not less than sixty dollars, unless shared by another society; liabilities 
for funeral expenses shall be limited to sixty dollars unless the Lodge, 
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by By-Law, assume liabilities for a larger amount; provided, however, 
the Lodge may, with the written consent of the funeral beneficiaries, 
expend the funeral benefits toward the funeral expenses. The bene- 
ficiaries of the funeral benefit are the widow, orphans (under the age 
of 21 years, members of and residing with the family of the deceased), 
or the dependent relatives of the deceased, or relatives upon whom 
the deceased was dependent at the time of death. In the event of 
the death of a beneficiary member of this Lodge not leaving surviving 
him any of the above named beneficiaries of a funeral benefit, and 
leaving either no estate or insufficient estate to pay the expenses of 
the funeral, the Lodge shall pay the funeral expenses, not to exceed 
the combined funeral benefits and expenses provided by the By-Laws 
of this Lodge.

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as fol- 
lows, covering subject matter on non-beneficial members, admitting 
same by initiation or by card. We concur in amendment to Subord- 
inate Lodge Constitution, to read as follows: 

Sec. 4, Art. 2. Whereas, The Sovereign Grand Lodge has, by 
Section 509 of the new Code, passed a new law providing for the ad- 
mission of applicants over the age of fifty years into membership as 
non-beneficial members by initiation; 

Resolved, That Section 4 of Article 2 of the Subordinate Lodge 
Constitution be amended to read as follows: 

Section 4. Any person who is fifty years of age or over, who is 
otherwise qualified for membership in the Order, may, at the discre- 
tion of the Lodge, be admitted as a non-beneficial member, either by 
Card or by Initiation.

DOCUMENT NO. 9. 

Resolved, That Section one (1) of Article II (2) of the Subordi- 
ate Lodge Constitution of Illinois, concerning membership in the 
Order, shall be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 1. A candidate for membership by initiation shall be a 
believer in a Supreme Being, Creator, Preserver and Governor of all 
things. He shall not be a saloonkeeper, bartender, or professional 
gambler, nor be under twenty-one years of age. He shall be a white 
male person, of good moral character and industrious habits, having 
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some respectable known means of support, and exempt from all in- 
firmities which may prevent his gaining a livelihood. He shall pre- 
sent with his application, and as a part thereof, a physician's certifi- 
cate of his good health. He shall have resided within the jurisdiction 
of this Lodge at least six months previous to his application for mem- 
bership, or have been so long personally known to Brothers of the 
Order, who recommend him.

DOCUMENT NO. 10. 

To the Grand Lodge of Illinois:

titled to the benefits of the Home shall have been in continuous good 
standing in the Order for the period of ten years next previous to ad- 
mission, and for at least five years thereof in this Grand Jurisdiction.” 

Be it amended to read: Members of the Order to be entitled to 
the benefits of the Home shall have been in continuous good standing 
in the Order for the period of twenty-five years next previous to ad- 
mission, and for at least five years thereof in this Grand Jurisdiction.

DOCUMENT NO. 11. 

Belleville, Illinois, July 26, 1916. 
Hon. J. J. Crowder, Grand Master I. O. O. F., Peoria, Illinois: 

Dear Brother Crowder: — Your sub-committee of the Committee 
on Legislation appointed to consider the resolution introduced at the 
Grand Lodge Session of 1914 by J. T. Curry and others, relative to the 
finding of homes for children of the Orphans’ Home, which resolution 
is known as Document No. 90 and is found on page 391 of the Journal 
of 1914, would respectfully report the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the Grand Lodge By-Laws be amended by add- 
ing thereto an additional article to be known as Article 4, containing 
seven sections, which said article shall be as follows: 

ARTICLE 4. 

“Section 1. Each child hereafter received into the Orphans’ 
Home in accordance with the rules and regulations laid down by the 
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Board of Directors or adopted by the Grand Lodge shall be kept in 
said institution for the term of one year and not longer than three 
years. At the end of said term of years the Superintendent of the 
Home, by and with the advice and consent of the Board of Directors 
and the Grand Master, shall find a home for said child. 

“Section 2. When any child has been placed by said Superinten- 
dent in a home under the provisions of the preceding section it shall 
be the duty of the Superintendent to visit said child at least twice 
each year or to provide a means of visitation to said child in such 
manner as the Board of Directors of said Home or the rules and regu- 
lations of the Grand Lodge may require. The Superintendent shall 
also require that the person in whose home the child shall have been 
placed shall report to the Superintendent monthly, concerning the 
health, general condition and progress of said child, which said report 
shall be submitted to the Board of Directors and a record kept of the 
same. 

“Section 3. The Board of Directors shall have full power to direct 
the Superintendent of the Home when any such child has been mis- 
treated or when the necessities of its case may otherwise require, to 
take said child back into the Home and care for it until another home 
has been secured for it. 

“Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to see 
to it that each and every child so placed in a home by the Superinten- 
dent of the Home shall receive a liberal education and be properly 
cared for during its residence with the person in whose home it has 
been placed. 

“Section 5. When any child who has been placed in a private 
home under the provisions of this article shall reach majority, namely, 
the age of twenty-one years for males and the age of eighteen years 
for females, the person in whose home said child has been placed shall 
pay such child the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars. 

“Section 6. A record shall be kept by the Superintendent of the 
Home showing the name, age and full description of each child placed 
in a private home under the provisions of this article and also the. 
name, general history and character and ability of the person in whose 
home the said child has been placed. 

“Section 7. If at any time the Board of Directors of the Orphans’ 
Home shall find a suitable person who is willing, able and capable to 
take care of any child in said Orphans’ Home and adopt it under the 
provisions of the statute of the State of Illinois, the Board of Directors 
of the Orphans’ Home shall have full power to take all necessary legal 
steps to effect said adoption.” 

Your sub-committee reports these proposed By-Laws and desires 
to say that in our opinion the method adopted is the best means to 
present the subject matter of Document No. 90 to the Grand Lodge. 
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We make no recommendation concerning the advisability of the adop- 
tion of said proposed By-Laws.

Proposed amendment to Section g of Article io of the Sub- 
ordinate Constitution, seeking to prevent Brothers receiving the 
minimum rate of benefits from being declared off the sick list 
for the purpose of being reinstated at the maximum rate, so that 
the Section as amended will read as follows : 

Article 10. — Weekly Benefits. 

Sec. 9. Every beneficiary member of this Lodge, in case of sick- 
ness or disability not caused by vice or immorality on his part, shall 
be entitled to and receive from the funds of the Lodge such weekly 
benefits as may be fixed by the By-Laws, not less than $2.00 a week; 
but no sick benefits shall be allowed for less than a week’s sickness 
or for the fractional part of a week: Provided, that this Lodge may 
provide in its By-Laws for a sick benefit to be paid to third degree 
members only, entitled to benefits; but if benefits are allowed at all 
to members of the initiatory, first and second degrees, it must not be 
at a less rate than $2.00 a week: Provided, further, that this Lodge 
may provide in its By-Laws for a sick benefit of not less than one 
dollar to be paid to Brothers who may have been sick and received 
sick benefits continuously for the period of one year: Provided, fur- 
ther, that when a third degree member has received the maximum rate 
of benefits for one year and then is declared off the sick list, he shall 
not again be entitled to the maximum rate of benefits until one year 
after he has been declared off the sick list: Provided, further, that 
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this Lodge may provide by By-Law that no benefit shall be paid for 
the first one week or two weeks of such sickness or disability: Pro- 
vided, further, that a Brother who is ill outside of the jurisdiction of 
this Lodge, in order to receive benefits, shall furnish the Lodge a cer- 
tificate of a regular practicing physician.

Be it enacted by the Grand Lodge Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows of the State of Illinois: That in the Constitution for Subordinate 
Lodges, Art. II, Sec. 1, the words “April and October” in the second 
line shall be changed to “January and July,” respectively, and the 
word “April” in the third line shall be changed to “January,” so that 
the section when changed shall read: 

“Art. 11, Sec. 1. Semi-annual terms shall commence on the first 
regular meeting in January and July; the annual term on the first 
meeting in January.” 

Also, if this bill is adopted, that in conformity therewith the fol- 
lowing sections be altered, to-wit: 

Art. 3, Sec. 6. Substitute the word “December” for the word 
“March,” in the second line, so the section when changed shall read: 

“Art. 3, Sec. 6. The Financial Secretary (if any be had) shall be 
chosen at the election in December,” etc. (The balance of the section 
not changed.) Also 

Art. 3, Sec. 7. Substitute the word “December” for the word 
“March,” in the second line, so the section when changed shall read: 

“Art. 3, Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall be elected annually at the 
election in December/ and prior,” etc. (The balance of the section 
unchanged.) Also 

Art. 4, Sec. 2. Substitute the word “December” for the word 
“March,” in the second line, and the word “January” for the word 
“April,” in the fourth line, so that the section when changed shall read: 

“Art. 4, Sec. 2. Five Trustees shall anuually be chosen by ballot 
at the regular election in December, and a plurality of votes shall 
elect. The term of office of Trustees shall begin January 1st, following 
the election,” etc. (Balance of the first part of the section un- 
changed.) Also 

In the second part of same section, last line, substitute the word 
“January” for the word “April,” so that that part of the section when 
changed shall read: 
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“It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary, within one week 
after said election, to file with the County Recorder of the county in 
which such Lodge is located, a certificate of election of said Trustees, 
such certificate setting forth also that the term of office of said Trus- 
tees begins January 1st following.” Also 

“Art. 5, Sec. 4. Substitute the words “December and June” for 
the words “March and September,” in the third line; the words “Janu- 
ary and July” for the words “April and October,” in tbe sixth line; 
the word “December” for the word “March” in the ninth line; the 
word “January” for the word “March” in the tenth line; and the 
words “January and July” for the words “April and October” in the 
last line of said section; so the section when changed will read: 


“Art. 5, Sec. 4. The Noble Grand, Vice Grand and Recording 
Secretary shall be elected at the first regular meetings in December 
and June and shall hold their respective offices for six months and 
until the next regular installation of officers. They shall be installed 
at the first meetings in January and July. The Secretary (if there is 
only one), Treasurer and Financial Secretary (if there is one), shall 
be elected at the first regular meeting in December and shall be in- 
stalled at the first regular meeting in January, and these officers shall 
serve for one year. If a public installation of officers be held, it may 
be at another time than specified above but not prior to the first 
meeting in January or July.”

Whereas, The taking of personal bonds for the protection of such 
funds is not in conformity with the modern, up-to-date business method 
of safeguarding such funds; and 

Whereas, Our officers are now compelled to go among their 
friends and acquaintances to secure personal bonds, the financial re- 
sponsibility of whom it is not always possible to ascertain with any 
degree of certainty, besides such financial responsibility may change 
from day to day; and 

Whereas, A large number of our Lodges are now using surety 
company bonds, and it is desirable to have our officers bonded by a 
uniform system of suretyship; and 

Whereas, Surety companies which are licensed for that purpose 
by the State are now using a bond with broad and comprehensive 
coverage; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Grand Secretary, Grand Master and the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary be empowered and instructed to enter into a 
contract with a reliable surety company, or with reliable surety com- 
panies, authorized to do business in the State of Illinois, for a surety 
bond to cover all financial officers of the Order in this Jurisdiction; 
said bond to run in the name of the Grand Lodge of the State of Illi- 
nois of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows in conformity to all 
constitutional requirements; further, that said surety shall be a legal 
requirement upon all Subordinate Lodges of Illinois under this reso- 
lution passed by the Grand Lodge, as the law of this Grand Lodge, 
and shall be enforced by the Grand Master and Grand Secretary as all 
other laws of this Grand Lodge are enforced. All bonds in the sched- 
ule to be effective from April 1, 1917, as to Subordinate Lodge officers, 
and to be effective from and after this date as to Grand Lodge officers,

Your Committee on Finance have given this subject serious con- 
sideration and believe that it will prove a matter of economy and 
efficiency. We further believe that no individual member or members 
of a Lodge should be required to carry the burden of suretyship for 
the entire membership. The proposed system for bonding officers 
will materially reduce the cost of surety bonds and thus the Lodge 
that has been able to furnish personal bonds will assist the weaker 
Lodge which has been unfortunate in not being able to secure such 
bonds. We have submitted our views upon this subject to the Rep- 
resentatives prior to this Session of the Grand Lodge in order that they 
might study the proposition and bring the matter to the attention of 
their Lodge and secure an expression of the membership as to what 
action the Representative should take. 

We further believe that in letting a contract for a surety bond 
that the Grand Lodge, by placing this power in the hands of thft 
Grand Master, Grand Secretary and the Committee on Judiciary, will 
have thrown around this subject every requisite safeguard. 

With no other object or purpose than that of serving this great 
Order, in bringing about a system which will result in the greatest 
good to the greatest number, we submit the above proposition for 
your candid, fair and impartial consideration.

Third report by James Ewing Davis, of No. 990. 

To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , /. 0. O. F .; 

Your Committee on Finance would respectfully report as 
follows : 

Your Committee on Thursday, October 12, 1916, made its annual 
visit to the Orphans’ Home at Lincoln. Brother J. W. Birney, the 
Secretary of the Board of Directors, and Dr. J. A. Lucas, Superintend- 
ent. were present and assisted your Committee in every way possible. 

We carefully examined the books and accounts and checked up all 
the receipts and expenditures of the Home during the past year. We 
visited all the buildings in connection with the Home. Some of the 
buildings need repairs and some of them also need painting. We 
would recommend that same be given immediate attention. The Board 
of Directors are of the opinion that the old school building should be 
remodeled, as the facilities at the present time are inadequate to care 
for all the pupils. They have had plans and sketches prepared showing 
the proposed reconstruction of the old building. 

The Board of Directors during the past year opened up a stock 
room for supplies, with a storekeeper in charge. A stock sheet is 
issued for each day’s requirements of the Home. An invoice is shown 
daily, with prices and the cost of meals. Your Committee was very 
much gratified to find that this new feature has been installed at the 
Home, for we have felt for some time that such a system should be 
put in operation. A bookkeeping department has thus been opened up 
with each building and each department of the Home. 

Your Committee was pleased with the manner in which the books 
of the Home were being kept. 

During the past year Past Grand Master M. P. Berry has installed 
a fine collection of book cases for the splendid library which he has 
during the past several years donated to the Home. Brother Berry is 
each year adding something in the way of either books or cases to this 
library. We only wish that more of our membership who are in a 
position to do so might emulate the example of Brother Berry. 

We went over the farm and found the stock in good condition. 
The general condition of the farm is good and this year they had a 
splendid corn crop. We were advised that it would be necessary in 
order to make some of the land more productive to have same tiled. 
The barn and outbuildings are in good condition. We learned that 
considerable quantities of vegetables had been produced during the 
year.

Fourth report by Brother George F. Koester, of No. 6or. 
To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois , I. 0. 0, F .; 

Your Committee on Finance would respectfully report as 
follows : 

We visited the Old Folks’ Home on Friday, October 13, 1916, for 
the purpose of auditing the accounts and inspecting the Home. We 
found that a new roof, which was very much needed, had been put on 
the original building. We also found that new electric light wiring 
was being done throughout same. Also, the placing of several fire 
doors for the purpose of carrying out the requests of the insurance 
companies and making building safer from fire. There is also being 
installed at the Home a refrigerating plant, which is being donated by 
the Rebekahs. A new boiler is also being contracted for, as the old 
boilers are inadequate and badly in need of repair. 

The Secretary of the Home met with your Finance Committee at 
the office of the Chairman in Chicago on October 18th and 19th for the 
purpose of having his books put in proper shape. As the business 
transacted at the Home now runs upwards of $40,000 annually, your 
Committee would recommend to the Trustees that they secure the ser- 
vices of some young man, preferably a member of the Order, residing 
at Mattoon, who is a competent bookkeeper and who would for a nom- 
inal consideration devote one or two nights a month in the keeping 
of said books. 

There were admitted during the year, 24; withdrawn, etc., 6; loss 
by death, 17; leaving a membership at present of 159 — 35 sisters and 
124 brothers.

Your Trustees of the Endowment Funds of the Orphans’ Home 
and of the Old Folks’ Home beg to report as follows: 

From monies received from investments paid off, cash on hand 
and the donations received at the session of 1915, we have made the 
following investments : 


Orphans’ Home Fund. 

On March 30, 1916, we purchased $8,000.00 notes, bearing 5 per 
cent interest, made by Carl P. Hanson, secured by first mortgage on 
120 acres of improved farm land in Whiteside County, Illinois, valued 
at $18,000.00. Said notes mature February 11, 1921, purchased at face 
value plus accrued interest. 

On July 17, 1916, $1,500.00 notes, bearing 5 per cent interest, made 
by John S. Monier, secured by first mortgage on 40 acres of improved 
farm land in Henry County, Illinois. Said notes mature April 1, 1919, 
purchased at face value plus accrued interest. 

Old Folks’ Home Fund.

On March 30, 1916, $5,500.00 notes, bearing 5 per cent interest, 
made by A. C. Sells, secured by first mortgage on 80 acres of im- 
proved farm land in Mercer County, Illinois, valued at $12,000.00. 
Said notes mature March 1, 1921, purchased at face value plus ac- 
crued interest. 

On June 20, 1916, $3,100.00 notes, bearing 5 per cent interest, made 
by Ida M. Darnall and Warren C. Darnall, secured by first mortgage 
on 160 acres of improved farm land in Whiteside County, Illinois. 
Said notes mature June 1, 1919, purchased at face value plus accrued 
interest. 

On July 14, 1916, nine pavement bonds, bearing 5 per cent in-

Sec. 8. A beneficiary member shall be any one who has been for 
six months a member by initiation of this Lodge (or of the Order, if 
admitted to membership in this Lodge upon an unexpired Withdrawal 
Card), as an Ancient Odd Fellow, or by reinstatement after dropping 
or expulsion, who is under no complaint or charges of misconduct, 
and who is not more than thirteen weeks in arrears for dues. A 
member reinstated after suspension shall be beneficiary immediately 
upon reinstatement, subject to the provisions herein in relation to 
dues. If a member shall become non-beneficiary by reason of being 
more than thirteen weeks in arrears for dues, he shall, before he can 
become beneficiary, pay all arrears for dues, assessments, and fines, 
and as a penalty such non-beneficiarv member shall not become en- 
titled to weekly benefits and his beneficiary or beneficiaries shall not 
be entitled to funeral benefits for a period of thirteen weeks subse- 
quent to such payment. 

If a member shall become non-beneficiary by reason of being more 
than thirteen weeks in arrears for dues and while being in arrears, 
become sick or disabled, he cannot, by paying his dues, become entitled 
to sick benefits; nor can his beneficiary or beneficiaries become en- 
titled thereby to funeral benefits during that sickness or disability. 

Your Committee recommend that the resolution be adopted.

First report of the Board of Trustees of the Old Folks’ 
Home. 

The Board of Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home, acting as a Com- 
mittee to which was referred that part of the Grand Master’s Report 
under the heading, “The Old Folks’ Home,” desires to report as 
follows:

The Grand Master recommends that the rules adopted by the 
Grand Lodge for the admission of members to the Old Folks’ Home 
be changed so that members of the Order who are hospital patients , 
and must be taken directly into the hospital, be admitted to the Home 
and be cared for in the Hospital. The Grand Master referred to the 
fact that this Grand Lodge has had built and furnished, at a cost of 
nearly twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00), a hospital, where “hos- 
pital patients” may be cared for. 

Your Board desires to call attention to the fact that the present 
hospital was built for the purpose of caring for those members of the 
Home who should become temporarily disabled aand should require 
hospital care. When the building of the present hospital was 
provided for, no change in the rules governing the admission 
of members to the Home was made. No provision was 
made for admitting hospital patients to the Home. Mem- 
bers of the Home were being cared for in what was called 
the sick ward, which was entirely inadequate to the purposes 
of the Home. The hospital was built and furnished. As soon as com- 
pleted almost the entire hospital was needed for the purpose of caring 
for those who were then in the sick ward. The hospital at the present 
time is filled to its capacity. The Home at the present time is filled 
to its capacity. There is not a vacant room in the hospital and there 
is not a vacant room in the Home. There is constantly a waiting list, 
which numbers from month to month from fifteen to twenty members 
who have been accepted and who are waiting for a vacant room to be 
admitted to the Home. It is not within the power of the Board of 
Trustees to admit hospital patients under the present rules. It would 
not be within the power of the Board of Trustees to care for more 
hospital patients than we have with the present capacity of the hos- 
pital of the Home. If the Grand Lodge changes the rules governing 
the admission of members to the Home so that the Board of Trustees 
will be compelled to accept hospital patients, the Grand Lodge must 
of necessity at once provide an additional hospital. Hospital patients 
cannot be accepted with no hospital where they may be cared for. 
This Board would therefore recommend that no change be made in the 
present rules governing the admission of members to the Home, which 
will require the Board of Trustees to a.ccept hospital patients. Your 
Board recommends that before any such change be made in the rules 
the Grand Lodge provide a hospital, where such members may be 
cared for.

This Board has considered that part of the Grand Master’s report 
under the heading “The Old Folks’ Home,” in which he says that he 
is in favor of more stringent rules concerning the admission of those 
who are physically able to help themselves in order that we may have 
room to care for those who cannot care for themselves. 

This Board is in sympathy with this expression of the Grand 
Master. Your Board has from time to time considered this very 
question and to that end your Board has adopted a rule requiring that 
each application for membership in the Home shall be carefully in- 
vestigated by some one member of the Board. Under this rule appli- 
cations for membership are referred to the members of the Board for 
personal investigation. Your Board believes with the Grand Master 
that the Home should be for the care of those who are not physically 
able to support themselves; that applicants for membership in the 
Home who are physically able to support themselves should be ex- 
cluded and the Board, by experience, has learned that it is a delicate 
question to determine whether an applicant should be excluded on 
account of his physical condition or whether he should be admitted 
by reason of his physical inability to support himself. 

This Board relaizes that it is impossible to so frame a rule or a 
law as of itself to justly exclude those who should not be admitted 
and to admit those who are entitled to the protection of the Home. 
In view of the fact that the Home is filled to its capacity and that 
there is a large waiting list and that it is impossible to accept all of 
the great number of applicants for membership in the Home; that if 
any change be made in the rules governing admission to the Home, 
the change be made along the lines of excluding those who are able 
to care for themselves rather than along the lines of admitting mem- 
bers who do not now come within the rules. 

We therefore recommend that no change be made in the rules 
governing the admission of members to the Home until further pro- 
vision be made to increase the capacity of the Home.

Your Committee on Legislation would respectfully report as fol- 
lows on resolution by Sven Windrow, of No. 812, changing the annual 
term of Subordinate Lodges to begin on January 1st and the semi- 
annual term should begin January 1st and July 1st of each year: We 
have carefully considered this resolution and recommend the following 
amendments to the By-Law of the Grand Lodge and Constitution of 
the Subordinate Lodge, the same to read as follows, when amended: 

Grand Lodge By-Laws, Art. 2, Sec. 9, Clause 2. — Each Subordinate 
Lodge shall on the night and immediately after the installation of 
officers in July, biennially, from among the qualified Past Grands in 
membership in the Lodge, elect by ballot, and in the same manner as 
prescribed for the election of officers, one Representative to this Grand 
Lodge: Provided, that when a public installation is had, the election 
may be at the next regular meeting thereafter. 

Subordinate Lodge Constitution, Art. 11, Sec. 1. — Semi-annual 
terms shall commence on the first regular meetings in January and 
July; the annual term on the first regular meeting in January. 

Art. 3, Sec. 6. — The Financial Secretary (if any be had) shall be 
chosen at the election in December. He shall keep the accounts be- 
tween the Lodge and its members. He shall pay over to the Treasurer 
immediately all moneys received by him, and shall inform the Treas- 
urer from time to time, or at the last payment in each term, how much 
of the money paid to him belongs to any special fund of the Lodge. He 
shall notify all members who are at any time in arrears for eleven 
months’ dues, delivering the notice in person, if practicable; but. if 
not, then mailing it to the member’s last known address, and at the 
expiration of the next succeeding month, if said member’s account is 
not settled in whole or in part, sufficient to reduce his arrears to less 
than one full year’s dues, he shall present the name of such member 
to the Lodge. Prior to the last meeting of March, June, September and 
December, respectively, he shall notify all members who are in arrears 
for one quarter’s dues. He shall, at the close of each term, make to 
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the Lodge a detailed report of the business of his office and have his 
books written up for the Finance Committee, whom he shall meet prior 
to the first meeting in the next succeeding term, to exhibit his books 
and papers and to aid them in the examination thereof; and at the 
first regular meeting of the nfew term he shall present his report to the 
Lodge, with a statement of the balance of account of each unsuspended 
member. He shall make out the annual report to the Grand Lodge, as 
required by Art. 2, and shall deliver it to the Recording Secretary for 
record and for forwarding to the Grand Lodge. He shall receive such 
compensation as the Lodge may have fixed prior to his election. He 
shall give bond, as is provided for the Treasurer in the following 
section. 

Sec. 7, Art. 3. — The Treasurer shall be elected annually at the 
election in December, and prior to his installation in office he shall 
give a joint and several bond to the Trustees of the Lodge, with two 
sureties to be approved by the Lodge, with such penalties and condi- 
tions as from time to time may be prescribed by the Lodge. 

Provided, that in lieu of the bond above mentioned, the Treasurer, 
at the option of the Lodge, may furnish a bond signed by some surety 
or guaranty company licensed by the State of Illinois, and that is 
engaged in the business of furnishing indemnity bonds, the expense of 
such bond to be defrayed by the Lodge. 

Such bond, before being presented to the Lodge, must have been 
submitted to and approved by a majority of the Trustees. He shall 
keep the funds, notes and securities of the Lodge; pay all orders 
drawn on him by the Noble Grand and attested by the Secretary, and 
none other; keep a full account of all moneys expended, and give the 
Lodge, at the first meeting in each month, a statement of its funds. 
He shall keep a separate account of any special fund instituted by 
the Lodge, and report to the Financial Secretary, at or before the last 
meeting in each term, any money received by him as interest or 
dividends on any notes, securities or stocks held by him. He shall 
make for the Lodge, at the close of his term, a full report of his 
receipts and disbursements, and have his books written up for the 
Finance Committee, whom he shall meet prior to the first meeting in 
the next succeeding term, to exhibit his books, papers, securities, 
bonds, funds and other property in his possession, and at the first 
regular meeting of the next term he shall present his report to the 
Lodge. He shall pay over and deliver up, when legally called upon, 
all moneys, bonds, books, papers, and other property in his possession 
or under his control, belonging to the Lodge, to his successor in office 
or to such person as the Lodge may appoint to receive the same. 

Sec. 2, Art. 4. Five Trustees shall annually be chosen by ballot 
at the regular election in December and a plurality of votes shall 
elect. Thfe term of office of Trustees shall begin on January first 
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following their election, after having qualified as hereinbelow pro- 
vided, and shall hold their office until their successors shall have been 
elected and qualified by filing certificate of election as herein pro- 
vided. 

It shall be the duty of the Recording Secretary, within one week 
after said election, to file with the County Recorder of the county 
where such Lodge is located, a certificate of the election of said 
Trustees, such certificate setting forth also that the term of office of 
said Trustees begins on January the first following. 

It shall be the duty of the said newly elected Trustees when 
qualified as above, to approve the bonds of the newly elected officers; 
also to act as an Executive Committee of the Lodge in carrying out 
all acts not otherwise provided for; to procure Lodge room, fuel, 
lights, regalia, and all things necessary for the comfort of the Lodge 
under its own direction. They shall have the guardianship of all 
widows and orphans of the Lodge, and carry out all provisions of the 
Lodge in relation to them; and shall from time to time recommend 
such action as they may deem necessary for the prosperity of the 
Lodge; they shall present to the Lodge at the close of their term of 
office a written report of their proceedings. 

Sec. 4, Art. 5. The Noble Grand, Vice Grand and Recording Sec- 
retary shall be elected at the first regular meetings in December and 
June and shall hold their respective offices for six months and until 
the next regular installation of officers. They shall be installed at 
+he first meetings in January and July. The Secretary (if there is 
only one), Treasurer and Financial Secretary (if there is one) shall 
be elected at the first regular meeting in December and shall be in- 
stalled at the first regular meeting in January, and these officers shall 
serve for one year. If a public installation of officers be had, it may 
be at another time than specified above, but not prior to the first 
meeting in January or July. 

In the event of the adoption of the foregoing legislation the pres- 
ent officers of all Subordinate Lodges shall hold their respective 
offices as follows: The Noble Grand, Vice Grand and Recording 
Secretary shall hold their respective offices until July 1, 1917. The 
Financial Secretary, Treasurer and Trustees shall hold their respec- 
tive offices until January 1, 1918. 

The annual report and semi-annual report No. 1 shall be due 
January 1, 1917, and semi-annual report No. 2 shall be due July 1, 
1917. 

Inasmuch as the reports from this Grand Jurisdiction to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge are made in conformity with the calendar 
year, and further, that in many cases the accounts between the Lodge 
and its members are carried in conformity with the calendar year, 
your Committee believes that this change of reports would be of 
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great benefit to the Secretaries of our Subordinate Lodges and the 
Grand Secretary in keeping the accounts of our Order up to date. At 
present our Grand Secretary is compelled to report to the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge in conformity with the calendar year, which causes 
more or less confusion. 

Your Committee recommends the adoption of the foregoing 
report.

DOCUMENT NO. 117. 

To the Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows 
of Illinois: 

Your Special Committee, appointed by your Grand Master, submit 
the following report: 

Brother Mark Jardine was born at Savanna, Illinois, September 24, 
1859. When a young man he moved to Rockford, Illinois, and engaged 
in harness making. He followed this occupation until 1904, when he 
was elected National President of the Leather Workers of the United 
States and acted in that capacity for two years, with headquarters at 
Kansas City, Mo. Returning to Rockford in the Fall of 1906, he be- 
came interested in local politics, and was elevated from the harness 
maker’s bench to the highest gift of our city, that of Mayor of the 
city of Rockford. How well he performed that duty was attested by 
the large majority vote he received when re-elected to a second term. 
As chief executive of Rockford, he did much to advance better and 
higher ideals in city government and was spoken of in the local press 
as “The Man of the Hour.” 

Brother Jardine joined the Independent Order of Odd Fellows 
November 19, 1880, and was a tireless and conscientious worker, hav- 
ing held the highest office in every branch of Odd Fellowship. 

He became a member of the Rebekah branch April 1, 1882, and 
soon after was made Noble Grand of his Rebekah Lodge, a distinction 
that was given to but few men. He affiliated with the Encampment 
branch June 13, 1882, and was Chief Patriarch of No. 44 in 1895, at 
which time he presented my petition for membership and instructed 
me in the mysteries of the Patriarchal degrees. 

In the Patriarchs Militant branch he was Captain of his Canton, 
and a true soldier in the fraternal w r orld. 

For more than a quarter of a century he w^as affiliated with the 
Grand Lodge and Grand Encampment. One year ago he became our 
honored Grand Patriarch and discharged those duties with credit to 
himself and the Order up to the day of his untimely death, which 
occurred on the evening of September 5, 1916, at the home of Past 
Grand Representative H. E. Makutchan at Princeton, Illinois. 

His funeral took place at Rockford on the 8th of September and 
was attended by an immense concourse of friends of the Order and 
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citizens, who gathered to pay their last respect and assist his loving 
wife and children to lay the remains of our beloved Brother in their 
last resting place in beautiful West Side Cemetery at Rockford, 
where his grave will be visited and kept green by the hands of those 
who knew and loved him best. 

Our Brother sleeps, but his kindly deeds and loving words, his 
noble character and honest purposes will live as long as the memory 
of those who knew him lasts. Too much cannot be said of one whose 
life's work was given for others and for the betterment of all with 
whom he came in contact. It can be truthfully said, ‘‘The world was 
made better because Mark Jardine lived in it." 

It has been may pleasure to know and be intimately associated 
with our beloved Brother for nearly thirty years and in all that time 
I have never heard him speak ill of another. In the heat of a cam- 
paign that tried men’s hearts, he was always generous and kind to his 
opponents. He had no enemies. In the many years of my association 
with the people of his city, I never heard a word against Mark Jar- 
dine. What a wonderful epitaph! “He was loved and respected 
by all." 

In the Rockford Morning Star of September 7th was the following 
editorial, which attests his worth as a citizen: 

Mark Jardine. 

Mark Jardine was one of Rockford's most interesting men. To 
return kindness for kindness, his obituary should be written by a 
tender hand. In all his dealings with men he mixed mercy and gen- 
tleness so completely that by many he was said to be too conservative. 
One can hardly remember of his speaking ill of another. In the heat 
of a campaign, in which local politics was stirring everybody’s blood, 
he retained his good feeling for others. “Love your enemies," is a 
hard doctrine to follow. Yet, in a great measure, he followed it. He 
was scrupulously honest. He thought along the right lines. Com- 
panionship with him was always agreeable, restful, inspiring. And to 
have this written of you, in the aftermath, is at least a human tribute, 
which would honor any man. 

“When I am gone, 

Say not that I was Great, 

Say, rather — that I loved the Truth." 

To all of us, Brother Jardine’s life was an inspiration, his char- 
acter an admonition, his passing a benediction. His faults we shall 
write upon the sands, his virtues on the tablets of love and memory. 
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Were I to write his creed, I would say: 

He believed in the Fatherhood of God, 

The universal brotherhood of man, 

The leadership of Christ Jesus, 

The beauty of tolerance, 

The quest of truth. 

The path of love. 

The goal of character, 

The life of service. 

And the sympathetic fellowship of true fraternity.

Opinion by Bro. Owen Scott, of No. 18G. 

The appellant asks the Lodge to pay him benefits from November 
20, 1913, to June 1, 1916, amounting to $131.00. This is at the rate 
of $1.00 per week. At the meeting of the Lodge held June 1, 1916, 
there were present thirteen members. Six voted to allow the claim 
and six voted against it. The Noble Grand cast the deciding vote in 
the negative and the claim was rejected. From this action Brother 
Eulass appeals. The Lodge paid him benefits from October, 1912, to 
November 20, 1913. The evidence shows Brother Eulass to be about 
eighty years of age. He was a tinner until some twenty years ago. 
Since then he has been employed as janitor of the Odd Fellow’s hall 
and the Presbyterian church. In addition to this he carried on the 
business of truck gardening. The entire record is in exceptionally 
good condition. The Lodge insists that he was incapacitated by age 
rather than by disease. Two physicians testify that he had neuritis 
and one that he was disabled by senility. There is no doubt that 
Brother Eulass during the period in question has been unable to per- 
form any manual labor or to procure employment where he could earn 
a living. His age and ailments are such as to bar him from any kind 
of a renumerative position. It is shown that he was unable to do his 
own work about his garden. Others did it for him. The contention on 
behalf of the Lodge is that his disability is from age and not from 
sickness. The evidence clearly shows that he was sick and had been 
under the treatment continuously of four or five physicians from the 
time he was first placed upon the sick list. Merrill’s Code No. 2074 
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covers this case completely. A man seventy-eight was wholly dis- 
abled by reason of age alone. The Grand Lodge of Illinois held that 
he was entitled to benefits. The Sovereign Grand Lodge affirmed this 
decision. In the case of Brother Eulass it is evident that he was by 
sickness and extreme age incapacitated from earning a livelihood. It 
is therefore ordered that the appeal be sustained and that Mason City 
Lodge pay the claim of Brother Sheridan Eulass of $131.00.

Opinion by Bro. W. E. P. Anderson, of No. 107. 

This is an appeal by Bro. Pulley from the action of the Lodge in 
refusing to allow him benefits while he was not able to follow his oc- 
cupation for eight weeks, on account of a broken right arm, amounting 
to $24.00. 

It appears from the record that Brother Pulley on August 5, 1916, 
notified the Lodge that he claimed benefits for disability from April 14, 
1916, to June 9, 1916, amounting to $24.00. 

It also appears from his testimony, which is not contradicted, that 
he got his right arm broken on April 14, 1916, in cranking an automo- 
bile; that he by occupation is a carpenter, paper hanger and painter; 
that he is right handed; that the injury disabled him from following 
his usual occupation for the space of eight weeks; that the weekly 
benefits paid by the Lodge are $3.00, and that he was not intoxicated at 
the time he was injured. His testimony is also corroborated by the 
sworn certificate of Dr. J. R. Baker, a regular practitioner of medicine 
and surgery. 

It does not appear that any testimony or defense was offered be- 
fore the Commissioner on the part of the Lodge. On September 4, 
1916, a vote being taken by the Lodge, there were seven votes to allow 
and nine votes to reject the claim. 

We are at a loss to comprehend by what process of reasoning the 
Lodge was prompted to reject what we consider a most just claim and 
one overwhelmingly sustained by the evidence. 
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It is therefore ordered that the appeal of Brother Pulley be and 
it is hereby sustained and the action of the Lodge reversed and that 
Crab Orchard Lodge No. 475 be and is hereby ordered to pay Brother 
Milton Pulley the sum of $24.00 for eight weeks’ benefits.

States was permitted. In 1829 Past Grand Master Samuel Pryor, of Pennsylvania, 
was elected proxy Representative by the Grand Lodge of Illinois, but did not serve. 
At the adjourned session In April, 1840, Past Grand Master Augustus Matblot, of 
Maryland, presented credentials as proxy Representative of Illinois, which were 
aceepted, and ho was also recognized in that capacity at the annual session In 
October following ; but there is no record of his election or appointment In 
1842 and 1843, James Earnest, of New York, was elected and served as proxy 
Representative of Illinois. In 1844 Past Grand Master William S. Stewart, of 
Missouri, D.D.G.S., was requested to appoint a proxy Representative for the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois; but no such proxy was present at the session of that year, unless 
Stewart himself acted In that capacity. In 1845 no election for Representative 
was held.
